A EULOGY PRONOUNCED BY RE- 
GENT FITCH. 


{MPRESSIVE MEETING TO TAKE ACTION 
ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE CHAN- 
CELLOR OF THE UNIVERSITY—EX- 
SENATOR’ KERNAN’S PROUD CAREER 
OUTLINED BY REGENT WATSON. 


ALBanry, Deo. 14.—The Regents of the Univer- 
sity held a public meeting in memory of the late 
Chancellor, George William Curtis, and of Re- 
gent Francis Kernan in the Senate Chamber at 
the Capitol to-night. A distinguished audience 
filled the room. So many Regents of the Uni- 
versity never attended a meeting before. 

Among those present were Martin L Town- 
Bend, William L. Bostwiok, Orris H. Warren, 
Henry E. Turner, 6t. Clair McoKelway, Hamil- 
ton Harris, Daniel Beach, William Cobb, Carroll 
E. Smith, T. Guilford Smith, Bishop Doane, 
Gov. and Mrs. Flower, Chief Judge Earl and 
Chief Judge-elect Andrews of the Court of Ap- 
peals, and Secretary Melvil Dewey. Chancellor 


Upson called the meeting to order with a few 
brief remarks, after which Regent Warren 
offered prayer. 
Regent Charies E. Fitch of Rochester deliv- 
= the memorial address on George William 
urtis. He spoke in part as follows: 


“We meet this evening to pay respect to the 
memory of two of our distinguished dead. Frequent 
have been our memorial services, and one voices 
especially has declared our frequent sorrow. Now 
that voice bas ceased. HKeverentiy and modestly do 
I break the silence, for I know that my speech is 
inadequate to his desert. 1 can simply joi in the 
accordant tribute to his excellence; by his feliow- 

ournalists, by his companions in the guild of let 

rs, by hie co-workers in the causes of education and 
reform, all testifying to the strength and sincerity 
of his life. 

“That life is singular! 
eer free and limpi 

heir estimates of the literary genius of George 
Viliam Curtis—its quality and its permanence— 
and scribes may question the wisdom of some of his 
political judgments, but none who knew him will 
differ as to the integrity of his motives, his fidelity to 
his convictions, or the chivalry, courtesy, and cour- 
age with which he upheld them. His manhood is 
serene against assault. 

“Mr. Curtis's first regular employment in journal. 
iem was on the New-York 7ribunein 1350. Hejoined 
the Republican Party in 1860 on account of its posi- 
tion on the slavery question, and became a recog- 
nized leader. There are no American speeches ex- 
tant which, for exposition of subject, for wealth of 
allusions, for symmetry of metaphor and relevance of 
simile and illustration, for expression grammatically 
correct, for method and manner, forall the requisites 
that combine in genuine eloguence, excel] those which 
George William Curtis produced. 

“To Mr. Curtis more than to any one else is due the 
re-creation of George Washington in the minds of 
the people. He was the most conspicuous and un- 
ftiinching champion ofa change in the distribution 
and tenure of official place, some of the features of 
which, if adopted, would certainly conserve the efii- 
ciency of the public service, and relieve it from the 
eviis of the epoils system. 

“He was honest in every throb of his heart, and 
‘we say this unhesitatingly who have most cause for 
grief over his later political course—we who had so 
trusted him, had accepted his creed, and sustained 
his policies. Our lost leader did not wantonly desert 
ws. The issue wasapainfulons to him as it was to 
us, between what ——— an inexorable duty and 
the ties of dear and old association. 

“ He referred the case for decision to the court of 
conscience. With him we accepted thé decision, 
although keenly regretting ite adverse consequences. 
The suggeation has been made that his course was 
dictated by the revenge of his empieyers, based on 
the loss of pecuniary profits. It if a suggestion as 
ernel in intent as false in fact. 

“The countingroom of Harper's never assumed 
control of the sanctum. Mr. Curtis was free to sup- 
port men and measures, and he more than once told 
me of the independent position he ecoupied in that 
reapect. 

“Inthe ripeness of his years and the fullness of 
his fame he was made Chancellor of the University 
of the State of New-York. It was the fitting crown 
of his lettered life. I expect that George William 
Curtis will live in the lines he has written.” 

Mr. Fitch was followed by Regent William H. 
Watson, who, in memory of the late Regent 
Francis Kernan, delivered a long address. Of 
the ex-Senator, he said: 

“He ably seconded Samnel J. Tilden in his cru- 
aate against the Tweed Ring, and stood manfully for 

arty purity and reform in the convention of 1871. 

tis evident that without Mr. Kernan’s assistance 
Mr. Tilden conid not have made his reform move- 
ment & success.”’ 

The political career of Mr. Kernan was set 
forth, especially his action as a member of the 
Electoral Commission of 1876. Mr. Watson 
concluded: 

“Eetimated by the abilities he possessed, the 
honors he had achieved, and the blamelesseness of his 
life, at the time of his decease he was the first citi- 
sen of the community in which he lived.”

THE BUSINESS SESSION. 

The Regents of the University met at 3 o'clock 
this afternoon, and were in session for several 
hours. A provisional two-year charter was 
granted the New-York School of Accounts on 
the recommendation of the American Associa- 


tion of Accountants. The provisional charter 
of the Teachers’ College of New-York City was 
made absolute. 

On the report.of Director Parsons, it was de- 
termined that there was no cause for the 
charges that loose methods exist in the Medical 
Eclectic College in New-York City in granting 
degrees and not requiring the requisite work 
from the students who are graduated. 

The union schools ai Clinton, Gainesville, 
Hamilton, Jamaica, Noréhville, and Shorteville 
were admitted to the university, and it was 
agreed to admit the Union Schools at Amster- 
dam, Argyle, Charlotte, Hinsdale, Livonia, Lyn- 
donville, Southampton, and Tarrytown, if an 
inspection of these schools warrants such ac- 
tion. 

An absolute charter was granted to the Insti- 
tute of Sisters of St. Joseph of Buffalo, auda 
provisional charter to the D’ Youville Academy 
of Plattsburg. 

A letter was received from Gov. Flower, in 
which he expressed his hearty co-operation 
with the university-extension movement, but 
thought the scheme should be supported by 
private benoficence. As an evidence of bis con- 
sideration of this movement for popular educa- 
tion he inclosed a check for $1,000, to be used 
by the Regents for this purpose. 

President D. J. Hillof the Rochester Univer- 
sity, President Seth Low of Columbia College, 
President J. M. Taylor of Vassar, President 
Stryker of Hamilton, and Chancellor Sims of 
the Syracuse University were appointed asa 
College Council.

DEMPSEY DENIES THE CHARGE. 


SAYS HE HAD NOTHING TO DO WITH 
THE HOMESTEAD POISONING. 


PittspurG, Deo. 14.—District Master Work- 
men Dempsey of the Knights of Labor Was seen 
to-day in regard to the confession of Patrick 
Gallagher, the cook, at Homestead, in which 
it was alleged that Dempsey furnished the drug 
to poison the non-union workmen. Mr. Demp- 
sey was indignant. 

“I desire,” he said, “ todeny the whole charge 
implied in what is termed Gallagher’s confes- 
sion. In doing so I wish to state that I never 
at any time, either directly or indirectly, gave 
or caused to be given poison to any ono to be 


used against the non-untonists in the Home- 
stead mill. 

“In my opinion, life is too sweet to be trifled 
with, and I would be the last man in the world 
to advise any such means to attack it. This is 
all I have to say in regard to the matter.” 

The story of the selection of the poison alleged 
to have been used in the exeoution of the plot 
was learned from an authoritative source. As 
has been stated, the design was notto cause 
the death of any of the non-union wen, but to 
produce such an epidemic of sickness as would 
create a panic among them and thus effect a 
stampede from the worka. 

A prolonged discussion ensued among the 
conspirators as to the kind of poison to be used, 
and it was finally decided to consult a druggist. 
The conspirators represented that they wanted 
to disable wu pugilist so that he could not wina 
fightin which he was to engage. They were 
asked if they wanted the drug to act quickly or 
otherwise. It was stated that they preferred 
something that would take effect gradually, so 
as not to arouse suspicion. 

The conspirators were told that a certain prep- 
aration could be made that would gradually 
undermine the strength, and, if persisted in, 
would knock the victim out in three or four 
days. The formula of the preparation was ob- 
tained and it is said the ingredients were found 
in the samples of coffee and soup analyzed by 
the chemists of the company at Braddock, 
Homestead, and Duquesne. 

LOUISVILLE, Deo. 14.—Shortly after noon 
Pinkerton Detectives Esten and Leavell and 
Deputy Sheriff Farrell of Allegheny, Penn., 


took Beatty out of jail and crossed over the 
river to Jeffersonville, Ind., with him to avoid 
further habeas corpus proceedings.

OPPOSE CHURCH GOVERNMENT. 


—_——_—_—_——— 
SOME CONNECTICUT CONGREGATIONAL- 
ISTS ARE DESIROUS OF A NEW FORM. 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Deo. 14.—Two meetings 
held in this city within a few days and attended 
by clergymen and lay delegates gave some evi- 
dence ofa tendency toward liberalism on the 
part of the younger members of the Congrega- 
tional Church and the doing away with the 
manner in which the Church has been governed 
since the days of the Puritans. 

The forty Congregational churches in this 
county are divided into two consociations, 
known as thé Fairfield East and Fairfield West 


Consociation. The systems of consociations to 
which the churches are amenable is not dis- 
similar to the Presbytery of the Presbyterian 
Church To the conseciation is left the installa- 
tion of the pastors of the churches and the set- 
tlement of all religious disputes. The dividing 
line between the two consociations is this city. 

Itis the opinion of the younger memvers of 
the Church that the consociation in many ways 
seers privileges and powers which belong to 
the individual church alone. The meetings 
held in this city were attended by the Fairfield 
West Consociation, 

The object is to break down the barrier be- 
tween the two consociations and merge both 
into one body known as the Fairfield County 
Conference, the powers of which ara to be mere. 
ly advisory,aud thus preserve the local self-gov- 
ernmentofthe Church. The movement is vig- 
orously opposed by the older clergymen and 
~ > - pa of the Church and the more conssrva- 
tive. 

A leader of the movement to dissolve the 
eonsociations is the Kev. Mr. Schofield. The op- 
position atthe presept time appears to be of 
considerable strength, and there is a question 
whether the young and more liberally inclined 
will be able to carry their point. 

The movement is said to have started from a 
diticulty in achurch at New-Canaan. A mem- 
ber was charged witb some breach of the laws 
of the Church and was found guilty. He re- 
fused te recognize the power of the consocia- 
tion, and his friends who took his side took up 
the movement to abolish the time-honored sys- 
tem of government of the Congregational 
Church.

Rainwater urged the inviting of Mayor Noonan, 
and thought it a mistake nos toinciude him in 
the list of guests to be present at a Democratic 
Danquet. A close friend of Governor-elect Stone 
said this afternoon: 

“He keenly feels the disrespect shown the 
Mayor, who labored zealously for his election; 
but, of course, he cannot express his feelings 
openly in the matter.” : 

Mayor Noonan announces that he would not 
now attend the banquet in any event. It is 
thought he will make political capital out of 
the snub, as he is acandidate for re-election, 
and his chances were slim.

IF CRITICISM OF CAHENSLYISM IS 
THE CHARGE, 


FATHER CORRIGAN RECALLS OTHERS 
HIGH IN THE CHURCH WHO HAVE 
TAKEN HIS POSITION—THE REFEREES 
AS TO THE TRIAL JUDGE HAVE 
AGREED TO SIT TO-DAY. 


Both Mgr. Doane of Newark, N. J., and 
the Rey. Dr. Alexander F. McSweeney yester- 
day formally signified their willingness to act 
as referees to decide whether Vicar General 
John J. O’Connor is biased, and therefore in- 
competent to act as judge in Father Corrigan’s 
trial on Bishop Wigger’s charges. 

Mgr. Doane was the first to accept, and 
he notified Dr. Sebastian B. Smith, the fiscal 
procurator. Dr. McSweeney was seen person- 
ally by Father Corrigan’s counsel, the Rev. Dr. 
Burtsell, and he also accepted. There is no 
question therefore that the referees will meot 
this afternoon at 2 o’clock, at the residence of 
Mgr. Doane, at 35 Bleecker Street, Newark. 

Dr. Burtsell was yesterday at the house of his 
client on Willow Avenue, Hoboken. Father 
Corrigan and Dr. Burtsell spent some hours to- 
gether looking over the material which they 
expect to use at the trial,and working out a 
complete system of defense against every 
charge. This material is very great, and it will 
require some careful work to sift it and make it 
available for the trial. 

This preparation on the partof the defense 
shows that they have no thoughtof acom- 
promise, but expect to go on with the trial with- 
out delay as soon as a competont presiding 
judge can be found. 

Witnesses for both sides will be on hand at 
the conference of the referees to-day. A 
large number of witnesses has been sum- 
moned, as both sides realize that many of those 
called may be afraid and reluctant to appear. 
As the matter stands now, no witness need ap- 
pear unless he chooses. The word “sum- 
moned” oan hardly be used in connection with 
the witnesses in this matter. They have simply 
been requested to come and testify. If, how- 
ever, only a fow witnesses appear, or, a8 May 
be, the witnesses for the prosecution are in 
greater force than those for the defense, coun- 
sel on either side has the right to apply to 
the presiding judge for a subpmna. The mo- 
ment the subpoena is served on sny of the wit- 
nesses, he is no longer at liberty to refuse, and 


his attendance at the, hearing may be com- 
pelled. 

The question of witnesses may cause some de- 
lay to-day. lt may be found that one or the 
other of the more important witnesses does not 
wanttocome. I[n thatevent another adjourn- 
ment would be necessary and subpwnas would 
have to be issued by the Judge. 

At any rate, the reasons which Dr. Burtsoll 
has to advance against the Viear General as 
presiding ofticer of the trial will be read and 
submitted to the referees. The defense will not 
attempt any quibbling for purposes of delay, 
because the trial cannot commence any too s00n 
to suit Father Corrigan and Dr. Burtsell. 

What the decision of the referees will be it is 
difficult to conjecture. Dr. McSweeney, himself 
u stranger in the Newark Diocese, will natu- 
rally be disposed to favor the proposition of the 
defense, which is that some priest outside of the 
Diocese of Newark be selected for the office of 
presiding judge. The defense wants a priest of 
learning and experience not a resident of the 
Newark Diocese. Mgr. Doane, it will be re- 
mew bered, was not the first choice for referee 
of the Bishop and the tiseal procurator. The 
Monsignor’s memory is still burdened with 
reminiscences not altogether cheerful. Bishop 
Wigger is largely responsible for these unpleas- 
ant memories. 

It would not be surprising, therefore, if the 
Monsignor also favored the selection of an 
“outsider” for presiding judge at the trial. 
Btill less surprising would it be to see Bishop 
Wigger make short work of the deliberations of 
the referees and order the trial to go on with- 
out further delay. 

Bishop Wigger has so far refused to say any- 
thing whatever as long as the trial ison. He 
said that the matter was in the hands of the 
court and it would, under the circumstances, be 
manifestly improper for him to speak about it. 
As long as he has already declared that he found 
the Vicar General to be a competent and im- 
partial judge, his sentiments may casily be 
guessed. The Vicar General himself says that 
he knows of no reason which would prevent his 
acting as judge. 

The “circular of loyalty,” signed and circu- 
lated under instructions from the Bishop by 
Dr. Seton and the Rev. Father Corr, will be 
used by the defense for the purpose of showing 
how extremely difficult it must necessarily be 
to tind animpartial judge in the Diocese of New- 
ark. The circular, it ie claimed, has divided the 
priests of the Newark Diocese into two factions, 
and bas created widespread prejudice for and 
against Father Corrigan in the whole Diocese of 
Newark. For that reason itis esteemed proper 
to select aclergyman outside of the diocese of 
Bishop Wigger. Dr. Seton and Father Corr 
have nothing to say on the subject. 

Both Father Corrigan and Dr. Burtsell have 
been annoyed by soine misleading statements 
about their doings Tuesday. 

“The Herald,” said Father Corrigan to THE 
TIMES'S representative yesterday, ‘‘must have 
been imposed upon, because ite assertions in re- 
gard to the movements of myself and of Dr. 
Burtsell are entirely incorrect. I wish you 
would say for me that I was not in Newark 
Tuesday. I was not in New-York either. I havo 
not seen Dr. McSweeney in a year. I want to 
sey further that Dr. Burtsell had no meeting 
with Dr. MoSweeney or any other priest at any 
friend’s house. Dr. Burtsell went to Dr. Mo- 
Sweeney to ask him whether he would accept the 
position of referee for our side. He apcepted 
and Dr. Burtsell left. Dr. Burtsell did not stay 
over night at Dr. McSweeney's residence; in 
fact, he did not remain there any longer than 
about five minutes. While in bew-York Dr. 
Burtsell is stopping with some relatives at 158 
Waverley Place.”’ 

Father Corrigan yesterday authorized tho 
TIMES’s representative to publish the following 
statement in regard to the charge that he had 
{Klsely accused the Newark German Catholio 
Congress of favoring Cahenslyism: 

**While I do not wish in any way to prejudice 
public opinion in regard to the trial commenced 
against me or to lay down my full line of de 
fense at this time, it may not be inappropriate 
to refer to that part of the charges wiiich accuse 
me of ‘ falsely, willfully, and maliciously’ seek- 
ing to identify the German Catholic Congresses 
with Cahenslyism. 

*“‘[ do not think that there is the least difficul- 
ty in connecting the German Catholic Congress 
at Newark and the preceding congresses with 
the system for which the famous Prussian dep- 
uty must be held responsible. To understand 
the real aims and purposes of the late Newark 
Congress 1t is necessary to remember that the 
head and front of every one of these German 
Catholic Congresses is the ‘Deutcher Priester 
Verein,’ or the German Clerical Union. The 
laymen had practically no hand whatever in 
any of these concresscs. 

‘*I am disposed to concede that the arrange- 
ments of the Priester Verein for the last con- 
gress were somewhat of an improvement upon 
the recent Buffalo and St. Louis Congresses. At 
both of the latter congresses at least one 
avowed and zealous Cahenslyite played u lead- 
ing part. If I remember rightly, it was Dr. 
Lieber, who attended the 88. Louis Congroas. 
Dr. Lieber was at that time a member of the 
German Keichs He was an intimate friend 
of Cabensly, and his objectin comipg to Amer- 
ica on the invitation of the Cabenslyites was to 
urge loyalty to European ideas and to resist the 
advances of Americanism. Dr. Lieber never 
made the slightest effort to conceal this.

He had a speech pre- 
pared for the occasion, but for reasons best 
known to Dr. Baumgarten and his allies the 
speech remained unspoken.

Schroederfeest from Ffrankfort-on-the-Main, 
where he had been in attendance at the general 
meeting of the St. Raphael Verein, in constant 
touch with Herr cee f 

“ If Iam to be punished for pointing out the 
evils of Cahenslyism and for criticising the 
men who are more or less guilty of Cahensly- 
ism, then the criminal diocesan curias and 
some higher tribunals will have to be appealed 
to in order to punish those who have committed 
the same offense of which I am accused. 

“Arohbishop Ireland said but recently that 
Cahenslyism is impudence. ‘It is,’ said he, 
‘simply unpardonable, and all American Cath- 
olica will treasure up the affront for future 
action. We acknowledge the Pope of Rome as 
our chieftain in spiritual matters, and we are 

lad to receive direction from him. But men in 
Germany or Switzerland or Ireland must mind 
their own business, and be still as to ours. 
Nor is thie tho most irritating fact 
in this movement. The inspiration of the work 
in Eureps comes, the dispatches tell ue, from a 
elique in America, For the last five or #ix 





years thore has been a determined effort on the 
part of certain foreign-born Catholics in Amer- 
ica, priests and laymen, to obtain the control of 
Catholio matters in America.’ 

“A large number of Bishops and Archbishops 
have expressed themselves in the same way. 
Archbishop Elder of Cineinnati has said that 
*the apirit of nationalism is, in this country, the 
source of great evils and is the cause of the 
great prejudices against the Church, which ex- 
ist among the Protestants.’ 

“ Archbishop Corrigan is on record as having 
written to Cardinal Simeoni that he wished to 
keep from the Holy Congregation ‘grave scan- 
duals and disadvantages,’ for, says he, ‘sad ex- 
perionce teaches us what grave disasters the 
spirit of nationalism may bring upon the 
Church of God.’ 

“It is , eg trne that the late emiesary of the 
Cahbenslyites, the Rey. Father Abbelen of Mili- 
waukee, has denied having gone to Rome for 
the purpose of tighting the American spirit in 
the Church, but he is contradicted by Cardinal 
Gibbons, to whom he went for letters of recom- 
tnendation. Cardinal Gibbons in_ a rather 
bitter letter at the time repudiated Father Ab- 
belen and declared that the letters to Rome 
were obtained from him by Abbelen under false 
pretenses.”

ATLANTA, Ga., Dec. 14.—The Soldiers’ Home 
bill is dead for this session atleast. [tcan pos- 
sibly be revived at the next session of the Gon- 
eral Assembly, but so far as the present !s con- 
cerned Hector was not deaderthanitis.

Yesterday the Senate passed the bill, with 
the amendment that the question be submitted 
to the people onthe first Wednesday in July 
for ratification. This morning the friends of the 
bill moved for a reconsideration, with a view of 
rescinding its action in referring tho acceptance 
of the Home bill to the people. 

The motion to reconsider passed, The op- 
ponents of the bill had a great big sledge ham- 


mer lying handy for use, so when the bill was 
reconsidered, 1t was moved te take it from the 
table for action. This motion prevailed. 

Then Mr. Persons moved that tho bill 
be indefinitely postponed, and this motion 
was carried by a vote of 23 to 16. 
The Trustees of the home, however, have re- 
solved to sell the home and divide the money 
between the donors. The property, originally 
costing $50,000, is now worth at least $175,000. 
The indignation of the veterans is thus voiced 
by an editorialin the Evening Lerald:

Louis, Dec. 14.—A story from Big Stone 
Gap, Va., says a crowd of toughs broke into the 
oflice of the Daisy Iron Mines at Hogan's Sta- 
tion, two or three nights ago, and told anold 
negress who slept in the frontroom that they 
proposed to run the mines. 

The woman got up, secured two shotguns 
and backed to the rear room, where H. L. Mon- 
terio, the manager of the mines, slept. Mon- 
terio took the weapons, and in two seconds 
there were two men and thres fingers of an- 
other man on the ground outside, and two Win- 
chester bullet holes in Monterio’a hat. The 
crowd ran, carrying off the two bodies with 
them. 

Yesterday there were said to have been two 
funerals at Hogan, and @ man had three tinger 
stumps dressed by a docter. The man was 
Rusb Morgan, a notorious desperado who broke 
jail at Jonesville, Lee Coynty, several months 
ago while on trial for murder, and he and his 
gang have terrorized the Hogan region ever 
since. The two dead men belonged to the gang. 
Morgan is reported to be wounded in the 
stomech, and the Sheriff is close on his track. 





BURGLARIES AT NEWPORT.

PURSUING THE BANDITS 


UNITED STATES TROOPS AFTER 
THE MEXICAN OUTLAWS, 


DETAILS OF THE BOLD ATTACK AT SAN 
YGNACE LED BY EUSTACARDO RAMON 
—OFFICERS ROASTED ALIVE IN A 
JACAL — RIO GRANDE COUNTRY 
AROUSED BY THE OUTRAGE. 


SAN ANTONIO, Dec. 14.—A dispatch from Car- 
rizo, Texas, says that the two companies of 
cavalrymen from Fort Macintosh have arrived at 
that place under command of Lieut. J. A. Het- 
tington in search of the Mexican bandits who 
made the attack upon the Mexican troops at 
San Ygnace last Saturday. There is also a large 
force of United States Deputy Marshals in the 
field scouting for the marauders. 

The dispatch says that Eustacardo Ramon, 
the leader of the detachment which attacked 
and defeated the Mexican troeps, is one of the 
most noterious outlaws of the lower Rio 
Grande. While living in Carmego, Mexico, 
eight years ago. he killed another Mexican in a 
quarrel. The Sheriff and three soldiers attempt- 
ed to arrest him, when he killed all four and es- 
capec to the Texas side of the river, taking up 
his residence on a ranch in Stair County. 

When Capt. Segaar and Lieut. Lopez, with 
four soldiers, sought refugein a jacal at the 
San Ygnace fight, Ramon set fire, it is reported, 
to the inflammable structure with his own 


hands, and sat on his horse smiling as the flames 
roasted the six men to death. The father of 
Ramon was a noted burglar of Northern Mexico. 

In addition to the six Mexican army oflicers 
and soldiers who were roasted alive, Ramon 
and his band killed four other soldiers and 
wounded seven. 

Capt. John G. Bourke said to-day that the 
only way to end this trouble on the Rio Grande 
border is for the Secretary of War to put a large 
force of United States troops in the section. 
With the handful now in the Texas department 
it is impossible to accomplish anything, owing 
to the creat ——- of territory to be covered. 

The trained Mexican scoute whe are here at- 
tending the Federal court as witnesses in revo- 
lutionary cases have been ordered to take the 
field again for the purpose of locating the ren- 
dezvous and movements of the marauders, 


GUERRERO, Mexico, Dec. 14.—The Govern- 
ment telegraph line which passes through this 
place has been repaired, and for the first time 


a complete official report of the bloody battle 
near San Yguace was sent to the military hoead- 
quarters yesterday. The invasion of the revo- 
lutionists has produced intense excitement 
throughout the Rio Grande border country. 

The battle took place only about fifteen miles 
from this place, and an order for reinforcement 
was brought in by courier while the fight was 
still in progress. Major Julian Esquebel, the 
commander of the garrison, left immediately 
with aferce of 150 soldiers, but when they 
reached the place they found that the revolu- 
tionists had crossed the river into the United 
States, taking with them about twenty prison- 
ers, forty horses, and o large amount of ammu- 
nition and guns. 

The Mexican soldiers fought nobly. They 
were only forty-five in number, but they held 
their ground and continued to tight as long as 
there was any possible chanee of defeating the 
invaders. Capt. Segaar, who was in command 
of the Government troops, led charge after 
charge against the opposiug force, which num- 
bered fully 200, but he was outnumbered and 
was killed. 

Gen. Lorenzo Garcia, the commander of this 
military zone, with headquarters at Wier, has 
issued orders to all troops stationed along the 
frontier to be on the lookout for bands of the 
revolutionists and to show them no meroy.

SETTLE THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 


BALTIMORE, Dee. 14.—The publishing house of 
John Murphy & Co. to-day issued for private cir- 
culation among the Bishops of the Catholic 
Church in the United States an authentic “* Ab- 
stract of the Minutes of the Third Annual 
Conforence of the Most Reverend Archbishups 
of the United States.” This authorized abstract 
is signed “P. L. Chapelle, Secretary,” and is 
accom panied by the following statement: 


“In accordance with a resolation of the board, 
the foregoing abstract has been approved by the 
most eminent Chairman, Cardinal Gibbons, and by 
9 ae the Most Reverend Archbishop of New- 

ork.” 


MISSION. 


These approved minutés will probably be ac- 
cepted by Catholics everywhere as conclusive 
on the disputed questions as to what took place 
in the conference of Archbishops as to Mar. 
Satolli’s mission, “and the views the Papal 
legate laid before that cenference on the pub- 
lic school question. Following are the extracts 
bearing on this matter: 


“The first session opened at 10 A. M. Nov. 16, 
1892. His Eminence Cardinal Gibbens opened the 
conference with prayer. 

“ Arohbishop Ireland tendered his resignation as 
Secretary of the board and Bishop Chapelle was 
chosex in his stead. Then the Cardinal introduced 
the apostolic delegate, the Most Rev. Archbisho 
Satolli. He informed the Metropolitana that he ha 
been commisezioned by the Holy Father to speak to 
them in his name on the question of Catholic educa. 
tion. 

**He then rend and explaimed fourteen proposi- 
tions which he laid before the Archbishops for the 
purpose of finally settling the school question and of 
indicating the means that ahould be adopted for the 
imparting of :cligious instruction to Catholic ohil- 


dren. 

* After having declare that this statement was 
made in the name of the Pope, Mgr. Satolli went on 
tosay that he had been charged, moreover, )y Leo 
XIII. to inform the Metropolitans that, as it has 
been customary with the Hol Seo to ap- 

, point apostwiic delegates to reside permanently 
n countries where the hierarchy is weil 
established, and religion is flourishing, it was the 
Pope’s heartfelt desiro that now a permanent apos- 
tolic delegation should be established in the United 
States, with the concurrence of the Most Reverend 
Archbishops. 

“At tho afternoon session of the same day the 
dooument presonted by Mgr. Satolli was taken u 
and some modifications sugges*ed. Mar. Satollt 
who afterward entered the meeting, explained that 
the document represented the mind of the Pope, 
which did not admit of discussion; that the style and 
expressious were his (Mgr. Satolli’s) own, and that 
he would be most happy to make in them any moditi. 
cation the assembled lates deemed better. 

“In the seventh aud last session, Saturday, Nov. 
19, the most reverend delegate made akindly and 
eloquent speech, thanking the prelates for their kind 
reception, and addivg that their deliberations would 
be productive of excellent results. 

“At the request of all the members of the board he 

kindly consented to alter the last sentence of his 
pamphlet by concluding this important document 
with the following words: ‘All of which having been 
read and weighed in the meeting of the Archbishops, 
the difficulties have been solved, the modifications 
asked for have been made.’

HIS LUNGS AFFECTED BY THE MALADY 
WHICH HAS SO LONG AFFLICTED HIM. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—James G. Blaine, it is 
believed, is now on his death bed. The exhaust- 
ing malady from which he has suffered for so 
long a time hasassumeda form which warns his 
family and friends of a speedy fatal termina- 
tion.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—Commodore Weavor 
has asked to be detached from the Norfolk 
(Va.) Navy Yard, as his time will be up shortly. 
He is desirous of being detailed to duty in 
this city if he cannot be sent.to sea. There 
is no squadron available for this officer, 
whose rank entitles him to the command of a 
fieet. Itis thought that he may be detailed for 
duty on the Examining Board, which will have 
to be reorganized toaceommodate him. This can 
be easily done by the detachment of Admiral 
Greer, who is on the Lighthouse Board, and 
who being thus provided for may be detached 
from the Examining Board. 

It is likely that after the Columbian naval 
parade Admiral Walker will be detached from 
the command of the North Atiantio squadron 
and his place be filled by the transfer of 
Admiral Benham from the South Atlantie 
squadron to the North Atlantic.

TO SELL NAVY YARD LANDS, 


——_—. 
FAVORABLE COMMITTEE ACTION ON 
THE PROPOSED BROOKLYN SALE, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—The Senate Naval 
Affairs Committee to-day took favorable action 
upon the bill for the sale of navy yard lands in 
Brooklyn for market purposes. The bill has 
for its object the sale to the City of Brooklyn 
of a certain plot of land of about twenty-six 
acres embraced within the limits of the navy 
yard. 

The lands have been inspected by the House 
Committee and have been found to consist of 
waste lands filled in and raised te the estab- 
lished grade, and to have been held for the stor- 
age of lumber by the naval officials. The bill 


fixes the price of the land at not less than 
$41,000 per acro, with the provision that the 
actual selling price shall be fixed by a board of 
appraisers to be appointed by the Secretary of 
the Navy. 

The bill also provides that before the sale is 
consummated the consent of the City of Brook- 
lyn shall be given to the olosing by the Govern- 
mentof the Wallabout channel by a causeway 
to be sitnated entirely west of the land to be 
conveyed to the city.

TWENTY TAKEN OUT DEAD 


——— 
AND MANY MORE BODIES BE- 
LIEVED TO BE IN THE MINE. 


TERRIBLE EXPLOSION AND LOSS OF 
LIFE IN A LANCASHIRE COLLIERY— 
A FIRE IN THE MINE ADDS TO THE 
DANGER—RESCUING PARTIES WORK- 
ING HARD TO SAVE THE MINERS. 


LONDON, Dee. 14.—A fearful explosion occur. 
red to-day at the Bamfurlong Colliery, Wigan, 
and many lives have been lost. 

The men went to their work as usual this 
morning, and after the colliery had been 
inspected in the usual way. They had 
not been at work long, when a terrifie ex- 
Plosion shook the earth for a greaé distance, and 
@ cloud of smoke shot up through the shaftinto 
the air. A multitude of people rushed toward 
the mine and the greatest excitement prevailed. 

It was soon ascertained that a large number 
had perished, and the wailing and weeping of 
women and children made an indesoribable 
scene. Steps were immediately taken to ascer- 
tain the full extent of the disaster, and a crowd 
of volunteers promptly offered to explore tha 
pit. 

A hundrod men remain in the mine with their 
lives endangered, being unable-to get out owing 
to the flre which followed the explosion and 
which is raging flercely in the mine, making it 
difficult for rescuers to get at the imprisoned 
miners. Notwithstanding the fire and other ob- 
stacles the work of resone is proceeding, and 
volunteers are not deterred by danger or diffi- 
culty in their efforts to save their fellow-miners 
from a terrible death. Hundreds of women and 
children surround the mouth of the mine wait- 
ing anxiously for news of fathers, husbands, 
brothers, and sons. 

Twenty minors have been brought up by the 
rescuers from the Bamfurlong Mine. The re- 
mainder are still imprisoned below. The res- 
cued men were in an exhausted condition when 
brought to the top. As each came to the sur- 
face, the women and children crowded around 
to see who he was, and those whorecognized 
their relatives overwhelmed them with ca- 
resses. Themen who are still below are:im- 

risoned in a seam that is under'where the fire 
S raging. Strong hopes are entertained. that 
inany of them will be rescued alive. 

Despite the efforts to extinguish the fire, the 
flames spread to the engine house:at the head 
of the air tunnel. This stopped the pumping of 
air into the mine and added greatly to the peril 
of those who werein the pit. The fire was not 
subdued until 5 o’olock this afternoon. Some 
little time after, the bodies of twenty of the 
miners who had been suffocated by the noxious 
gases generatedin the mine after the explo- 
sion were brought to the surface by the rescu- 
ing parties. 

‘Though the work is extremely dangerous, the 

exploration of the workings is continued in the 
hope that some of the miners in the pit at the 
time of the explosion may have reached places 
of safety, where they areawaiting the approach 
of the rescuers. 
’ The rescue parties reportterrible scenes in the 
mine. In the main roads the bodies lie in twos 
and threes, as the men fell, faces downward and 
heads toward the entrance of the shaft. Large 
sections of roof and gaileries have collapsed. 
Amid the ruins were found mangled bodies and 
half-burned limbs. The ruins have blocked 
many parts of the mine, and therefore the men 
searching for bodies are unable to give any def- 
inite idea of the number lost. 

Several miners who were just alive when 
found died on theirway to the surface or short- 
ly after being taken from the car. One rescue 
party reached the surface half sutfocated by the 
heat and smoke caused by fresh outbreaks of 
the fire. 

The rescued miners believe that the explosion 
was caused by sparks from the engine house, 
which, it is said, caught fire a few minutes 
before the expjosion. Men were sent through 
the mines warning the laborers, and many of 
those nearest the shaft escaped. The miners 
who workea further from the shaft tried to 
rush through fire and smoke and were suifo- 
cated in the effort. The work of reseve will be 
continued through the night, although there is 
— hope that more men will be taken ous 
alive.

SEQUEL OF THE ATTEMPTED WEST VIR- 
GINIA TRAIN ROBBERY. 


HUNTINGTON, West Va., Dee. 14.—Chief of Pa 
lice Turner cleared up the Chesapeake and Ohio 
vestibule-train robbery and murder to-day by 
the arrest of Tom Collins at Bradriok, just 
across the river, in Ohio. He was charged with 
the murder of the German passenger and with 
being a confederate ef Burrell Forgey, who was 
taken into custody last night. 

Capt. 8am Mathesen came from Charleston 
and identified the men. Collins is in jail, which 
is heavily guarded, while Forgey is allowed te 


remain at his home under guard. He is suffer- 
ing from the wound in his right shoulder made 
by the ticket colleotor’s bullet. 

Tom Collins made a confession this evening 
to Chief of Police Turner and Detective Fitz- 
gorald. He said the plan to hold up the vesti- 
bule train was planned by Forgey two weeks 
ago, and that he was induced to go into it by 
the promise of a full share of the spoils. 

He was drilled by Forgery at his house.a num- 
ber of times for the attack. Mrs. Forgey had 
full knowledge of the details. They choses Mon- 
day night because it was stormy and threaten- 
ing, and they weuld be more likely to get away 
unobserved. 

The plan, as given to him by Forgey, was to 
begin in the tirst coach, hold up the passengers 
clear through, pull the bell rope, and escape at 
the rear. ‘They started from Forgey’s house, and

M. ROUVIER EXPLAINS HIs 
WITH THE BARON DE 
THE BARON SAID HE HAD COM- 
MITTED NO ORIMINAL OFFENSE— 
CLEMENCEAU AND OCONSTANS. 


Paris, Deo. 14.—The principal witnesses ex- 
amined by the Panama Canal Committee to-day 
were M. Rouvier, who yesterday resigned the 
Finance Portfolio; M. Constans, a former Min- 
ister of the Interior, and M. Georges Cle 
menceau, the well-known Kadical Deputy. 

M. Rouvier declared that he bad nothing to 
add to what he said yesterday. On being ques- 
tioned in regard to his relations with Baron de 
Reinach, he replied that when he visited the 
Reinach residence the Baron appeared to be 
greatly agitated; that he asked him if he had 
committed any criminal offenses or bribed any 
Senators or Deputies, and that the Baron re- 
plied: “No; I have realized some protits, which 
I have shared with certain friends.”’ 

M. Rouvier, continuing, said that he could not 
explain why Baron de Reinach had hoped that 
M. Herz would have the newspaper attacks 
upon him stopped. He (Rouvier) had not been 
aware that Baron de Reinach was to be prose- 
outed; his impression had been that the Baron 
was to be summoned only as a witness. M. 
Rouvier added that he had been assured by 
Baron de Reinach’s son-in-law that the Baron 
had not committed suicide. 

M. Clemenceau testified that M. Rouvier had 
asked him tosee M. Herz on account of the 
desperate state of mind into which Baron de 
Reinach had been driven by the charges brought 
against him by various newspapers. Witness 
did not know why Baron de Reinach had ap- 
plied to M. Herz to have the prosecutions 
stopped. When witness and Baron de Reinach 
left the house of M. Constans, the last-named 
gentleman having denied that he had instigated 
awd newspaper agitation, the Baron said, “I am 

ost.”’ 

M. Clemenceau added that M. Herz wasa 
shareholder in the newspaper La Justice in 
1884-5 to the amount of 700,000f., and that he 
himself had had frequent relations with Baron 
de Reinach, whom he believed to be connected 
with the Panama Canal Company only in the 
capacity of a banker. 

hen M. Constans was called to the witness 
stand he declined to besworn, but he gave his 
word of honor that he would tell the truth. He 
testified that he had told Baron de Keinach that 
he had nothing to do with the newspaper agita- 
tion. He had never seen M. Herz, he said. 

Georges Duval, the acting editorof La Libre 
Paroie, who has been summoned to testify be- 
fore the committee, has written a disrespectful 
letter in which he refuses to appear, and de- 
clares that M. Drumont, the editor of La Libre 
Parole, must be liberated from prison. 

The seals were removed from the honse of the 
late Baron de Reinach to-day, and all the docu- 
ments belonging to the Baron were taken pos- 
session of by Government officials and after- 
ward handed to the committee investigating 
the scandal. 

M. Thierrée, the coulissier, who testified two 
weeks ago that hie tirm had received from 
Baron de Reinach, on July 17, 1888, a check for 
3,390,475f., drawn on the Bank of France, and 
that the firm had handed back to Baron de 
Reinach twenty-six checks payable to 
bearer, amounting altogether to 3,390,- 
475f2., was recalled to-day to give further 
evidence. M. Thierrée admitted that he 
burned the stubs of the checks referred to. 
They bore certain notes,he said, upon which 
the charges of bribery may have been founded. 
He suggested that the committee, if it desired 
further information on the subject, should call 
upon those newspapers which professed to 
know that the checks bore notes, and must, 
therefore, have proof of the truth of their 
eharges. 

M. Maujan, a member of the committee, asked 
M. Bourgeois, the Minister of Justice, to what 
extent the Government would assist the com- 
mittee if further domiciliary visits should be 
found necessary in the prosecution of the in- 

uiry. 

e M. Beurgeois replied that the Government 
would support the committee as loyally as pos- 
sible, but that it was dillicultto give a general 
undertaking. Everything would depend upon 
circumstances, he said. 

The committee discussed at length the proposal 
of M. Pourquery de Boisserin to invest the com- 
mittee with judicial powers, and decided that in 
view of the attitude of the Government and the 
assistance it had given the committee, no 
further powers were necessary. The committee 
will support the Government in the Chamber if 
the disenssion it demands is adjourned, but if 
both the Government and the Chamber decide 
in favor of a debate the committee will support 
the principle of M. Aang gon | de Boisserin’s 

roposal. Thies decision of the committee has 

een communicated to Premier Ribot by M. 
Brisson, the committee’s Chairman. 

At a meeting of Moderate Republicans, at- 
tended by 140 Deputies, it was decided to form

PARLIAMENTARY CONTESTS. 


A CONSERVATIVE DEFEAT AND A LIB- 
ERAL VICTORY. 


LonpDon, Dec. 14.—The attempt of the Con- 
servatives to have D. Naeroji, Liberal member 
of Parliament for Central Finsbury, unseated 
was defeated to-day and the petition of the 
contestants denied. Mr. Naoroji is known as 
* Lord Salisbury’s black man,” the ex-Premier 
having alluded to Naoroji in one of his speeches 
as “ablack man.” Noaorojiisa Hindu and a 
man of distinguished ability. 

He was formerly Prime Minister to the Gaek- 
war, and came to London as partner in a prom- 
inent Indian firm. He isa Parsee and the son 
of a Parsee priest, and probably of lighter com- 
plexion than some of the British members of 


the House of Commons. At the genemal election 
he received 2,959 votes to 2,956 for Oapt. Pen- 
ton, Conservative. ; 

The Liberals have been successful in their at- 
tempt to unseat Sir Pryce Pryce-Jones, Con- 
servative member of Parliament for the Mont- 
gomery district. This election contest has been 
attended by great bitterness om both sides, the 
seat having been held by a Liberal, Mr. Han- 
bury-Tracy, in the Jate Parliament. In the gen- 
eral election Pryce-sanes was elected by 1,406 
votes, to 1,288 for Haxbury-Tracy. The contest 
was based on charges of bribery in the election.

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THE POPE GREATLY ANNOYED. 


THE ATTACKS ON MGR. SATOLLI AND 
HIS MISSION DISPLEASE HIM. 


RoME, Deo. 14.—Much irritation exists at the 
Vatican on account of the attacks make by cer- 
tain American Catholic journals on the person 
and the mission of Mgr. Satolli. It is learned 
that as regards the opposition made to the pol- 
icy of the Pepe, the Vatican may cause an in- 
quiry to be made into its origin. The Holy 
Father is desirous that nis agents shall be re- 
spected and that his views of pacification in the 
United States shall be followed. If there be any 
need of it the Pope will in this instance aleo take 
Severe measures with these who oppose his 
intervention. Itis believed here that the Vati- 
oan Knows whence the hostile American ocriti- 
olsms proceed. 

The Vatican follows with interest the in- 
trigues of the Comte de Turin, son of Prince 
Amadeus, who has received from the Quirinal 
orders to frequent the salons of the great fami- 
lies in Rome, with a view to assisting the fusion 
so long desired of the “black,” or clerical 
families, with the “‘ white,” or Quirinalist. The 
Comte de Turin puts himself in evidence every- 
where among the ey families, and always 
asks to be presented to the ladies of the clerical 
mende. 

It would seem that this eampaign has been at- 
tended with small success, as among the Vati- 
oan aristocracy one speaks of it with irony or 
indignation. Of course the aim of the Quirinal 
has been to isolate the Pope by alienating trom 
him the Koman aristocracy, and by degrees 
lead up to such @ conciliation as will admit the 
Italian Catholics to participate in the elections. 

As far back as last year the Austrian Ambas- 
sador to the Vatican had orders from the Em- 
peror to try and get the two social circles—the 
whites and the blacks—to mingle together, by 
inviting to hie festivities representatives of 
both sets. But the scandals which resulted, 
combined with remonstrances made at Vienna 
through Vatican diplomacy, caused the Austri- 
an Ambassador to cease playing this game. 
The attempt of the Comte de Turin is less dan- 
gerous, because his person has not the attrac- 
tion or his position the impunity of that of 
the Austrian Ambassador to the Pope. 

Absurd rumors.are again spread abroad about 
the Pope being ill. Dr. Ceccarelli, his physi- 
cian, states that his illustrious patient is in 
good heaith, free from any and every chronic 
indisposition; that he ought to live at least an- 
other ten years; thatif there is anything to be 
feared it is the effect of some strong and sudden 
emotion, but that even against this eventualit

YOUNG M’DRURY’S BODY FOUND IN 


THE HOLD OF THE BOLIVIA. 


LonpDoON, Deo. 14.—The body of Patrick Me- 
Drury of Brooklyn, N. Y., was found to-day in 
thé hold of the Anchor Line steamship Bolivia, 
at Glasgow from New-York, imbedded in the 
grain.

MecDrury were correct in their belief that he 
had been smothered in grain when the steam- 
ship was being loaded, and that his body was 
in the grain. 


MoDrury was a longshoreman and lived with 
his mother at 491 Hicks Street, Brooklyn. He 
was twenty-two years old and was employed 
by the Anchor Line on the dock at the foot of 
Harrison Street. He was at work in the hold of 


the steamer Boliviaon Noy. 18 mendipg some 
bagging, but did not return home that night. 
His mother notified the police the next day and 
said that she feared her son had been buried 
under the grain with which the vessel was 
loaded. 

An officer visited the ship and found MeDru- 
ry’s coat hanging on a peg on the pier, but the 
officers said they had seen the man leave the 
vessel at 6o’clock in the evening of Nov. 138. 
McDrury’s family refused to believe that he 
had gone off leaving his coat behind him, and 
tried to induce the authorities to compel the 
owners of the vessei to prosecute a search for 
McDrury’s body. These efforts were continued 
for a week, during which time more grain was 
piled in on top of the body, and finally the Bo- 
livia departed.

MURDERED BY RUSSIAN TRAMPS. 


AN INNKEEPER, HIS WIFE, AND FOUR 
YOUNG CHILDREN KILLED. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 14.—A despatch from 
Vilna says that a Jewish innkeeper in the out 
ekirte of the city, his wife, and four young 
children have been murdered by tramps. 

On Tuesday evening nine tramps, who had 
been loitering near the house since Sunday, en- 
tered the public room and demanded food. The 
innkeeper eaid that it was too late to cook any- 
thing and that he was about to close up. The 
tramps threatened to kill him, and two of them 
drew knives. As the innkeeper ran, shouting 
for help, to a windew he was stabbed in the 


back. His wife was stabbed in the breast and 
stomach. The throats of all the children were 
out. 

Three peasants who heard the cries of the 
cbildren reached the house justas the tramps 
were leaving. They caucht one of the nine and 
atarted with him for Vilna. Before they could 
return with help the other eight had looted the 
inn and set fire to it. The prisoner confessed 
the crimes and told where his companions were 
to be found. They were arrested last night.

RECTOR AHLWARDT’S SENTENCE. 


THE REICHSTAG DECLARES HIM EN- 
TITLED TO IMMUNITY FROM ARREST. 


BERLIN, Deo. 14.—The Reichstag to-day adopt- 
ed a motion declaring that Rector Ahlwardt, 
sentenced to five months’ imprisonment for 
libel committed in his notorious pamphlet en- 
titled *‘ Jewish Guns,” was entitled to immunity 
from arrest. 

The Hamburger correspondent said on Friday 
last that “a motion to exempt Rector Ahlwardt 
from arrest, on the ground that he is a member 
of the Reichstag, has found the necessary sup- 


ort, and it will be introduced in the Reichstag 
mmediately after Ahlwardt’s election is for- 
mally announced in the Reichstag.” 

Ahlwardt wus elected to represent the Arns- 
waldeeFriedberg district, and it was claimed 
during the trial that he was delaying the case 
as much as possible in order to be able to take 
advantage of the immunity to which it is now 
claimed that he is entitled. 


WILL PRESIDENT CARNOT RESIGN? 


GREATLY TROUBLED OVER THE ACTION 
OF SOME OF HIS MINISTERS. 


LonpDoy, Dec. 14.—A dispatch from Paris to 
the Centrai News says: 

“The rumors that President Carnot wili re- 
sign shortly are contirmed this evening. At 
Tuesday’s Cabinet meeting, during the heated 
dispute between M. Ribot and M. Rouvier, the 
President interposed the remark: 

“* The action of certain Ministers renders my 
retention of office almost imposeiple.’ 

*“M. Rouvier thereupon left the meeting, de- 
claring that he would resign. PresidentCarnot's 
difficulty is increased by the reports that his 
father and his brothers are involved in the 
Panama Canal scandal Prosident Carnot him-

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THE GERMAN ARMY BILL. 


AFTER DEBATE, REFERRED TO A COM- 
MITTEE OF THE REICHSTAG. 


BERLIN, Dec. 14.—The debate on the first 
reading of the Army bill was continued in the 
Reichstag to-day. Freiherr von Manteuffel, a 
prominent leader of the Conservative Party, 
made a speech on the measure, in the eourse of 
which he resented the aspersions cast upon the 
Conservative Party by Chancellor von Caprivl, 
who a few days ago declared in the Reichstag 
that the Conservatives were supporters of Rec- 
tor Ahlwardt. On behalf of the Conservative 
Party Freiherr von Manteutfel disclaimed any 
intention of carrying on a demagogic propa- 
ganda. They had never made their attitude 
toward the Army bill dependent upon conces- 
sions in other matters. “ 

Chancellor yon Caprivi replied to Freiherr 
von Manteuffel. He referred to a report pub- 
lished in the Kreuz Zeitung of the recent meet- 
ing of Conservatives, and said that he drew 
from this report the conclusion that the party 
had sympathy for the man who had been con- 
demned by the judges of the land as an aspersor 
of the army. 

This statement was greeted with cries of 
“Oh! Ob!" by the Conservatives. — 

Gontiguing, the Chancellor said that he was 
satisfied now to find that the party declined to 
identify itself with Herr Ah)wardt. 

Dr. Lieber of the Centre Party deelared that 
the Centrists would only support the two-yoars’- 
service clause of the bill under the existing or- 

anization of the army, and would oppose any 
ncrease in the number of soldiers provided for 
in the bill. They would, he added, oppose the 
other pointe of the measure. 

In the course of his remarks Dr. Lieber made 
extended reference to the relations existing be- 
tween Germany and the Vatican. He laid par- 
ticular emphasis upon his statement that the 
Centre Party would not dream of demanding 
the restoration of temporal power to the 4 
asthe price of the Vatican’s sanction of the 
Triple Alliance. 

Upon motion of Dr. Osann, National Liberal, 
the bill was referred to a committee of twenty- 
eight members of the Reichstag. 


KING BEHANZIN’S PLAINT.

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SITUATION IN THE BERKELEY 
ATHLETIC ASSOCIATION. 


NO ONE CAN PREDICT THE RESULT 
OF THE ELECTION TO-DAY—A COM- 
PROMISE TICKET PREPARED, BUT 
IT MAY NOT BE FAVORABLY CON- 
SIDERED—WHITE MAKES AN OFFER. 


What the ontcome of the postponed election 
of the stockholders in the Berkeley Athlietio 
Association, which is to be held at 23 West 
Forty-fourth Street at 4:30 o’clock this after- 
noon, will be is uncertain. The leaders of both 
the White and anti-White parties protest that 
there is no doubt about the result, but many of 
the followers on either side do not seem so sure 
of this. 

On Tuesday John M. Bowers, who fought Dr. 
White's battle for him last Thursday, and is 
‘recognized as the leader of the doctor’s friends, 


“received the following letter: 


NEW- YORK, Deo. 12, 1892. 

Mr. John M. Bowers, 64 William Street, City; 

DEAR Sik; I will take a lease of the Berkeley Ath- 
letic Association progeey for two consecutive years, 
beginning with Jan. 1, 1893. I will pay the interest 
on all loans, the taxes and insurance, and will in ad- 
dition pay into the meeaeaty of the association for 
rental an amount equivalent to 4 per cent. net on the 
par value of the stock -$197,500-At being under- 
stood that the stockholders will vote to discontinue 
the gymnasium privileges upon the stock. I shall 
also maintain my tender as before given, in full set- 
tlement of all differences existing between the asso- 
Very truly yours, 

JOHN 8. WHITE. 

The “differences existing between the as- 
sociation” and Dr. White were caused by the 
claim made by the Board of Directorsin their 
report issued Nov. 28, and practically admitted 
by Dr. White in his protestations that he is will- 


ing to settle them, that the doctor owed the as- 
sociation $14,000. This debt was discovered 
when, last May, the Directors made an investi- 
gation, which resulted in the deposition of Dr. 
White from the Presidency of the association, 
— he had occupied ever since its founda- 
tion. 

In some of yesterday morning’s newspapers 
there was printed an account of the present 
state of the association’s affairs which appar- 
ently emanated from Dr. White or one of his 
friends, Init it was stated that the election 
last Thursday was disputed, being claimed by 
both sides, and conesqnenty was adjourned for 
a@ week. The facts, as told in last Friday’s 
TIMES, are that both sides tried a little sharp 
practice, and that the polls were suddenly 
closed while the proxies of the anti-White peo- 
ple bad been taken from the room for the pur- 
pose of breaking the quorum, the anti-White 
tabkeeper having decided from a miscaloula- 
tion that his side was getting worsted. When 
the error was discovered and the proxies 
brought back they were shut out by the In- 
spectors of Election. This left the meeting 
without a quorum, “no election” was declared, 
and an adjournment to this afternoon was 
taken. 

There was no dispute, and no claims were 
made. Both sides “lay low” for a couple of 
days, each apparently Waiting for the other to 
do or say something. Finally a compromise 
was decided on as the best way out of the 
trouble, and for the past few days negotiations 
for a fusion ticket have been carried on between 
William M. Martin, President of the retiring 
Board of Directors, and Mr. bowers. It was 
said that the board nominated was to be inde- 
pendent, but as a matter of fact each side chose 
four members, and Samuel Spencer of Drexel, 
Morgan & Co. was agreed upon as the ninth. 
Yesterday afternoon the following board was 
definitely decided upon: William M. Martin, 
Charles E. Manierre, John Bloodgood, Samuel 
Spencer, T. F. H. Meyer, H. C. Fahnestock, N, 

. Harris, John M. Bowers, and William M. 
Spackman. 

r. White made some objections to this choice, 
but was promptly silenced, and some objections 
were made by the White people to Mr. Manierre, 
who, as Secretary and Treasurer of the retiring 
board, has been one of the most active geutle- 
men in the opposition, but they were casily dis- 
posed of. The first three men on the ticket rep- 
resent the anti-White folks, who have agreed to 
Mr. Spencer as their fourth candidate, and all 
of them have signified their willinguess to run. 
The rest are Dr. White’s friends, one or two of 
whom have not yet accepted the proffered dis- 
tinotion, 

Discussing the affairs of the Berkeley Athletic 
Association yesterday afternoon, one of the 
stockholders in the corporation said: 

‘Dr. White's offer seems about the best way 
out of our trouble just now. It willyleld 4 per 
cent, on the stock, which will come in ver 
handy in getting rid of the fifty-seven-thousand- 
— deficit which is weighing our treasury 

own. 
‘“* When the doctor says that he will make the 
payments he mentions in hia letter to Mr. Bow- 
ers, ‘it being understood that the stockholders 
will vote to discontinue the gymnasium privi- 
leges upon the stock,’ he gives his schemes 
away. It is perfectly evident that, having com- 
Plete possession of the gymnasium, he intends 
to start some kind of a club which will bring 
into his pockets more than enough to make the 
rent a paying investment. 

“T, forone,am not satisfied with the com- 
promise Board of Directors by a good deal. I 
think it gives White altogethertoo much of a 
chance to run things. Of course, neither he nor 
his brother-in-law, J. Clark Kead, is named on 
the ticket, but several of his friends are, and 
after the mismanagement which has been 
exposed in the last few months, I think the 
whole White crowd ought to be shutout alto- 

ether. The first thing the association knows 
t will find itself back where it was a year ago, 
and then there will be nothing todo but to 
wind up its affairs. 

“TI think there'll be a circus at to-mor- 
row’s meeting. I don’t believe White just likes 
the arrangement that has been made, and I’m 
eure a good many of the other stockholders 
don’t. It willeither be as calm asthe seaona 
Summer day or as stormy as ona Winter night. 
I myself am looking for a storm.” 

Immediately after the stockholders’ meeting 
this afternoon the newly chosen Board of Dt- 
rectors will get together for the election of ofii- 
cers. Considerable interest in the result of 
their balloting is felt, for itis expected that 
both factions will try to get control of the asso- 
clation. If either side succeedsin doing thie, 
the other side will immediately declare war.

NATIONAL QUARANTINE, 
Reo Ris 
STEAMSHIP MEN IN THIS CITY HAVE 
LITTLE TO SAY ON THE SUBJECT. 


Steamship agents were not disposed to be 
communicative yesterday concerning the pro- 
posed establishment of a national quarantine. 
They seemed, however, to consider that a Fed- 
eral control of quarantine would ve a good 
thing. 

For obvious reasons they thought it impor- 
tant that the authority of the port Health 
Officers should not be restricted. If it was 
determined to establish a national quaran- 
tine, the agents thought that it was vitally im- 


portant that the Health Otficers be vested wiih 
lull discretionary powers. Otherwise they ap- 
prehended that the referring of questions to a 
central bureau would involve an unnecessary 
and vexatious delay to the passengers and im- 
pose an thwarranted expense upon the steam- 
7 companies, 

The following circular to its agents was yos- 
terday issued by the North German Lioyd 
Steamship Company: 

“Under instructions from our home oftice, we 
hereby notity you that the sale of prepaid tickets for 
steorage passage from Europe tothe United States 
of America over our line will be and is hereby dis- 
continued. 

** Under these circumstances the sale of round-trip 
steerage tickeis is also discontinued, and con- 
sequently the only steerage tickets that can now be 
seld are for passage from this country to Europe. 

“No steerage prepaid and steerage round-trip 
sales made after receipt of this circular will be ac- 
cepted, 

“Outward steerage tickets from the United States 
to Europe may be sold at the present rates as here- 
tofore. 

** Please note that after Jan. 1, 1893, this company 
will pot carry any more passengers from Europe in 
the steerage.” 

The Inman people yesterday issued the fol- 
lowing instructions to their agents: 

“ For the present, and until otherwise advised, you 
will please discontinue the sale of steerage prepaid 
tickets from Hamburg, Bremen, and all Continental 
points, Steerage prepaid tickets from British, Irish, 
and Scandinavian points may be issued for the fol- 
lowing classes of persons Prom 

“ (1) Citizens of the United States and their fam- 
ilies; parents, brothers, or sisters, if members of 
the household. 

(2) Kesidents of the United States and their 
families; parents, brothers, or sisters, if members of 
the household, 

**(3) ‘Lourists, thatis, persons who desire to visit 
the United States without intending to romain here; 
but ali such must make afiidavit to that effect be- 
fore embarking. 

“The above are the only classes of passengers 
coming in the steerage now permitted to land by the 
United States authorities. 

* The above regulations do not apply to first or sec- 
ond oabin passengers.”’ 

Acablegram which was received last night 
from the Secretary of the North Atlantic Steam- 
suilp Association stated that the decision not to 
oarry steerage passengers on vessels belonging 
to the association applied to American citizens 
and residents of the United States as well as to 
persons who had never been in America. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Foster, who had not had time up to a late 
hour this afternoon to examine the report of 


the Chamber of Commerce favoring national 
control of the quarantine service, but who was 
interested in hearing the substance of the re- 
port, said that he had the impression that it 
was substantially in agreement with the recom- 
mendations of his annual report. , 

* But this js a very delicate and difficult mat- 
ter to deal with,’’ said he, *‘ and it seems to be 
impossible to satisfy the public demand to be 
protected from choleru and at the same time to 
ane = the demands of business men, to 
be as free from interference as may be. On the 
same day that this report appears, taking the 
ground that quarantine must be effective, 
{ am asked by a number of business. 
men from Boston, New-York, and Phila- 
delphia to modify the regulations that 
have been adopted, for sanitary reasons, to 
keep out that firstcase of cholera that every- 
body dreads. [am told thatit is dangerous to 
let in rags withou? disinfection, and the gentle- 
men who wish to import rags assure me that 
there is little or no danger to be feared from 
rags imported in a dry condition. 

“That tirst case,”’ continued the Secretary, 
“isthe one that gives me concern, and yet, 
while efforts are being directed to its exclusion, 
we are menaced with a serious interruption of 
business by the steamship companies. The 
suggestions that are made for the withdrawal 
of steamers and of special rates for cabin pas- 
sengers coming to the fair may all tend to weak- 
en the efforts to suspend travel and traffic that 
may be regarded as hazardous so long as chol- 
era prevails at allin European ports.” 

Supervising Surgeon General Wyman of the 
Marine Hospital Service, who attended the 
hearing for the rag importers to-day, had not 
read the report of the Chamber of Commerce, 
owing to pressure of business, but he noted its 
appearance and was led to believe that it had 
been carefully prepared, and the necessity for 
a national quarantine closely argued out by the 
use of facts. 





Action on the Nicaragua Canal.

KILL HIS FATHER.

CORT JOHNSON, SON OF A. E. JOHN- 
SON OF THIS CITY, THE CULPRIT. 


CuICAGO, Dec. 14.—Cort Johnson, the son of 
Alexander E. Johnson, a millionaire ship owner 
of New-York and about the richest Swede in 
this country, attacked his father with a pair of 
shears this evening. The trouble arose over 
money matters. 

Johnson is now living with his third wife, and 
Cort is ason by the first wife. He declared to- 
night that his father’s lawyors got him drunk 
and promised him a large sum of money if he 
would testify against his stepmother, Mrs. 
Johnson No. 2, in the divorce proceedings be- 
tween her and A. E. Johnson. This he did, 
but the case went against his father and the 
money was not forthcoming. In addition to 


this, his father cast him off because he married 
a poor American girl. 

Lo-night he met his fatherin his Chicago of- 
lice, and, when he demanded the money and was 
refused, he attempted to kill him with a pair 
ofsbears. Johnson senior fled to the street. 
and after some time the young man followed 
him out and tried to borrow a revolver to shoot 
his father. He was arrested and locked up.

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@RGING 4 CHANGE IN THE-INTEE-4& 
STATE COMMERCE LAV. 


CHAUNCEY M. DEPEW TELLS TBE SEN- 
ATE COMMITTEE THAT THE PRESENT 
LAW COMPELS THE FORMATION OF 
TRUSTS—ME. ROBERTS AND OTHERS 
SPEAK FOR A CHANGE. 


WasHincton, Dec. 14—A number of promi- 
ment railroad men, including Chauncey M. De- 
pew, and President Roberts of the Pennsylvania 
system, were before the Senate Committee on 
Inter-State Commerce this morning to advocate 
the passage of the amendment to the inter-State 
commerce law, introduced by request by Mr. 
Onllom, to modify the existing law so as to au- 
thorize railroad companies to form pools under 
the supervision of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission, to wipe out the penal clause of the 
punishment prescribed, &e. The fall committee 
‘was present and spoeches were made by Mr. De- 
pew, Mr. Roberts, Mr. Walker, and Mr. Ingalls, 
these gentlemen urging that the great majority 
of the railroads of the country were in favor 
of the proposed amendments. 

The first of these is to make it :awful for com- 
mon carriers to enter into contracts or agree- 
ments with each other, having for their object 
the establishment and maintenance of just and 
reasonable rates and the prevention of unjust 
discrimination. The agreements may provide 
fer the apportionment of traffic or of earnings 
~—in other words, to allow companies to engage 
in pooling their traffic and earnings. Another 
feature of the amendments is a clause to repeal 
80 much of Section 10 as provides for punish- 
ment by imprisonment, and providing that no 
person shall be excused from testifying in any 


criminal case or proceeding growing out of a 
violation of the act, for the reasen that his tes- 
timony might tend to oriminate himself. 
President Roberts of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road first addressed the committee. He ex- 
plained why the railroad companies desired the 
amendments to the law and gave his reasons 
why they should be adopted. In his judgment, 
he said, the inter-State commerce law had not 
operated forthe benefit of the public in the 
matter of preventing discrimination. He said 
that he wanted to impress on the committee the 
fact that the law as now drawn, precluding rail- 
road companies from making arrangements in 
reference to traffic agreements, induces radical 
Violations of the law by the companies and the 
papeces as well.

Mr. Roberts was of the opinion that it wae of 
as much importance to the public at w that 
the railroad companies should not be allowed 
to charge too low rates as it was that they 
should not be permitted to charge rates that 
were too high, Pooling might be authorized by 
Congress subject to cancellation by the commis- 
sion if found to be unjust. 

Senator Hill) asked the witness if, notwith- 
standing the provisions of the act, there is new 
some sort of pooling arrangement carried on be- 
tween companies. 

Mr. Roberts replied that there was not. 
Each railroad regulated ite own rates to the 
best of its ability and made very bad regula- 
tions at tbat. 

There was a Movement on the part.of the 
Spectators to draw a little nearer as Mr. Depew 
arose tospeak. He stood with hig coat unbut- 
toned, a copy of the bill in his hand, and talked 
in a slow, conversational manner. His re- 
marks were not without the evidences of that 
wit and polish that have made him a famous 
after-dinner speaker. On the subject of rates 
there wag, he said, a misapprehension in the 
— mind. Kates had constantly gone down 

uring the twenty-seven years he had been 
in the business, and every cont of the reduction 
had gone to the public and the employes. 
Wages had increaged 50 per cent. Tho railroads 
met this decrease of receiptse—by reduced trafic 
rates and increaséd wages paid—by means of 
inventions and improvements which enabled 
them to do their werk cheaper. They could 
now draw 1,000 tons at the cost formerly en- 
tailed in hauling 200 tons. 

The protite of the New-York Central were not 
@s great to-day, Mr. Depew continued, as when 
he first entered its service. The inter-State 
eommerce law had been established to prevent 
discrimination, but ite effect had been to pro- 
mote trusts beyond anything that had ever 
been dreamed of. There were eight roads be-

The 
smaller lines must have business; and then, 
Mr. Depew says, comes in what the pub- 
lic called the beauty of competition. In 
order to get tbeir share of trade, the 
smaller roads are compelled to make yearly 
pentracte at 50 per cent. off the current rates. 
Under this system, Mr. Depew continued, it 
Wasa matter of time only when the small 
dealer, who was compelled to pay the regular 
tariff, would goto the wall. If this law con- 
tinued in force five years longer, Mr. Depew 
thought there would not be an independent 

usiness man in any of the large cities of the 

nited States. It was creating trusts, and this 
pondition of affairs was being brought about by 
the miserable operations of a law intended to 
prevent them. 

In response to the query of Mr. Cullom as to 
how the evil was to be cured, Mr. Dopew said 
that under the proposed amendment the roads 
would be authorized to make contracts upon 4 
Dbusipess basis, and could agree upon rates, 
which would be always the same to the public.

SENATOR M’MILLAN’S BILL. 
WASHINGTON, Deo. 14—Another turn was 
taken at the inter-State commerce law to-day 
ip a dill introduced in the Senate by Mr. Meo- 
Millan of Michigan, in which it is sought to 


amend the law by making it unlawful for any 
common carrier, subject to the provisions of 
the existing law, to enter into any oontract, 
agreement, &c., with any other carrier for 
the division of the frieght of the different 
competing roads, or to divide between them 
the aggregate or net proceeds of the earn- 
ings, except as provided in the bill. Each 
day of the continuance of such agreement 
is deemed a separate offense. Agreements such 
as are prohibited above, may, however, be 
made, provided they are in writing, duly exe- 
outed, and shall not conflict with any other 
provision of the law. They may become oper- 
ative only after having been filed with the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission and ap- 
proved by them. After such approval each 
party is required to deposit sufficient security 
to guarantee that the terms of the agreomené 
will be earried out. 

The other section of the bill deals with the de- 
tails of the method of conviction and punish- 
ment.

THE ANNUAL MEETING YESTERDAY—

Aretas Blood of Manchester, N. H., the locomotive 
manufacturer. The retiring membersare John W. 
Sanborn, who now fills the poe of General Man- 
ager, and David P. Kimball. 

It was voted to approve the purchase by the Di- 
rectors of the road of the franchise and property of 
the Newburyport City Railroad Company and the 
old Orchard Beach Railroad Company. 

W. P. Blake, in behalf of himself, W. O. Whitney 
and Eben D. Jordan, appointed to investigate coer- 
tain leases, including leases of the Manchester aud 
Lawrence and Worcester, Nashua and Roohester 
Railroads, and the matter of the deposit in the failed 
Maverick National Bank of Boston, reported that 
none of the Boston and Maine Directors were own- 
ere of the Worcester, Nashua and Rochester stock 
wheu that road was leased. He also reported that 
no separate account of the earning capacity of the 
two roads had been kept, but that the Auditor had 
made an estiinate from two average months and 
found the estimate and profit for the year ending 
Dec. 31, 1822, to be $152,590, which would be in 
creased this year. 

In regard tothe Manchester and Lawrence Road 
he stated that Charles A. Sinclair owned 40,000 
shares, part of which was in Frank Jones's name 
for voting purposes, but was not owned by him. 
Sinclair was paid $200,000 for this stock. The offer

profite for the year ending Dec. 31, 1891, were 
$7,357. Jones bought 1,100 shares May 11, 1888 
which was the first stock heowned. The Knox an 
Lincoln is regarded as a Valuable and important 

roperty. The Hereford and Upper Coos Roads 
ve failei to earn operating expenses and fixed 
charges for the last two years and nine 
onths, but the dercit is steadily decreasing. 
roads give a direct connection with 
Quebeso, and would have been leased by the 
Grand Trunk or Concecrd Road if the Maine Central 
had not obtained them. The deposit in the Maverick 
Bank, started June 10, 1890, was unusually large at 
the time of the failure on accountof deposits to 
meet dividends due Noy. 15. The Directors bad no 
reason to doubt the solvency of the bank until too 
late to draw their deposits. The loss has been re- 
duced to a very small amount. 

The report was unanimously accepted without dis- 
cugsion. 

It was voted to change the time of the annual 
meeting from the second Tuesday in December to 
the second Wednesday in October, and to have the 
annual reports made up to June 30. It was voted to 
iasue fifty-year 4 per cent. bonds to an amount not 
exceeding $2,000,000, for the purpose of funding and 
refunding the indebtedness of the company falling 
due Jan. 1, 1892.

BONDHOLDERS WANT TO KNOW HOW 
MUCH THE PROPERTY IS WORTH. 


Ata meeting of the bondholders ef the Oregon Pa- 
cific Railway, in the Farmers’ Loan and Trust Com- 
pany Building, yesterday, the announcement was 
made that the plan of reorganization which was 
formed last Spring was a failure. The road is now 
in the hands ofa receiver, and under an order from 
the Oregon Supreme Court it is to be sold at public 
auction Jan. 16. 

Mr. George G. B. Keim was Chairman of yester- 
day's meetink and Mr. Simon Sterne was Secretary. 
Mr. T. Egerton Hogg, the Prosident and receiver of 
the road, was not present. There was a tinge of bit 
ternoss in the discussion that followed the an- 
nouncement of the failure of the committee’s plan. 


Mr. Jamos A. Blair said that in view of tho approach- 
ing foreclosure sale the bondholders would have 
submit to au assessment if they wanted to save their 
property. It would be a good idea, he thought, to 
employ an expert to go over the Oregon Pacific 
Road and ascertain what the property was really 
worth. If the road was worth $1,250,000, a practical 
reorganization plan ought to be put into operation, 
butif the property was not worth that much, the 
bondholders might as well let tho thing co. 

A resolution providing for the ines of a 
special committee to investigate and report on the 
condition of the Oregon Pacific waa discussed. It 
was proposed to form a pool of bondholders to buy 
the road, reorganize it, and turn it overto a new 
company. Finalaction on this resolution was de- 
ferred until a future meeting. In the meantime the 
bondholders will “ chipin’’ $1 each to defray inoi- 
dentsl expenses.

The court holds that the 
company is liable for the overissueof stock by its 
late Secretary, George H. Doughty. Ten years ago 
Theodore Cook, then President of the road, signed 
stock certificates in blank, and Secretary Doughty 
filled them out to suit himself.

MATTERS BEFORE THE BOARD 
TRADE AND TRANSPORTATION. 


The Board of Trade and Transportation went 
on record on the immigration question yester- 
day by adopting the resolutions submitted by a 
special committee: 

Resolved, That, while we welcome to our shores in- 
dustrious immigrants who come hither with the in- 
tention of becoming citizens of the United States of 
America, we urge upon the Executive the rigid en- 
forcement of existing laws having for their object 
the exclusion of paupers, criminals, imbeciles, and 
persons likely to become inmates of our prisons, 
almshouses, hospitals, and asylums, and assisted im. 
inigrants. 

Resolved, That we urge upon Congress the enact- 
went of such further laws as will the more effectu- 
ally exclude the above-enumerated undesirable im- 
migrants, while allowing free acoess to immigrants 
whoare likely to become self-supporting, useful, and 
law-abiding members of the community. 

Kesotved, Vhat, in view of these facts and of the 
threatened scourge of cholera, we favor a law au- 
thorizing the President of the United States, in his 
discretion, to suspend, by proclamation, immigra- 
tion from any and all countries, districts, places, and 
porte until the close of the iext ensuing session of 
Congress, or for a shorter period; and 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be sent 
to the President of the United States, the President 
of the Senate, and the Speaker of the House of Rep- 
resentatives. 

A resolution offered by F. B. Thurber on the 
taxation question was adopted. It declared 
that it should be the pulicy of the State of New- 
York toattract, rather than repel, business en- 
terprises; that its laws should be at least as 
favorable as those of sister States, and thata 
business enterprise conducted under a_ co- 
operative or corporate form should not be taxed 
higher than a like business conducted by an 
individual or firm, and should be as free from 
inquisitorial interference. John F. Henry, Seth 
E. Thomas, and W. H. Parsons were delegated 
to present the views of the board to the Legis- 
lative Cominittee on Taxation. 

Aaron Vanderbilt's resolution for a committee 
of five to promote the establishment of an 
American system of navigating naval reserves 
was adopted. It recited that the great maritime 
nations of the world had established, as auxil- 
jary to their naval forces, a force of naval re- 
serves doing service in the merchant marine as 
officers and sailors, the great passenger steam- 
ships os naval reserve cruisers being generally 
commanded, officered, and manned by the re- 
serves. Another resolution offered by Mr. Van- 
derbilt urged the Secretary of the Navy to turn 
over the New-Hampehire to the Naval Reserve 
Battalion foran armory. It was adopted. 

The Legislature will be asked to enact a law 
providing for a trial of the plan of employing 
prison labor on wagon reads. The board de- 
clared in favor of such a law, which would pro- 
vide proper safeguards to prevent the prison- 
ers’ escape, and judicious provisions for 
deduction from term of sentence as a reward 
for faithful service, in addition to that now pro- 
vided by law. 

After G. Waldo Smith had narrated some of 
his experiences with the uncertainty of the law 
the board passed a resolution favoring the en- 
actment of a law providing fora courtof arbi- 
tration, which shall be a court of final jurisdic- 
tion of all issues referred to it by consent of 
both parties to a euit, the court to consist of 
three Judges, the concurrence of any two of 
whom in any finding shall be final and binding, 
and from which there shall be no appeal. 

John F. Henry, G. Waldo Smith, and James 
H. Seymour were appointed delegates to the 
State Board of Trade, and Thomas Barrett, L. 
I. Seaman, Charlee Andrus, 8. M. Giddings, and 
James Taicott were authorized to look after ths 
intereste of the city in the Aldermen's handling 
ofthe salt-water and compressed-air franchise. 
A resolution favoring a ship canal to the lakes 
was referred to a committee.

Se 
ALL THEY WANT I8 A RACE ARRANGED 
ON SPORTSMANLIKE TERMS. 


Yachtsmen in this city were more than pleased 
yesterday to know that a challenge to race for the 
America’s Cup had been accopted by the New- York 
Yaoht Club. Throughout the whole five years of 
Gead-lock over the “new deed of gift” the real 
sportsmen among yachtsmen have cried, “Never 
mind the deed! Burn it up and give usarace!” At 
the New-York Yacht Club meeting Tuesday night 
this sentiment prevailed. The meeting was the 
most representative one held in years. Men who 
never think of attending ordinary meetings went to 
the clubhouse Tuesday evening to vote in favor of 


having a race, and they did not carearap for deeds 
or’cop ditions as long as the arrangements for the 
Taces seemed reasonably fair to both sides. 

It is just thie sentiment in the New-York Yacht 
Club that has brought about the present state of 
affairs. There are men in the club who have stood 
in the way of races by defending the new deed, drawn 
up in 1887, but the more sportsmaniike spirit has 
prevailed. The new deedis in effect at least, if, in- 
deed, it ie not in fact, — off the face of the earth. 
An officer of the olub who threatened to pnt an in- 
junction on the olub if it ever departed from the 
etand taken by the lateGeorge L. Schuyler attended 
the meeting and nevor peoped a word of protest, 50 
it is reasonable to suppose that his injunction will 
never be forthcoming. The result of the negotia- 
tions may be coneidered a victory for English yachts- 
men and all sportsmen in this country who have 
always protcsted against the terms laid down in the 
new deed. 

The one phase of the negotiations of the club’s 
Cup Committee, to which there has beon objection, 
was the roundabout manner in which it tried to force 
recognition of the new doed, This has been the 
basis for THE TIMES’S criticisms of the correspond. 
ence. It did notappear that the committees acted in 
an open. fair-minded manner. Dunraven would not 
establish the validity of the new deed, and so stated 
on every occasion, but the committee persisted in 
trying indirectly to make Dunraven appear like a 
monkey, @ position he refused to be piaced in. The 
committee has used evory indirect means in its 
power to make the New-York Yacht Club’s position 
since 1887 tenable and has failed. Public sentiment 
and the spirit of true sportsmanship have repudiat- 
ed that unfair demand for dimensions made in 1887, 
and there 18 now the assurance that should the cup 
go abroad it will be held subject to fair terms, while 
if it remains here foreign yachtsmen the world over 
will know that they will not have to show their hand 
ten months in advance of a race. 

‘There is no denying the fact that Gen. C. J. Paine 
has had much to do with bringing about the present 
result. Whether Gen. Paine's interpretation of 
mutnal agreement will stand is an open question, 
but it is certain that he has at least endeavored to 
bring about a race on fair terms as far as a race it- 
self is concerned. His method of e 
is the thing which is open to criticism, not his ideas 
of afair test of epeed. It is = unfortunate 
that Gen. Paine ever became mixed up in the new 
deed tangle, for it left him ina position where he 
was obliged to try to straighten matters out, but as a 
yachtsman he still stands at the head of the list in 
this country, and there would be great rojoicinug if 
he should again enter the field of would-be detend- 
ers of the cu 

It is not 1 kely, however, that Gen. Paine will 
build a yacht. e has declared emphatically that he 
has no intention of building. Of all the Boston 

achtsmen the Adams boys are the most likely to 

They havein mind a oraft with a centre- 
board weighing many tons, but have not made up 
their minds yet what they will do. 

The plans of Koyal Phelps Carroll are now attract- 
ing attention.

Nothing remains now but to fix the date of the 
race. It has been learned that several other yachts 
are being built to accompany the Valkyrie, Lord 
Dunraven's yacht, to America. These yachts will 
enter other races in America, and the season of 1893 
promises to be a memorable one in yachting annals. 

Mr. Watson, the well-known yacht designer, who 
is designing the new vessel ordered by the Prince of 
Wales, is laying down the lines of four of the yachts 
that will strive for prizes in American events.

THOMAS BEATEN. 


THE SPEEDY ENGLISH AMATEUR RUN- 
NER LOWERED BIS COLORS TO BACON. 


Sidney Thomas, the speedy distance runner, who 
paid a visit to this country a few years ago with the 
Salford Harriers team, was beaten recently by F. E, 
Bacon,® new aspirant for athletic honors in Eng- 
land. It was a four-mile match race. Bacon has 


boen doing some remarkably fast work and he was, 
strange to say, a & to 4 favorite before the race 
began. 

Thomas started off with the lead and covered the 
first quarter in 0:64. It wae fast, and going round 
the back stretch the — reduced, and the next cir- 
cuit required 7 seconds more to circle. From this 
point to the end of the firat milo Thomas settled into 
his usual steady gait, and got the distance, holding a 
two yards’ lead, in 4:47 2-5. A well-known voice 
cried, ** You're well within it, Fred!" but Bacon did 
not seem to want any assistance from his friends, as 
he traveled with an elastric stride, which gompared 
favorably with that of Thomas, who had set himself 
all he could accomplish. He was blowing hard, and 
the indications were that he would slow down. It 
Was 50, a8, although maintaining his lead, the pace 
tothe second mile had slackened, and 10:02 1-5 
were denoted, Going int» the third mile, Thomas 
looked more like himself, his staying powors aiding 
him. ‘They plowed along gamely. Bacon keeping 
hia place with ease, now and again, when Thonias 
fell back, reducing his speed to accommodate the 
leader. hey covered the third mile in 15:16 1-5, 
and entered on the last mile in the same order. 

There was no change in the positions until tho sig- 
nai was given forthe last qaarter. Here Thomas 
quickened and tried all he could te draw away. Ba- 
con staid with him, and the condition of the pair 
Was noticeable. The leader showed signs of Cistress, 
whereas Bacon was calm and steady. As they moved 
round the back stretch Thomas put in such speed 
that it seemed as if Bacon might not get up, and he 
failed to reach his shoulder until they came within 
200 yards of the tape. They came on together for 
nearly fifty zee when Baton all at once 
shot ont, and, leaving Thomas apparently 
standing still, he sped down the straight 
atagreat pace. When half way home he looked 
round, and, finding he had the race in hand, came on 
more leisurely, breaking the worsted, amid loud 
cheering, fiiteen yards in front of Thomas, who ran 
on with unflinching gameness to the finish, pulling 
up much distressed, his eppencat being remarkably 
fresh. There is no doubt, had Bacon cared, he could 
have finished a much greater distance in advance. 

The defeat of Thomas caused a big surprise in 
sporting circles. It was thought that he was the 
fastest man in England at four miles. 


A. B. GEORGE RETURNS TO EUROPE. 


SOME OF THE RECOKDS OF THE FAST 
MILE RUNNER—MANY PRIZES WON. 


A. B. George, one of the fastest middle-distance 
Tunners who has raced in this country, and a premi- 
nent athlete of the Manhattan Athletic Club and 
Seventh Regiment, sailed for England on the Ma. 
jestic yesterday. He returns to England to enter 
into partnership with his brother, W. G. George, the 
proprietor of the Coach and Horses Hotel in Bir- 
mingham. Next year he will train under his broth. 
er’s management, and, after competing in the Eng- 


lish championships. expects to come to Chicago and 
take partin the carnival of sports to be held at the 
World’s Fair. 

Few rannera have carried the “Cherry Diamond ” 
to victory as oiten as this ainlete has done, and 
when in his best form he was without a peer in this 
country ina mileran. Out of about 200 races in 
which he has taken part he has won 140 prizes, more 
than half of them tirsts. George was born at Calne, 
Wiltshire, England, in January. 1868, is 5 feet 9 
| inches in height, and weighs 140 pounds when in 
condition. He is the brother of the great professional 
runner and record holder, whose mile record, 4:12%4, 
has never beeneven approached, Heis ofrlighter 
build than lis brother, however, wears glasees in all 
his races, and has tremeudous arm action. 

George began his athletic career in 1884, and has 
since run and won races at all distances from a half 
mile to ten miles, though he was Dest at the shorter 
runs. The first time he created a sesisation was by 
winning a wile handicap from the thirty-five-yard 
mark, in 1885. ‘‘he time was 4:28 2-5, and the 
since famous kKibblewhite ran unplaced from the 
sixty-yard mark.

CHARLES OXX REINSTATED. 


WATTERSON’S OWNER RESTORED TO 
GOOD STANDING ON. THE TURF. 


Frank Van Ness, who had his license as a trainer 
revoked for the suspicious running of his horse In. 
dia Rubber at Morris Park last Summer, had better 
telegraph to the Board of Control from wherever he 
may be to have his license restored. When his dis- 
patch reaches that body, Van Ness will at once be 
restored to good standing in the racing world and 
have achance to enter Morello in tho stakes that 
close during the first week of next month. 

The Board of Control has apparently declared a 
general amnesty to all owners and trainers that have 
fallen under its displeasure. At one of the occa. 


sional meetings of the — held on Tuesday they 
emaglated this thing and sent it broadcast w the

“Ata mecting of the Board of Control, held this 
day, tho revocation of the license of Charles Oxx, the 
trainer, is hereby annulled.” 

Nothing has happened since the close of the racing 
season that has occasioned such astopishment among 
Tacegzoers as this simple announcement. Charles 
Oxx is the owner and truiner of a horse called Wat- 
terson, which ran twoof the most peculiar races 
everrun over the Coney Island Jockey Clu) track. 
On Sept. 2 he finished fifth in a field of six horses in 
arace at a mile run over theturf course. The race 
Was won by Prince Fortunatus by a neck from 
Madrid, with the favorite in the betting, Sleipner, 
third. Watterson, who opened an even favorite with 
Sleipner, went back in the betting, and the odds 
— him were 7 to 1 when the horses went to the 

Three days later the horse was the favorite fora 
race ata mile anda sixteenth over the turf track, 
and he won in acommon gallop, beating Hy Dy, 
Nomad, King Crab, and a field of half a dozen 
others. Watterson was pulled and hauled all over the 
track by a lad named Anderson in the first of these 
races, and it was reported all over the ring that Wat- 
terson was not going to try and win the race. The 
same lad rode Watterson in the race he won, and 
rode him as true as a die. 

After the latter race the licenses of the jockey and 
of the trainer were both revoked. Now, when the 
mombers of the Poard of Control assume that the 
whole thing has been forgotten, they hasten to re- 
store Oxx, the owner of the horse, to a position of 
respectability on the turf, so far as the Board of 
Controlis able to give respectability to anybody 
and allow the jockey to remain without the means 6 
making aliving. Oxx is turned loose to graze on 
the racegoing public in the future, as the Board of 
Control, by their act, declared by the revocation of 
his license he had done in the past. 

Poople who suppose that the Board of Control isa 
body organized for the purpose of purifying racing 
and keeping it out of the hands of the gangs of 
Swindlers that have been threatening it were aston- 
ished when the news was officially made public in 
an obscure corner of the paper which is their official 
mouthpiece. Those who know what the Board of 
Control really is were notso much surprised at the 
restoration ot Charles Oxx to good standing. Mr. 
Oxx has a lot of friends at court. He is also reputed 
to be an astute politician, and his restoration to 
rights such as are enjoyed by reputable 
trainers was undoubtedly due to the influence 
he has with men who are powerful in Tammany 
Hall, in the counsels of the ruling ring in Brooklyn, 
and with that eminent statesman that rales affairs 
down on Coney Island, John Y. McKane. It was 
asserted at the Coney Island track on the day that 
his license was revoked that it would make no ma- 
terial difference with Charlie Oxx, as he had a 
‘“*pull” that he could operate, and that would bring 
him back on the turf before the close of the season.

In defense of the action of the board, it is claimed 
that there is no ge to make Anderson the scape- 
goat for the sins of his employer. It is further 
claimed that the revocation of Oxx's license was a 
mistake and that he was not responsible for the de- 
feat of Watterson on Sept. 2, but that he bot $200 on 
his horse to win in that race and persuaded his 
friends to back him heavily. The defeat of the 
horse is all laid at Anderson’a door, on the 
ground that it was his first appearanco in the saddle 
for along time. Anderson, it is claimed, had been 
promised all the riding for Oxx’s stable when he 
could make the weight if he won this race. He lost 
it through overanxiety and because he did not get 
away well at the start, say the apologists for the 
owner and the jookey, they repudiating anything 
like crooked work on the part of either.

“JOE” DONOGHUE’S CHANCES. 


A WELL-KNOWN SKATER THINKS THAT 
NARSENG WILL WIN THE RACE, 


Stephen O’Brien, the well-known amateur skater 
of half a dozen years ago, has determined to re-enter 
the arena this Winter. He is training indoors now, 
and as soon as ice can be found in this vicinity he 
will do some outside wosk. O’Brien has joined the 
Xavier Athlotic Club and will race under its colors. 
He thinks that he is as fast as ever he was, and that 
he will be able to hold his own with any of the 
cracks, 

In regard tothe coming races in which “Joe” 
Donoghue and Narseng are to take part, O’Brien is 


under the impression that the American will have to 
lower his colors to the Amsterdam skater. 

The foreigners, he claims, are faster than the New. 
burg lad and have done better performances- 
*Donoghue's work,” be said, * has not been very re, 
markable. He has always had the benefit of training- 
while the majority of our skaters have done little or 
no preliminary work. Whatever little chance he 
may have of defeating Narseng, he has none at all of 
beating Hagen. This skater, I think, is the fastest 
man in the world. Some of his performances are 
wonderful, He has covered a mile in 2:35, which is 
nearly 25 seconds faster than Donoghue's time. 
Hagen has always been a professional and for that 
reason Donoghue never had a chance to meet him. 

“In Holland Donoghue is not looked upon as a 
wonder. He went over there last year, trained on 
the quiet, and then issued a challange open to any 
amateur for the Ss of the ee This 
he stipulated was to be decided in three days. A 
man named Frederickson came forward, accepted 
the challenge while in no condition whatever to 
train, and in consequence was beaten. Sporting 
writers in Amsterdam claim that Donoghue was 
afraid to meet Narseng in Amsterdam. ‘Joe’ may 
be a wonder, but he has to prove it before I believe 
it. If pony Od Hagen are out to win, the chances 
are thatsome Manhattan Athletic Club money will 
be dropped. 

**As a matter of fact,” he continued, ‘‘I think 
that there are scveral skators in the prlessional 
ranks who are equal to the task of defeating the 
Newburg champion. It’s the same old story—no 
amateur is as good asa professional at any game. 
Take ‘Lon’ Myers, for instance. He was a world 
beater as an amatour, but he was only second-class 
as a professional. Charley Courtney won seventy- 
five straight races asan amateur oarsman, bat he 
was a dismal failure when he rowed for money. 
‘Joe’ Ellingsworth whipped everybody he met as 
an amatour, but he found barroom fighters in the 
professional ranks who could give bim points. So it 
will be with Donoghue. If he shows good judg- 
ment he will remain an amateur.” 

Donoghue and Narseng are to meet inarace in 
Minneapolis next month, and the Manhattan Ath- 
letic Club men are backing the Newburg lad. 
Harold Hagen, F. Norway, and Frederick Breen of 
St. John, N. B., are to skate a series of races at the 
fame piace on Jan. 14, 16, and 18, for $1,000a side. 
This eeries is for the professional championship of 
the world.

State Controller CAMPBELL is said to be 
considering the question of recommending 
a graduated succession tax with a view to 
securing for the State an increased revenue 
from the estates of millionaires upon their 
decease. The present law imposes a tax of 
1 per cent. upon direct inheritances of 
$10,000 and more. It is suggested that this 
rate should hold up to $100,000, and that 2 
per cent. should be imposed upon estates 
valued at from $100,000 to $500,000, 3 per 
cent. upon those of from $500,000 to 
$1,000,000, and 5 per cent. upon all 
exceeding a million dollars. Ifa law to 
this effect had been in force the State 
would have derived upward of $4,000,000 
from the three estates of Jay GoULD, WIL- 
son G. Hunt, and Mr. Crouse, the Syra- 
cuse millionaire, lately deceased. It is ar- 
gued that the bulk of these great properties 
escaped taxation during the lives of their 
owners, and that it is only upon their 
death that it is practicable for the State 
to exact the penalty of an increased as- 
sessment. This argument has not much 
force, but a liberal succession tax upon 
large accumulations of property may be 
justified on other grounds. 


At the hearing before Controller MYERS 
and Chamberlain Crain on the Hudson 
River Bridge scheme it was admitted that 
under its charter the company could con- 
struct railroads all over the city under the 
guise of providing approaches and connec- 
tions for the bridge. The supporters of the 
scheme disclaimed any intention of con- 


struct a railroad several miles long to con- 
nect the bridge with the lines going north 
and east from the city, although the char- 
ter gives the company no authority to “lay 
down railroad tracks,” an authority which 
cannot be granted by any special act of the 
Legislature. The fact is that this mon- 
strous charter was not devised with a view 
to constructing a bridge across the river, 
bat for the purpose of trading with rail- 
road corporations and giving them an op- 
portunity to construct the bridge by tak- 
ing in and enriching the men who got the 
charter through the Legislature.

\TARIFF BAIT FOR FARMERS IN 
DOUBTFUL STATES. 


_ The makers of the McKinley tariff sought 
to conciliate certain classes of voters in the 
doubtful States. With their eyes upon 
Connecticut they very largely increased the 
duty on leaf tobacco. Here they had in 
mind the growers of tobacco in the Con- 
necticut Valley. For political effect in the 
counties of this State which lie near the 
Canadian boundary they increased the 
duties on hay, oats, butter, cheese, milk, 
potatoes, horses, and barley, and imposed 
new duties on eggs and straw. 

Throughout the recent campaign Repub- 
lican speakers and newspapers were con- 
tinually directing attention to the benign 
influence of these changes upon the farm- 
ers of Connecticut and New-York, and were 
predicting that the higher duties on farm 
products would largely increase the num- 

ber of Republican voters in those States. 
Let us see how the election returns an- 
swered the expectations of the followers 
of McKINLEY. In fifteen counties on or 
near the northern boundary of this State— 
the counties in which farmers’ votes were 
to be gained by the imposition of higher 
duties on Canadian agricultural products— 
the number of Republican votes cast in 
1892 was less by 8,500 than the number 
cast in 1888. We give the figures belows:

There was a loss in every county but one, 
and in that county, Erie, a gain of 728 in 
the Republican vote was more than cov- 
ered by a Democratic gain of 2,888. Sub- 
tracting 728 from the total loss of 9,226,

Canadian competition, and the existing 
tariff affords them the necessary relief.” 
But instead of a gain in that county, there 
was a loss of 613, or 7 per cent. Franklin 
was described as one of a “group of coun- 
ties near the Canadian border which have 
been materially assisted by the agricult- 
ural schedule of the present tariff.” The 
lossin Republican votes atthe election was 
259. Wayne was pointed out as “ one of the 
great oats-producing counties” that would 
“ take off its hat” to the tariff which raised 
the duty 5 cents a bushel, But in Wayne 
the Republican yote fell from 7,850 to 
6,794, a loss of 13 per cent. in four years. 
And so on through the list. All these bor- 
der counties were to be carried with in- 
creased majorities for HARRISON and Mc- 
Kinleyism by the duty on barley, the 
duties on eggs and milk, the duties on hay 
and oats, or some other impost in the agri- 
cultural schedule. The figures we publish 
show what the vote really was. 

A great change was to be made among 
the voters on the tobacco farms in Con- 
necticut. It was recently asserted in a 
Hartford newspaper that half of the to- 
bacco acreage of New-England lies in Hart- 
ford County. The First Congressional Dis- 
trict is composed of Hartford and Tolland 
Counties. A well-known staff correspond- 
ent of the New-York Tribune, writing from 
Connecticut on Nov. 1, said: “‘ Hundreds 
of Democratic farmers in that district, [the 
First,] up through the Connecticut Valley, 
who have been largely benefited by the 
McKinley tariff in the increased price of 
their tobacco product, will vote for the 
Republican candidate for Congress.” But 
he had not seen the returns. The reports 
published by the Hartford Courant on Nov. 
9 showed that the following changes had

Middlesex County includes a consider- 
able part of the Connecticut Valley below 
Hartford County. East Hartford excels 
all other towns of Hartford County in the 
quantity of tobacco produced. The Demo- 
cratic farmers appear not only to have 
voted their party ticket, but also to have 
induced some of the Republican farmers to 
join them. As they look over the ground, 
the McKinley managers cannot easily avoid 
the conclusion that the higher duties on 
tobacco, barley, hay, oats, eggs, butter, 
potatoes, and milk were of no more value 
as devices for increasing the number of 
Republican votes than the increased duty 
on wheat. 


SAT ARSED ewe eee 
AMENDING THE INTER-STATE COM- 
MERCE LAW. 

The Senate Committee on Inter-State 

Commerce is engaged in hearing arguments 
from representatives of the trunk-line 
railroads in favor of a modification of the 
inter-State commerce law, and Senator 
CULLOM has already introduced some im- 
portant amendments. The chief demand 
of the railroad managers is for achange in 
the fifth section, which prohibits what are 
known as pooling contracts. A radical 
change of this section is proposed in Sena- 
tor CULLUM’s amendments, practically re- 
versing the policy adopted when the act 
was passed in 1887. It makes it lawful for 
the railroads to enter into contracts or 
agreements “‘having for their object the 
establishment and maintenance of just 
and reasonable rates and the prevention of 
unjust discrimination,” which contracts 
‘may provide for the apportionment of 
traffic or of earnings and shall be enforce- 
able between the parties thereto.” 
We have had an experience of more than 
five years under the law prohibiting pool- 
ing contracts, and all efforts of the rail- 
road companies by forming voluntury asso- 
ciations and making agreements) among 
themselves to maintain stable rates and 
avert the disastrous effects of cutthroat 
competition have proved unavailing. The 
main difficulty is that there is no means of 
compelling the companies to abide by the 
schedules agreed to, or to adhere. to the 
rules of any association, and those which 
find themselves losing the share of traffic to 
which they deem themselves entifiled in- 
variably resort to rate-cutting to saive their 
business. The advantage of pooling ar- 
rangements is that by apportioning trafiic 
or the earnings of traflic among competing 
lines, on a basis agreed upon as equitable, 
the temptation to increase business by rate 
cutting is diminished, if not taken away. 
If agreements for the purpose weredlegal- 
ized and made enforceable between the 
parties, the practice would probably be 
stopped and the rates agreed upon would 
be maintained, 

The objections to the old system of pool- 
ing without legal sanction were very se- 
rious, because it made possible the main- 
tenance of rates that were not “just and 
reasonable,” and discrimination between 
shipping points whenever it was to the ad- 
vantage of the combination of railroads to 
favor one at the expense of another. But 
itis now proposed to require all pooling 
agreements to be filed with the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission before they go into 
effect, and to give that body the power to 
order their cancellation whenever their pur- 
pose or effect shall be to ‘‘establish trans- 
portation charges above rates which are 
reasonable and just, or to cause unjust dis- 
crimination between persons, localities, or 
different descriptions of traffic,” or when- 
ever they are in contravention of any of 
the provisions of the law. The public is 
interested mainly in having railroad rates 
just and reasonable, and stable as well, and 
in preventing the various forms of injurious 

discrimination, and it may be well to try 
the experiment of permitting pooling con- 
tracts under the supervision aud restraint 
proposed. 

Another important amendment of the 
law is one which would enable the commis- 
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sion to obtain evidence in cases of dis- 
crimination or other violation of the law, 
and to enforce its decisions in such cases.

It should be made something more 
than a mere agency for prosecuting inqui- 
ries and rendering decisions that may be 
disregarded. It should bea tribunal that 
can make its inquiries fruitful and give its 
decisions effect,

FRANCE AND PANAMA. 

There can be no doubt that the French 
Ministry has been strengthened by the res- 
ignation of M. Rouvierr, the Minister of 
Finance, M. RoUVigR is a specimen of a 
type .of which we, in this country, have 
had many examples—the type of a man 
who, having long held public offices at 
moderate salaries, has accumulated a hand- 
some fortune. These mon frequently flour- 
ish fora long time, like the wicked man 
of the Psalmist, but they are all the 
while suspected, and when a definite 
charge is made against them the pre- 
sumption of innocence fails. ‘The use of 
character,” according to BURKE, “‘is to bea 
shield against calumny,” and when charges 
and specifications begin to be made against 
a statesman, he feels the need of such a 
support, and the lack of it, if he be so un- 
fortunate as not to possess it. A public 
man who has not inherited a fortune nor 
been engaged in any honorably or ayowedly 
gainful pursuits, and whois yet known to 
be a rich man, is especially defenseless. 

That seems to be the real gist of the 
charges against M. Rouvier. It is an- 
nounced that he has resigned his office in 
consequence of the publication of a letter 
by M. CrfmMenceEavu. But M. CLEMEN- 
CEAU’s letter was not necessarily incrim- 
inating. Indeed, the facts which it set 
forth are susceptible of an interpretation 
highly creditable to M. Rouvier. What 
M. CL&RMENCEAU says is that M. RoUVIER 
declared to him just before the death, now 
pretty clearly shown to have been a sui- 
cide, of Baron DE REINACH, that the Baron 
was being hounded to death by the attacks 
made upon him in connection with the 
Panama business, and that he induced 
M. Ci&mMENcEAU to go with him and 
the Baron to a certain M. Herz to 
invoke the infinence of that person 
to cause the newspapers to cease assailing 
the Baron. M. Herz assured his visitors 
that he could not stop the attacks. M. 
ConsTANS assured the.Baron that he did not 
instigate them, and the Baron declared, “ I 
am lost.” As we say, there is nothing 
necessarily discreditable about M. Rov- 
VIER’s part in this affair. He might have 
done precisely what he did in the interest 
of a grievously troubled friend without 
stopping to inquire whether his friend 
was culpable, much more without being 
himself implicated in any culpability. The 
view that is taken of such conduct de- 
pends upon the view that is taken of the 
character of the man whose conduct it is. 
The general Parisian view of M. RouviEr’s 
character leads to the conclusion that his 
conduct was inspired by corrupt motives. 
This view he has himself much strength- 
ened by resigning his office in advance of 
an investigation instead of insisting upon 
an investigation. 

Now that he has left the Government, 
there appears to be no question of the 
loyalty with which the Government is 
supporting the committee by lending it the 
power of compelling attendance, which, it 
seems, an investigating committee in 
France does not of itself possess. The 
revelations of yesterday, however, are 
very startling. A bankerin this country 
who testified that he had received a de- 
posit of some $680,000 from a person gen- 
erally suspected of having corrupt deal- 
ings with public oflicials, and that he 
had returned the amount to the de- 
positor in twenty-six checks, payable 
to-bearer, of which the stubs and their 
memoranda had afterward been de- 
stroyed, would be considered to have 
made out a very good case against his cus- 
tomer and against twenty-six other per- 
sons unknown. ‘The political aspect of the 
revelations is equally curious. A league 
of 150 “‘moderate Republicans” has been 
formed in order to resist the proposition of 
a member of the committee to clothe that 
body with judicial power. Whatever may 
be the motive of this performance—and no 
laudable or innocent motive suggests it- 
self—it is plain, or it ought to be, that the 
French people will insist upon going, by 
some means or other, to the bottom of the 
Panama scandal, and that a public man 
who opposes their willis not likely to re- 
main a public man much longer.

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RIDERS AGAINST DRIVERS. 
—_—— 
CONTROVERSY BEFORE THE PARK 


BOARD AS TO THEIR RIGHTS. 


The eld fight between the men who drive 
horses and the men who ride horses in Central 
Park was resumed before the Park Commission- 
ers yesterday. 

Some time ago the Commissioners passed a 
resolution exeluding riders from the driveways 
in the Park after 2 o’clook in the afternoon. It 
has been inoperative, and the riders, so the 
drivers allege, have been interfering with their 
rights and privileges on the driveways. The 
riders claim that restricting them to the bridle 


paths euts them down to only five miles of road, 
while the drivers have nine miles of road. 

At yesterday’s meeting the drivers were repre- 
sented by J. C. Delavergne, President of the 
New-York Driving Club; Lawson N. Fuller, 
Charles A. Willis, and Frederick Dietz, and the 
riders by William Durland, C. Anderson Miller, 
T. 8S. Ormiston, Thomas M. North, Charles 
Dickel, Frederick Krohle, and Augustus Heine- 
mann. 

The riders had the more to say, although the 
temper of the Park Commissioners was in favor 
of the enforcement of the resolution. 

C. Anderson Miller started in with the argu- 
ments for the riders. He did not think that they 
should be confined to the bridle paths after 2 
o'clock. He olaimed that there was not rdom 
enough on the paths for the horsemen. He 
pointed out that if a total exclusion from the 
driveways after the hour mentioned was en- 
forced against the riders they could not use the 
bridie paths, because it was necessary to pass 
over portions of the driveway to reach the 
bridle paths. Mr. North also alleged that there 
Was Botroom enough on the paths. He did not 
consider them wide enough. He thought that 
the riders might be excluded from the eastern 
driveway during a portion of the day, but he 
thought that 2 o’clovk was too early to out the 
riders off. The driving crowds, he said, did not 
arrive until 3 or 4 o’clook, and he thought the 
hour of restriction should be piaced later. . 

“Why don’t you make it 6 o’clock?” asked 
Commissioner Straus, sarcastically. 

Commissioner Dana wanted te know if accoss 
to the Riverside Drive was arranged there 
would then be room enough on the paths. Mr. 
North did not think this arrangement would 
answer. Thomas 8. Ormiston made the point 
that the bridle paths were not safe, a statement 
whioh surprised President Dana, who eaid that 
he had been riding on them for several years 
and did not know they were unsafe. Inquiries 
made by him of the delegation of riders brought 
out the information that there were a few spots 
where the footing was not good. 

William Durlanud, the riding academy man, 
said that he did not regard the paths as unsafe. 
He also denied that his scholars crowded the 
pene He said that when the paths had just 

een covered with gravel the footing was a 
little bad for horses. The narrowness of the 
paths was an element of danger. Mr. Duriand 
said that bicycles in the Park caused most of 
the accidents, but Mr. Dana replied that the 
records showed that but one accident in twelve 
months had been caused by a bieyele, 

The riders put in the claim that the driveways 
were safer for horses in the Winter than the 
bridlepaths. Mr. Delavergne of the Driving 
Club said that he believed the riders had argued 
his side of the case. There were only 5,v00 
riders, while there were 21,000 drivers, and it 
was not fair for the riders to be permitted to use 
the driveways. He asked that the resolution be 
enforeed at once and said that the rights of 
riders and drivers and bicyclists all ought to be 
respected. 

Lawson N. Fuller backed him up, and inci- 
dentally remarked that he (Mr. Fuller) had 
driven more on Manhattan Island than any 
other man living. He had driven thirty miles a 
day for thirty years on the average, or a total 
of 328,500 miles. He wanted the resolution en- 
forced. Charles A. Willis also argned for the 
drivers, and said that they outnumberea the 
riders and were men of wealth and influence. 

When the board went into executive session it 
was decided thatit would not do very much 
good to take final action now, and it was re- 
solved to suspend the enforcement of the reso- 
lution until Spring, when the whole matter 
wonld be taken up and finally disposed of. Itis 
a temporary victory for the riders.

IRON INDUSTRY IN 


COMBINATION OF ALL THE WORKS 
THE COUNTRY MAY BE MADE. 


City oF MEXxIco, Deo. 14.—It is reported that 
a combination of all the iron works of the 
country will be effected within a short time, the 

bjeet being to establish here under the recently- 
decreed moderate protective duties an iron in- 
dustry on an immense acale. Probably one- 
third of the capital will be secured in Europe 
and the remainder here. 

Mexico has enormous deposits of the Best 
quality of tron ore, sufficient to supply every 
Spanish-American country with rails and 
structural iron, and the question of utilizing 
this source of wealth has attracted the atten- 


tion of native capitalists. At present silver 
mining has lost its charms for investors, and 
people are turning their attention to industries 
that promise a reasonable degree of security. 

The policy of the Government is not to put on 
heavy duties to protect any new industry, but 
just such rates as shall enable native industries 
to livein fair competition with foreign manu- 
factures. 

Cotton-mill owners are endeavoring, with 
small probability of success, to secure a higher 
rate on their goods, claiming they cannot coin- 

ete with England and the United States.

THEY WILL NOT INAUGURATE THEIR 
OFFIORRS WITH A DANCE. 


Torek4s, Kan., Dee. 14.—The Populist State — 
Government-elect will indulge in no frivolities 
during its term of office. This was determined 
upon to-day ata meeting of the officers-eleet 
and the Citizens’ Committee, at which the nat 
ure of the ceremonies inaugurating the new 
Government were discussed. 

The officers-elect were unanimously opposed 
to an inaugural ball, deeming it of too frivolous 
a@ nature to usherina serious business admin- 


istration. It was decided to hold, instead, an in- 
augural reception. A public invitation was 
issued, phrased as fellows: 

“The people of Kansas, irrespecttve of age, color, 
or previous condition of political servitude, are here- 
by cordialiy invited to be present at the in: 
ceremonies on Monday, Jan. 7, 1893, at high noon, 
and at the reception by the Governor and State offi- 
cers in the evening of the same «ay.” 

Copies of a letter from H. E. Taubeneok, 
Chairman of the People’s Party National Cen- 
tral Committee, have been received here, in 
which he urges members of the new party to 
foree the election of straight-out Populists in 
those States where they hoid the balance of 
power in the Legislature. 

Mr. Taubeneck’s letter rues to be a reply 
to one reeeived from D. B. Hanna of Tacoma, 
Washington, who wishes to prevent, if possible, 
any members insuch States from voting fox 
eithera Republican ora Democrat for United 
States Senator. Taubeneck says: 

“The great question now is: What will the Peo. 
ple’s Party legisiators do when it comes to ballotin 
tor Senators!

BLAIR SEES A RAY OF HOPE,

HIS EDUCATIONAL BILL ADVOCATED BE- 
FORE THE FEDERATION OF LABOR. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 14.—At this morning’s 
session of the Federation of Labor ex-Senator 
Blair of New-Hampshire addressed the dele- 
gates on his proposed improvement of the 
common school system. He expressed the be- 
lief that a revulsion of sentiment has taken 
place in favor of his educational bill which may 
result in its passage by Congress. 

He was particularly hopefal because of the 
increased favor with which the publio schools 
have apparently been regarded by the Roman 
Catholic Church. He said: *“‘ With the favora- 


ble regard and pretesie co-operation of Cath- 
olic power in this country the friends of the 
educational bill may look with hope upon the 
prospects of its passage in the uear future.” 

A resolution was offered that, as the atrike 
and boycott had failed as weapons of organized 
labor, @ campaign of education should be in- 
augurated by the Federation, and the irresisti- 
ble power of the ballotshould be arrayed in the 
struggle for union supremacy. For this pur- 
pose the Executive Council was recommended 
to use such funds ofthe Federation as should 
be found necessary. 

The resolution was referred to a special com- 
mittee, 

A breeze over the tariff was provoked by @ 
neyative report on a resolution asking an extra 
session of Congress for the passage of freer 
trade legislation. An attempt was made to dis- 
cuss the resolution, but the Chairman decided 
that discussion on the tariff was not germane 
to the business before the |ederation, and that 
the resolution was out of order.

VARIOUS MEASURES THAT HAVE BEEW 
APPROVED BY THE SENATE, 


City oF Mexico, Deo. 14.—At a Cabinet meet- 
ing yesterday Sub-Secretary of Finance Liman- 
tour read the budget for the ensuing fiscal year. 
It established a complete equilibrium, and was 
approved. It will be sent to Congress to-mor- 
row. 

The Senate has approved the insnrance law; 
has authorized the President to reorganize the 
profeesional schools in the Federal district; has 
extended the powers granted to the President 
to reorganize the army; has passed a law tax- 
ing inheritances; has passed a law authorizing 
the President to rescind contracts with lessees 
of mints, and has authorized the President te 
reform all existing railroad concessions. 

All railroad companies in Mexico report that 
their business at present is excellent. The en- 
tries at the custom houses are inereasing and 
bnsiness is improving throughout the country. 

A bill authorizing the President to grant con- 
cessions and privilegea and to make contracts 
with parties introducing new industries into 
Mexice has beer presented to the Senate. Aoc- 
cording to this bill a concession from the Gov- 
ernment will be exempted from taxation and 
gee but will be accompanied by no financial 
aid. 

Petitions are being presented to the Govern- 
ment for an increase of the duties on machinery 
and other articles which can be manufactured 
in this country.

Mr. A. C. Raymond of Detroit, who is 
here to make an argument before the Senate 
and Houses Committees on the subject, subjects 
the message to an analytical criticism. He 
gays: 

“The figures cited by the President do not 
warrant the conclusions which he draws there- 
from, and the official figures from the beoks of 
the Canadian Pacific Company do not warrant 
the allegations of the President. The message 
Says thatitis hardly too much to say that the 
Canadian Pacific and other railway lines 
Which parallel our Northern boundary 
are sustained by commerce, having either 
its origin or terminus, or both, in 
the United States. The trans-Pacific traffic be- 
tween the United States and the Orient carried 
by the Canadian Pacific Railway Company is 
stated by the message to be, in round numbers, 
47,500,000 pounds, which, at an average of 
twenty-five tons each, equals 950 carloads 


in @ year, or, substantially, two and one-half 
carloads er day. Costeialy this is not 
aserious diversion of tratlic from American 
lines, especially when we remember that before 
the construction of the Canadian Pacific the 
bulk of the west-bound traffic, caer Seton 
foods. Was carried by British vessels m At- 
antio pore. und very little by American lines 
from San Francisco, owing to the high transcou- 
tinentai rates of freight.”’ 

“The east-bdund Oriental traffic, earried by 
the Canadian Pacific, mainly tea, has not been 
diverted from American lines at all, which are 
to-day carrying as large a proportion of it as 
ever before, but has been diverted from British 
lines via Suez. The inoontrovertible proof of 
this statement is on file in the records of the 
{Inter-State Commerce Commissien. : 

“The message next gives the transconti- 
nental traflic carried by the Canadian Pacific, 
beginning and ending in the United States at, 
in round numbers, 26,300,000 pounds, which 
equals 526 carleads per year, of substantially 
14s carloads perday. If the Canadian Pacitic 
system of about 7,000 miles of  rail- 

‘way is, in the language of the message, 
*gustained by commerce having either its origin 
er terminus or both in the United States,’ 
amounting to an average, according to the fig- 
ures above given, of four carloads a day, its 
managers Must possess a secret for the cheap 
operation of a railway which ought not be 
longer concealed from an expectant world. 

“The message quotes from Joseph Nimmo, 
Jr., a reference, apparently, to the above-named 
traffic as tollows: ‘The yalue of goods thus 
transported between different points in the 
United States across Canadian territory proba- 
bly amounts to one hundred millions of dollars 
a year.’ Since each oarload of the above trafiic 
Would on this basis be valued at about $57,000, 
it is only too evident that ‘sume one has blun- 
dered.’ 

“Itis only fairtosay that the Presidentin 
his message did not inelude the whole inter- 
State traffic of the Canadian Pacific in his fiz- 
ures, butonly that between the Atlantic and 
Pacific slope. Even if the President had in- 
cluded the entire inter-State tonnage of the 
Canadian Pacific, the facts would not suppert 
his allegation that ‘we furnish the earnings 
which lighten the otherwise crushing weight of 
the enormous public subsidies that have been 
given to them.’ 

“The gross earnings of the Canadian Pacific 
system,” says Mr, permease. *“*for 1891 were 
$20,241,095.98, of which $1,162,475.55 was 
earned from inter-State traffic, or 5.7 per cent. 
This shows a decrease from 1889, when inter- 
State traffic furnished 6.6 per cent. of 
the gross earnings. The total transcon- 

inental west-bound earnings on inter-State 

raffie in 1891 by all lines, American included, 

were $13,948,830.43, of which 99.19 per cent. 
was earned by American lines and eighty-one 
one-hundredths of 1 por cent. by the Canadian 
Pacific. The cast-bound earnings on inter-State 
traffic for 1891 were $7,029,112,46, of which 
99.77 per cent. was earned by American lines 
and twenty-three one hundredths of i per cent. 
by the Canadian Pacific. 

“Fhe fact is that American trangcontinental 
lines have diverted from the Oanadjan Pacific 
@ mueh larger percentage of purely Canadian 
transcontinental tratlic than the Canadian Pa- 
cific has of purely American traffic from the 
American lines. The books of the transconti- 
nental associations show that in 1591, while 
vighty one-hundredths of 1 per cent. of American 
west-bound traflic was diverted from American 
lines, 13.72 per cent. of Canadian trafic 
west bound was diverted to American lines, and 
while twenty-three onc-hundredths of 1 per 
eeut. of American traffic east bound was divert- 
ed from American lines, 12.10 per cont of Can- 
adien traffic east bound was diverted to Amer- 
joan lines. Such facta as these go to prove that 
upon no public question does there exist great- 
ef misapprehension than upon that concerning 
the relation of the Canadian Pacific Railway to 
ite American competitors. 

“It is a significant fact inthis connection that 
the City of Vancouver, B. C., has within the 
past fow months voted to pay @ bopus of $300,- 
000 to the Northern Pacific Railroad in aid of 
\ts proposed extension to that city.”

M’'GARRABHAN’S OCLAIM AGAIN. 

President Harrison was not helped in the 
recent election among Irishmen who knew the 
story of the McGarrahan Claim bill, including 
that part of it which the President contributed 
by his veto. Neither was he helped by the sus- 
picion that he preferred to oblige the New-Idria 
Mining Company rather than the claimant, who 
was willing to submit his case to the Court of 


Land Claims, before which his adversaries 
would be able to make all the arguments that 
have been made by the President. 

The bill is a special order in the Senate, and 
came up to-day, and the question is, Shall it be 
passed over the President’s veto? After a strug- 
gic lasting overa quarter of a century, William 
McGarrahan had the satisfaction last Summer 
of seeing both houses of Congress pase the bill 
which permitted him to submit to the Court of 
Private Land Claims his title to the Rancho 
Panoche Grande in California. MoGarrahan's 
joy was short lived, for the President vetoed 
the bill. In view of the fact that the measure 
simply gives the claimant a chance to go to 
court, there is a widespread feeling that it 
ought to pass. The vote was about to be taken 
in the Senate to-day when Mr. Sanders 
(Rep., Mon.,) demanded from its friends 
the reason why it shonld be made a law. 
This was only the preface to a long- 
winded argument, the chief point of which, 
if point it may be called, was that the bill 
rested on the imputation that the Judiéial 
and Executive Departments of the Government 
had been guilty of wrongdeing for many years. 
The high-minded Mr, Sanders declared that he 
Was unwilling to cast such an imputation by 
his vote, thus showing thatin his opinion the 
Judicial and Executive Departments are in- 
capable of Going injustice. 

Mr. Teller (Rep., Col,) made a spirited argu- 
ment in favor of the bill. Mr. Hunton (Dem., 
Va.,) had just entered upon a defense of the 
MoGarrahan claim when the hour for taking up 
the Anti-Option bill arrived, and he was foreed 
to cease. He will continue his speech to-mor- 
row, and itis possible that the vote will then 


follow.

THE ARMY APPROPRIATION PASSES. 

The time of the House to-day was consumed 
in the consideration of the Army Appropriation 
bill, the first of the regular appropriation bills 
to be reported, and, as the outcome showed, the 
first to be passed. 

Mr. Outhwaite, (Dem., Ohio,) Chairman of 
the Committee on Military Affairs, made a state- 
ment as to the appropriations carried by the 
bill. They were $24,202,740, against appro- 
priations for the current fiscal year of $24,288,- 
450, and against an estimate of $25,922,956 for 
the coming year. The bill having been read 
for amendments, Mr. Anthony (Dem., Texas,) 
cast a brand of fire into the scommittes 
in the shape of an amendment providing that 
before any retired officer or retired enlisted 
man shall be paid any part of his pay as such 
rotired man, the Secretary of War shall 
ascertain if such pérson receives pay from 
the Government in any other official 
capacity, and if such. is the case he 
shall not receive any pay under this act. Mr. 
An hony, in behalf of his amendment, cited the 
case of @ Postmaster in his Congressional dis- 
trict who Was upon the retired list of the army 
and who was also receiving a pension from the 
Government. 

Mr. Bingham (Rep., Penn.,) strenuously op- 
posed the amendment, and referred to the cases 
of Gen. Sickles avd Gen. Rosecrans—to both of 
whom be paid high compliment—in order to im- 
press the House with the desirability of reject- 
ing the proposition. He was ably seconded by 
Mr. Outhwaite, and, without division, the 
anendment was rejected. The Committee of 
tue Whole having arisen and the bill having 
been reported to the House, it was passed— 
heading the procession of the appropriation 
bills of the second session of the Fifty-second 
Congress. 


M’COMAS LIKELY TO BE CONFIRMED. 

After having prated a good deal about the 
precedent established by the Republicans when 
Stanley Matthews was rejected for Justice of 
the Bupreme Court at the close of Mr. Hayes’s 
term, and the later maintenance of that prece- 
dent by the refusal of the Republicans to con- 
irm Adlai E, Stevenson, nominated at the close 
of Mr. Cleveland’s term for Justice of the 
Bupreme Court in the District of Columbia, 
the Democrats of the Senate tind themselves 
about exbausted, and are getting ready to let 
the nomination of L. E. McComas for the place 
to which A. E. Stevenson was appointed under 
like conditions go through without material 
opposition. Senator Palmer of Illinois ie rep-

There is little doubt that the Ju- 
disiary Cemmittee will report the nomination 
favorably, and that the chances for McComas’s 
early confirmation are more favorable than they 
were a week ago. Itis understood that Senator 
Gorman will not oppose him.

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RAPID TRANSIT. 

—_—_s---—— 

MR. STEINWAY HAS NO DOUBT THE 
PROPOSED ROAD WILL PAY WELL. 


President William Steinway of the Rapid Tran- 
sit Commission said last evening that he could 
not agree with John R. Dos Passos concerning 
the “ utterimpracticability ” of the rapid-transit 
soheme. “I haven't the slightest doubt,” Mr. 
Steinway said, ‘that capitalists would havo 
eagerly sought the opportunity now presented to 
them for investment in the rapid-transit scheme 
for New-York had it not been for the unfortu- 
nate failure of the Baring Brothers of London. 
That financial disaster made capital everywhere 
very sensitive and overcareful in undertakings 
involving large sums of money. 

*“ But evidence is not wanting that the finan- 
elal market is recovering and that the under- 
taking we have on hand will be carried through 
successfully. Iam confident that we shall get 
a bid for the franchise on the 29th of this 
month and that work will be inaugurated early 
next year. 

“Ifno bidis made, we shall wait a proper 
season and offer the privilege again, and again, 
perhaps, tillall hope of disposing of it shall 
have passed. Then, as New-York positively 
must have relief from the present condition of 


things, it may be that the city iteelf will be 
compelled to take hold of the matter and treat 
it as it treats and manages the ferries. That is, 
the city may construct the railway and then 
lease it for aterm of years to respons)ble parties, 
or corporations, ¥ operate, the lease being 
sold to the highest bidders every ten or twenty 
years, as may be considered advisable. 

“Such a plan ta not without good peints to 
commendit,. It would yield an immense rev- 
enue to the city, and there is no apparent reason 
that politios and patronage would have more to 
do with such a system than they have to do 
with the ferry franchises, which are quite free 
from those influences. 

“TI have no doubt whatever that the road 
would pay a small interest, at least, on the in- 
vestment within two or three years after its 
completion, and after five or six years it would 
pay permanent dividends of from 10 to 20 per 
eent, perannum. I cannot wel] see how it can 
be otherwise. Our plans eall for a four-track 
railroad of steel rails from the Battery to the 
upper part of Manhattan Island. The two mid- 
dle tracks are for express trains, to run at forty 
miles an hour, and stopping at stations not 
nearer than one mile of each other. 

“When this is accomplished, merchants and 
their clerks, who now stand and sitabout down- 
town bg ere er for their lunches, will jump 
aboard these cars and get home in five, ten, 
and fifteen miniites for luncheon with their 
families. They could do this for ten 
cents and inside an hour, which will be 
far more economical to themselves and add 
to the dividends of the road. People who now 
live over im Jersey er out in Qaeens County on 
Long Island will come to reside in the upper 
part of New-York, as nearer their busineas and 
agjmore desirable place to live in; and so the 
earnings of the road will be increased. 

“The scheme is not an experiment. We have 
seen how the street surfacé cars and the ele- 
vated railroads have prospered, and there were 
thousands of people who predicted that they 
could not be made to pay on account of their 
immense cost. We cannot help reasoning from 
those enterprises of their day that the present 
scheme for rapid transit of our day will pay, 
now that the time has come forits absolute ne- 
cessity. 

“Mr. Dos Passos compliments the Rapid- 
Trausit Commissioners, but says the law ‘under 
which they were appointed is defective and in- 
complete,’ and be declares that ‘a corporation 
building this foad must be able to handle 
its steck ad libitum, and that it must be 
able to give it away as a bonus to 
subscribers.’ Have we not had enough of 
stock watering and jobbing? And how could 
the Legislature of the btate make a law which 
would authorize a corporation to give away its 
stock as a bonus to subacribers to the bonds? 
it is amazing to see such a statement from e0 
able a lawyer as Mr. Dos Passos.”’

SEXTON AND POLICE &4LL RiGHT. 


NEITHER. RECEIVED MONEY FOR ES- 
CORTING k. DPD. HITCHCOCK’s BODY. 


The correspondence between Commander Er- 
ben of the Brooklyn Navy Yard and Superin- 
tendent Byrnes relating to the alleged payment 
of the New-York police for their services at the 
funeral of Commander Rosweil D. Hitchcock of 
the United States Navy, mention of which was 
made in yesterday's TiMius, was given out yes- 
terday by Mr. Byrnes. 

On the face of it this correspondence would 
seom to indicate that A. L. Huyler, sexton of 
Dr. Parkhurst’s church, who had charge of the 
funeral, had received $100 from Commander 
Hitebcock’s brother on the pretense that 
it was needed to pay for the police 
escort, and that he had put this $100 in 


his pooket, leaving the Hitcheock family to 
believe it had been handed over to Superimtend- 
ent Byrnea’s men. As a matter of fact, how- 
ever, Mr. Huyler is perfectly innocent in the 
matter, according to the testimony of Bradford 
W. Hitcohcock,who made the arrangements with 
the undertaker. 

The matter was started, according to Mr. 
Hitchcock, by a talk he had with Commander 
Ieroen about the funeral urraugements, during 
which the Commander misconstrued certain 
statements which Mr. Hitchcock made bearing 
on the police escort. As a result of this conver- 
sation Commander Erben, after sending his 
aide, Lieut. Kelly, to Police Headquarters, 
wrote Superintendent Byrnes a letter stating 
that Mr. Hitchcock had told him he had been 
compelled to “‘ pay the police well for the es- 
eort.”’ 

The Superintendent made an investigation 
aud replied to Commander Erben that the 
charge Was untrue, 

Yesterday Bradford W. Hitehcook denied em- 
phatically that he had stated that he had been 
compelled ‘tu pay the pelice well for the es- 
cort.”” Before the funeral, Mr. Hitchcock ex- 
plained, it had been suggested that it would only 
ve fthe proper thing if the policemen who 
were datailed to act as escort to his brother's 
body were paid something for their trouble. In 
talking it over with Sexton Huyler it was set- 
tled that $5 each would bo about right. 

Last Saturday Mr. Huyler sent a note to 
Roundsman Shiels of the Thirtieth Street Sta- 
tion, Who had been in command of the escort, 
Which consisted of four men besides himsel!.

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JOHN EMILE LEMOINNE. 

John Emile Lemoinne, Senator, member of 
the Académie Francaise, editor of the Journal 
des Débats, died in Paris yesterday. 

He was born in London Oot. 17,1815. His 
parents were French, and did not return to 
France with him until after he had received in 
England a primary instruction which left its 
impression on all his works. He looked like an 
Englishman and spoke English and French per- 
fectly. 

He was in 1840 the London cerrespondent of 
the Débats, and when Bertin died he became its 
editor. From 1873 to 1875 he labored inces- 


santly for the establishment of a constitutional 
monarchy in France. Even after he accepted 
the republican form of government he contend- 
ed that the English form was ideal; but he was, 
above all, a conservative, and sanesee to any 
form of revolution, The Duc de Broglie expect- 
ed that he would defend his conduct in 1877, 
and was quickly undeceived. 

In 1875 he became u momber of the Académie 
Frangaise in the chair of his deceased friend 
and so-laborer, Jules Janin. In 1880 he was 
elected a Senator for life. 

He was the author of valuable works pub- 
lished originally in the Kevue des Deux Mondes: 
“De la Monarehie des Afghans,” ‘ Les 
Druses et lés Maronites,” ‘‘ Les Anglais et les 
Russes dans le Cabou),”’ in 1842; “La Vie de 
Brammel,” in 1844; “La Cour de Berlin,” “‘ La 
Cour de Saint Pétersbourg,”’ and ‘“ Caroline de 
Brunswick,” in 1846; “Murs Electorales de 
la Grande Bretagne,” “De la Légisiation An- 
glaise sur les Céréales,” “ De L’ Education Reli- 

feuse des Classes Manufacturieres,” ‘* L’ Eglise 

"Iriande,” and “ L’iriande et le Parlement 
Anglais,” in 1847. He published in 1862 a vol- 
ume of *“ Etudes Critiques et Biographiques.”’ 

The ee by Jean Bérand, which repre- 
sonte him in the editorial room of his journal, 
surrounded by the best-known contributors to 
the Débats, is the best memoral which may be 
made of him.

PETER CUDDEBACK. 

Col, Peter Cuddeback, one of the old pioneers 
ef the Neversink Valley, died at his home at 
Huguenot, N. Y., on Dec. 7. He was born at 
Cuddebackville, Oct. 22, 1795, and was related 
to nearly all the families of the Minisink Valley. 

His early life was spent on his father’s farm. 
When he arrived at manhood he engaged in the 


hotel business, oonductea a general store, and 
was also interested in farming and lumbering. 
He built the first Delaware and Hudson canal- 
boat launched at Cuddebackville and followed 
the canal forashorttime. The boat was framed 
at Newburg aud was carted acress the country 
in wagons. He also took a contract to build a 

ortion of the canal. He built the Jefferson 
Prouse at Cuddebackville and was one of those 
who built the large Spring House at Huguenot. 
About fifty-seven years ago he settled on a farm 
at Huguenot, where he lived during the remain- 
der of his life. He married Catherine Mapes, 
daughter of Daniel Mapes, and she bore him 
nine children, four of whom survive. Mra. Cud- 
deback died about twelve years ago. 

Up to within a few years ago Mr. Cuddeback 
was hale and in possession of all his faculties, 
and his mind remained unclouded until his last 
illness. His eyesight and hearing, however, 
failed, consequent on old age. He was buried 
in Cuddebackville Cemetery.

He graduated from the 
Naval Academy at Annapolis with hogors, and after 
rising to the rank of Lieutenant resigned his aes § 
tion. Mr. Koosevelt wentinto the insurance bual- 
ness in this city, andatthe time of his death wasa 
member of the firm of Boughton & Roosevelt. He 
was a member of the Union, Corinthian Yacht, and 
Harvard Clubs and of the Loyal Legion. 


—Noyes G. Palmer, one of the oldest residents of 
the East New-York section of Brooklyn, died yester- 
day at his home, 47 Williams Avenue. He was born 
in Madison County, this State, in 1822, and traced 
his aucestry back to Walter Palmer, said to have 
been a passenger on the Maytiower. Young Palmer 
seitied in this city in 1840 and began to study law, 
bul branched off and became acivil engineer. Five 
years later he propared a ge ope for a plan for 
toretelling Weather changes, then he became 4 man- 
ufacturer, and after that owner and editor of a news- 
paper. He Decamearesidentof Brookiyn in 1862, 
aud for twenty-six years was Snperiniendent and 
surveyor in the Cemetery of the Evergreens. 

—William Dunlap Maxwell, for many years in 
business as a manufacturing jeweler in this city, 
died suddenly yesterday of heart disease at his home, 
in the sixty-third year of his age. Mr. Maxwell was 

rn in New-York, and had always lived here. At 
che time he was the President of the Stuyvesant 
safe Deposit Company, and at the time of his death 
was a Directorin the Metropolitan Savings Bank, 
Three years ago failing health compelled him to give 
up active business. He leaves a wife, but no chil- 
dren. Funeral services will beheld at 44 Weat Fit- 
ty-tifth Sirect on Saturday moruing at 10 o'clock. 
Yhe burial will be in Woodlawn. 


—Sir Adams G. Archiba'd is dead in his seventy- 
eighth year. He was one of the fathers of the Cana- 
dian Confederacy, and was one of the leaders of the 
Liberal Party previons to 1867, but at that time 
abandoned his party on the union question and 
joined the Conservatives, who were in favor of con- 
federation. He was tue tirst Governor of the North. 
west, guing ont to Fort Garry in the troublous times 
afier the first rebellion. He occupied the Govern. 
ment House there froin 1870 to 1873. He was Gev- 
ernor of Nova Scotia from 1878 to 1883, and since 
that time had sat for Colchesterin the Dominion 
Parliament. 


— Derick Lane, ¢ne of Troy’s most prominent citi- 
zens, died yesterday after a long illness. He was 
sixty-live years of age and was a descendant of one 
of the oldest families in that city. He was a gradu- 
ate of Union College in the class of 47, and was ad- 
mitted to the barin 1857. From 1866 he had been 
Vrustes of the Troy Savings Bank and President of 
the institution since 1886. He was Chamberlain of 
the city from 1867 to 1871, and had been long con- 
nected with the Troy Gaslight aud Troy Gas Com. 
panies, being Treasurer of the latter corporation. 
Mr. Lane leaves a wile, fuur sons, and two daugh.- 
ters. 


—Leonard Crossman, formerly master mechanic of 
the Central Railroad shops at Elizabethport, N. J., 
and afterward in the livery stablo business, died there 
yesterday at the home of his daughter, 804% East 
Jersey Street. He was seventy-seven years of age 
and one of the oldest residents in that secti of 
Mlizabeth. Mr. Crossman thirty years ago was one 
of the best-known railroad men in New-Jersey, and 
was intimately associated with John OU.

NEW-JERSEY HORTICULTUBISTS. 
pS A AG 
THEY DISCUSS VARIOUS MEASURES TO 


ADVANCE THEIR SCIENCE. 


TRENTON, N. J., Deo. 14.—The eighteenth an- 
nual meeting of the New-Jersey State Horti- 
cultural Society was begun in the Ftate House 
to-day. There were about seventy-five hortt- 
culturists from all parts of the State. 

Franklin Dye, Secretary of the State Board of 
Agriculture, gave an address of welcome, to 
which President Ira Blackwell of Mercer 
County responded. 

The main event of the day was the formal an- 
nual address of the President at the afternoon 
session. He complained that not enough money 
had been appropriated by the World’s Fair 
Commissioners for a proper display of 
fruits, and urged that the society en- 
deavor to get au additional appropriation of 


$10,000, so that there will be $20,000 for the 
isplay, He also urged legislation to prevent 
the spread of contagious diseases of fruit, mak- 
ing it compulsory for a farmer to destroy vines 
and trees that are diseased and threaten crops. 
He was also of the opinion that farmers should 
give more time to the study of markets, so as to 
prevent gluts in any particular line of fruits. 

Prof. John B, Smith, State Entomologist, read 
& paper on ‘Co-operation or Legislation against 
Insect Attacks.” He dealt largely with insects 
that have a tendency to spread rapidly, and re- 
gretted that there were not more laws to pre- 
vent careless and neglectful farmers spreading 
contagion throughout the whole State. He re- 
ferred to the fact that in New-Jersey there were 
several good weed laws on the statute books, 
which are never enforced and no provisions 
made to enforce them. 

This paper called out considerable discussion, 
and it was decided to prepare several laws and 
to ask the Legislative Committee of the State 
Board of Agriculture to assist this society in se- 
curing their passage. 

‘‘New-Jersey as o Fruit-Growing State” was 
treated in two papers, one by E. Williams of 
Montclair, and another by J. M. White of New- 
Brunswick. 

At the session to-night George C. Woolson of 
Passaic read a paper on “The Formation and 
Care of Lawns.” J. B. Rogers of Newark sug- 
gested many changes in the fruit list so as to 
make it more comprehensive. The better part 
of the evening session was devoted to a discus- 
sion on spraying, in which nearly all took part.

FINANCIAL AFFAIRS. 


NeEw-YorK, Wednesday, Dec. 14—P. M. 

The majority of brokers are talking lower 
prices, but the market refuses to decline. To- 
day Reading was attacked with considerable 
vigor, many of the selling orders being attrib- 
uted to an important Philadelphia banking 
honse, but its net loss at the close was only %: 
The selling movement was based on a rumor 
that the interest on the preference income bonds 
/would not be paid in cash, but, on the other 
‘hand, it is very positively asserted that the in- 
terest on the three classes will be paid in cash 
and in full. While Reading was weak, Rook 
‘Island, Missouri Pacific, and Union Pacific 
showed considerable strength. The Vanderbilt 
gtoup was also particularly strong, the Nickel 
Plate issues scoring material gains. The busi- 
ness of this company is showing marked im- 
provement, and it is more than likely that the 
dividend on the first preferred stock will be in- 
creased from 3 to 5 per cent. It is asserted that 
the earnings not only justify this, but show 
something for the second preferred. The Lake 
Shore owns half of these stocks, and the ad- 
Vance in jts price to-day was explained by the 
improved prospects of the Nickel Plate. 

The industrials were fairly active and strong. 
Sugar, Whisky, and Lead were the most active, 
but Linseed Oil scored the greatest advance. 
There was a further advance of 5c a gallon 
in the price of spirits, but Distilling and Cattle 
Feeding only gained %. General Electric ad- 
vanced 14s, on fairly large trading. Tobacco 
gained 1 point. The others of the group ad- 
vanced fractionally.

LEVIES FOR STATE AND MUNICIPAL- 
ITY—HE GIVES FACTS ABOUT A&- 
SESSMENTS OF ' CORPORATIONS—JAY 
GOULD’s PROPERTY. 


/ Tne joint committee from the Senate and As- 
sembly, appointed to investigate the subject of 
taxation, began its work at the Hotel Metro- 
pole yesterday afternoon. Tax Commissioner 
Thomas L. Foitner was on the stand for two 
hours, talking, for the most part, of taxation of 
personal property. He recommended a general 
ehange in the system of levying taxes. His 
plan proposed separate levies for State and 
local purposes. He argued that local authori- 
{ties should control absolutely in levying taxes 
Yer their own purposes. The cities of the State 
should not be compelled, he said, to follow the 
‘metheds which might apply most advanta- 
‘geously to country places. 

The taxation of corporations, such as the 
‘Western Union and the National Cordage Com- 
panies, and the matter of the personal-property 
tax of Jay Gould, were discussed somewhat. 
The committee determined to give more atten- 
tion to these topics at a future session, and the 
Tax Commissioner was asked to produce cer- 
tain records bearing on them now in his office. 

Senator McClelland administered the oath to 
Commissioner Feitner, and Thomas J. Creamer, 
attorney for the Commissioner, asked the ques- 
tions. Associated with Mr. Creamer as counsel 
was A. J. Hamilton of Albany. The members 
of the joint committee present, in addition to 
‘the Chairman, were Senators Coggeshall and 
Ahearn and Assemblymen Guenther, Quigley, 
‘Casein, Shanahan, and Gifford. 
| Commissioner Feitner said that the only act 
recently paseed by the Legislature which ap- 
ypeared to bear on the complaint that there 
‘were inequalities in the assessments of taxes on 


real and personal property was the one which 
related to the taxation for incorporation. 

“Ithas been stated by persons who have 
come to my office,” he said, * that this act com- 

els incorporation in other States. We are still 

noreasing in this city, as regards the formation 
ot corporations, almost as rapidly as we were 
before, and the legislation with reference to 
taxing corporations has not, I think, materially 
jaiteoted the business and commercial interests 
of the State.”’ 

“Why do persons incorporate in other States 
jin preference to this?” asked Mr. Guenther. 

/ “We do not get complete inside information,” 
gaid thé Commissioner; ‘‘ but from casual in- 
quiries, [think it is not alone the question of 
Saxation that governs, but because of the law 
pequiring the filing of certain reports, the lia 
bilities of shareholders are considered greater. 
|If reporte are not filed accurately, the laws sre 
‘more strictin this State. It seems tome that 
jthe State is maintaining a credit system for cor- 
‘porations. In some other States corporations 
tare looked upon as more or less fraudulent in 
their transactions. Here they are considered 
reliable and trustworthy.” 

' “Take, for instance, the National Cordage 
Company, which has headquarters in this city. 
‘According to published reports, a meeting was 
held the other day in New-Jersey at which the 
capital stock was doubled,” said Mr. Creamer. 
“* What report does it make in this State? fs its 
position the same when it approaches the tax 
office as when it rates to double its capital 
stock?’’ 

“It is doubtful if that corporation has any 
property engaged in business in this State 
‘which is taxable,’’ said the Commissioner. 

“They have their prinoipal office in this 
city,” said Mr. Creamer. 

* Under tne decision of {the Court of Appeals 
4n the case of the Union Trust Company, assess- 
ment cannot be made on their capital stock.” 

A little later the Commissioner showed that 
because of thie decision there had been a de- 
crease in the assessed valuation of about 
$18,000,000. He was asked to bring to the next 
meeting a statement as to what liability to as- 
pessment the National Cordage Company ad- 
mitted, and another showing the standing of the 
individuals composing the corporation. 

The Commissioner said that during the nine 
years he had held his present position none of 
the members of the Legislature had consulted 
‘with his office on the subject of changing the 
tax laws, and none of the suggestions he had 
made had been adopted by the lawmakers. 
When asked what he would suggest, he said: 

«Every effort should be made by the Legisla- 
ture to separate State and local taxation. There 
are two specific wrongs in the present system: 
First—The State Board of Equalization is al- 
ways creating differences of opinion between 
counties as to the justice of the assessment as it 
cemes from that board. Second—There are in- 
equalities in relation to the assessment of per- 
sonal property. The State ought to adhere to 
the policy of raising its taxes on capital and 
leaving localities to collect on personal prop- 
erty. 

“The City of New-York cannot be compared 
swith the inland towns. Capital comes here 
‘when it will not go there. I believe in encour- 
jaging capital to come to this city, not by ex- 
lempting it from taxation. but by giving ita 
lower rate. We should remember that capital is 
not safely earning more than 4 per cent, and 
when we attempt to assess it at 2 per cent. itis 

likely to be discouraged from coming to this 
jelty. My thought is that the State might raise 
{the $8,000,000 of taxes on capital, and let that 
tbe all the tax levied through the State machin- 
ery. 
| “ Leave the localities to use their own judg- 
iment in taxing personal property as they see 
zit. There are certain lines of capital which 
might pay the entire State tax and not be dis- 
couraged from investment. 
} “On bonds and mortgages, taxed at 1 mill, 
\the State might levy its entire State tax, and 
exempt them from all other taxes. Such alow 
frate would not prevent Capital from coming to 
this city. There are one or two other lines of 
leapital of which the same istrue. I can under- 
stand how the State could raise ite tax from 
petates and leaye them exempt loeally, thereby 
gettling the differences arising from the resi- 
jdence of executors or trustees. The residence 
of the decedent could be made the permanent 
taxing place.” 

The Commissioner said he would repeal the 
flaw enacted in 1554, which was still unchanged, 
‘and which regulated the taxation, or rather 
exempted from taxation, of the Western Union 
and other telegraph companies. That law made 
the cost of repairs to peles and wires the basis 
of valuation for taxation. The poles and wires 
had since been declared by law to be real estate, 
jand they wére so assessed, leaving the capital 
practically unassessed.

Considerable time was then devoted to a dis- 
cussion of the taxation of bends and mort ? 
from which it appeared that the amount of 
these holdingsin thecity was about equal to 
the total assessed valuation in the city. The 
greater proportion of these were held by cor- 
porations umtaxed, life insurance companies 
coming in forthe greater proportion, in the 
estimation of thé Commissioner. He said he 
Was not in favor of exempting these companies. 

“ What er would you suggest to make 
more effective the assessment of personal prop- 
erty ?” he was asked. 

“The weaknesses in the present system are 
the ‘indebtedness’ feature and the ‘ transfer’ 
method,” he said. “You muy arran your 
business to meet the second Monday in January, 
which is ‘ taxation’ day, so as to evade taxation 
without violating the law. The remedy ie in 
separating tho local and State systems of taxa- 
tion. Itis not possible to bring a remedy by 
amending the present general laws. A general 
change in the system must be made.” 

The Commissioner said that, while the total 
assessed valuation on personal property in this 
city was in round numbers $1,600, 000, 80 
large a part of this was in non-taxable proper. 
ties held by corporations that only about $300,- 
000,000 was entered as taxable, and this was 
cut down by numerous other exemptions to 
about $123,000,000. There had been, be said, 
during the last twenty years an actual docrease 
in the amount of personal property on which 
taxes were paid in this county. 

He said he thought an injustice had been done 
this city by the failure of the Legislature to 
change the taxlaws. His board, he said, had 
not urged on the Legislature the ohanges 
needed, for the reason that others of the board 
had notagreed with him.

DOCIORED BOOKS AND INVOICES. 





SENSATIONAL TESTIMONY IN THE TRIAL 
OF MORRIS 8PIFGEL. 


The trial of Morris Spiegel in the Court of 
Oyer and Terminer, before Judge Russell, on 
the charge of having presented false certifi- 
cates of loss to insurance companies, developed 
somewhat sensational features yesterday. Spie- 
gel did business as a wine merchant at 101 and 
103 Broad Street. There was a fire at his place 
Dee. 16,1891. In his certificates he placed his 
loss at about $140,000. It was alleged by the 
companies interested, after a careful examina- 


tion, that these figures were largely in excess 
of the actual loss. 

Assistant District Frey A Wellman called 
Spiegel’s bookkeeper, Arthur Blais, to the stand 
yesterday. Biais had been in the employ of 
Spiegel for fifteen years. He decided to turn 
Stato’s evidence, and the testimony that he gave 
bore heavily on Spiegel. 

Blais testified that Spiegel asked him to fix 
the books so that they would show that there 
had been a large stock on hand for some time 
and up to the time of the fire. He also said that 
Spiegel told him to buy oil of almend to putin 
the wine, so as to destroy it and deceive the ad- 
justers. 

Blais stated that the stock on hand in 1887 
was worth from $16,000 to $18,000, in 1888 
from $25,000 to $28,000, in 1889 from $22,000 
to $24,000, and in 1890 about $25,000. 

Spiegel, Blais continued, asked him to teke the 
books to his home in New-Jersey and there 
make the changes in them. This Blais refused 
to do, and then Spiegel asked him to take them 
to his (Spiegel’s) home in this clty. Blais took 
the books there and made the changes. In some 
oases figures were increased 100 per cent. 

Jan. 22 last, Assistant District Attorney Well- 
man alleges, Spiegel told the insurance adjust- 
ers that he had no inventory. Mr. Weliman in- 
troduced one in evidence that was made Deo. 1, 
1891. Blais said that, in accordance with sug- 
gestions of Spiegel, he had made several 
changes in it. 

The books have disappeared. Mr. Wellman 
sent detectives to Spiegel’s place forthem May 
22, but they could not be found. He says that 
they were there a short time before the detect- 
ives reached the place. 

The trial was adjourned until to-day before 
the examination of Blais was finished. 





BUREE’S APPEAL NOT HEARD.

LONG ISLAND CITY’s CLERK TO BE PUN- 
ISHED FOR CONTEMPT. 


The Hon. “ Paddy” Gleason was, metaphoric- 
ally, thrown out of the General Term Court in 
Breoklyn yesterday when he tried to have 
Judges Barnard, Pratt, and Dykman listen to 
his appeal from Judge Bartlett's mandamus 
directing City Clerk Burke to send back all the 
election returns to the canvassers for correc- 
tion of the spelling of Candidate Sanford’s name. 

Burke has decamped and even his counsel 
pretends to be unable to find him. The manda- 
mus has not been served on him, and the situa- 
tion in Long Island City, as far as the Mayoralty 
oontest is concerned, is at a standstill. 

Judge Pratt granted a stay in the mandamus 
proceedings recently, but only on condition that 
Burke receive the mandamus, and the appeal be 
argued yesterday. That Burke refused to do, 
and his counsel said yesterday that he had been 
unable to find the missing City Clerk. Judge 
Pratt at once vacated the stay. 

Then counsel went before the General Term 
to argue the appeal Mr. Montford, for Candi- 
didate Sanford, told the eourt everything that 
had occurred and put in an affidavit alleging 
that Burke had absconded in order to avoid 
service of the very mandamus from which an 
appeal was taken. 

“ Burke must understand,” said Judge Bar- 
nard, “ that he cannot remain out of the State 
and then expect tobe heard on appeal. The 
stay Was granted on condition that service be 
admitted. Thathas not been done, and you are 
not ae legally and we won’t hear your appeal 
at all” 

Thereupon the lawyere filed out of court and 
departed for Long Island City. The next step 
will be to have Burke adjudged guilty of con- 
tempt and punished.

LIVELY TAMMANY RUCTION IN 
THE FIRST DISTRICT. 


THE 8UCCESSION TO FITZGERALD'S 
LEADERSHIP THE BONE OF CON- 
TENTION—MR. CROKER’S A MUR- 
PHY MAN AND THAT SETTLES THE 
MATTER—THERE IS DISCONTENT. 


Some of the Tammany braves of the First As- 
sembly District are up in arms acainst the plan 
of the Tammany Committee of Thirty to make 
ex-Senator Michael C. Murphy the Tammany 
leader of the Firat Assembly District, to suc- 
ceed Frank T. Fitzgerald. 

Mr. Fitzgerald has brought the organization 
in that district to a wonderful state of perfec- 
tion. But Mr. Fitzgerald, who is now Register, 
was elected Additional Surrogate at the recent 
election, and it isn't considered political “ good 
form” fora member of the judiciary to act as 
the political leader of an Assembly district. 
Therefore it b e ry for Mr. Fitz- 
gerald to step down as leader as soon as he be- 
comes Additional Surrogate, on Jan. 1. 

The Tammany folk in the First Distriet liked 
the leadership of Mr. Fitzgerald very well, and 
when it became a certainty that he would have 
to resign that place they cast about them for a 
man to take his place, and they arrived at the 
conclusion that Mr. Fitzgerald’s brother, John 
Fitzgerald, would be the right man to succeed 
him, in view of the fact that such an arrange- 
ment would, without doubt, enable the district 
organization to go along under practically the 
same old management. 

A few days ago, however, it became known that 
this plan did not meet the approval of Richard 
Croker, for the simple reason that Mr. Croker 


had another plan, and that was to make éx- 
Senator Michael C. Murphy the leader of the 
district. 

Mr. Murphy came over from the County De- 
moocracy to Tammany Hall in 1891. Hie first 
appearance #8 a Tammany man was at the 
State Convention of 1891, where be went as one 
of the Tammany Hall delegates. Now, Mr. 
Murpby is quite popular with many Democrats 
in the First District, but the time is not so far 
away when Mr. Murphy and his associates in 
the old and once very powerful Hickory Club, 
the social organization of the old County De- 
mocracy in the First District, were waging the 
fiercest kind of political warfare against many 
of the men who are now prominent in the Tam- 
many General Committee of the district. 

Therefore it was quite to be expected that 
the announcement, made in a sem!-authoritative 
way, that Mr. Murphy was to succeed Mr. Fitz- 

erald as leader should stir up a rumpusin the 

irst District, and it did. It is the biggest ram- 
= that has been stirred up in a Tammany 
all district since the time that some gentlemen 
tried to turn ex-Regieter John Reilly out of the 
leadership of the old Fourteenth Assembly Dis- 
trictand found that the ex-Register was a 
“good many too much” for them. 
pon good authority it can be stated that 
the majority of the committee in the First Dis- 
trict are opposed to. the plan of making Mr. 
Murphy the district leader, and upon authority 
that is quite as gooditcan be eaid that Mr. 
Murphy will be the leaden 

80 deep is this feeling against this plan among 
the committeemen in the First District that 
many members of that committee resorted yes- 
terday to « means that is rarely resorted to in 
Tammany Hall. They went up to the Four- 
teenth Street Wigwam and asked Mr. Croker 
not to permit the naming of Mr. Murphy as the 
leader of the First District. 

In the delegation that waited upon Mr. Croker 
for this purpose were Assemblyman P. H. Duffy, 
Alderman Cornelius Flynn, ex-Alderman 
Thomas Cleary, °fatthew Stripp, George Blair, 
Joseph I. McKeon, Daniel Connell, Michael 
Shannon, and others. 

They spent about an hour and a half in con- 
ference with Mr. Croker. Their errand was 
without result. Frank T. Fitzgerald, the retir- 
ing leader of the district, had been in confer- 
ence with Mr. Croker for some time before the 
arrival of the delegation from his district. Mr. 
Croker said that Mr. Fitzgerald was of the 
opinion that Mr. Murphy should be made the 
new leader, and he thought that the retiring 
leader’s wishes should be consulted. Mr. Orok- 
er was emphatically of the opinion that Mr. 
Murphy shoulda be the leader. 

When it was suggested that Mr. Murphy was 
a new-comer in the Tammany ranks he replied 
that Tammany had adopted a broad policy 
which welcomed to its ranks all Democrats. 

The delegation from the Firet told him that 
Mr. Murphy could not keep the committee 
together, thatit would not be for the interest 
of Tammany Hall to make him leader. 

Mr. Croker thought differently. He advised 
all the Tammany men in the district to get be- 
hind Mr. Murphy and assist him in the district 
work. He guaranteed that there would be no 
changes in the district; that the vommittee 
would remain the same, and that no office hold- 
ers would be removed as a result of the change. 
Some of those who were at the conference said 
that Mr. Croker offered to have Mr. Murphy 
piedge himself that no changes would be made, 
and that thie offer was refused, on the ground 
that this would be humiliating not only to Mr. 
Murphy but to the delegation. 

Some of those in the delegation told Mr. 
Croker that they would not stand the change. 
They said that they had aided in ——., up 
the Tammany Hall organization in the First 
District, but that they were not in politics for 
what they could getoutof it. Someof them 
were ready contributors to eampaign funde, but 
they were not willing that Mr. Murphy should 
be placed in charge of the District Committee. 

ost of the delegation wanted Mr. Fitz- 
gerald’s brother John to be made leader, and if 
not he, Joseph L McKeon, or some other man 
who would be approved of by the committee, 
but Mr. Croker was of the positive opinion that 
Mr. Murpby should have the place, and the dele- 
gation left him, positive in the belief that the 
next leader of the First Assembly District would 
be Mr. Murphy. What further action will be taken 
4 the committeemen is not knewn, but the 
First District Tammanyites are much troubled 
just now.

He was first stationed at 
Avoca, Penn., and from there went to Tyrone, 
where he has been the pastor of a prosperous 
Presbyterian church for five years. He is an 
anti-Briggs man.

Leod was indorsed by Elijah Halford, President 
Harrison's private secretary, but there was 
strong opposition to him.

The plays to be produced at the opening per- 
formance at Proctor’s Theatpe this evening of 
the Theatre of Arts and Letters were named 
yesterday by Mr. McDowell.

EXTRAVAGANCE AT BROOKLYN’S Co-

The reckless expenditure of money by the 
Brooklyn authorities at the recent Columbian 
celebration was takon up by the Grand Jury yes- 
terday, and arumor spread that several indict- 
ments had been found.

George F. Miller, who 
supplied the Aldermen with $1,289 worth of re- 
freshments at the Shelter House in Prospect 
Park, was also examined at length, and he, too, 
hurried away. 

The mysterious P. Ross, whom the reporters 
have been unable to find, has been summoned 
to appear before the Grand Jury to-day. Heo is 
said to be ill and confined to his home, but no 
one in the District Attorney's office would tell 
where that home is.

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WORK OF THE NEW-YORK ASSOCIATION 
FOR IMPROVING THEIR CONDITION. 


In addition to its ordinary work, which {1s car- 
ried on without intermission the year round, the 
New-York Association for Improving the Condl- 
tion of the Poor is in the habit of relieving, 
both at Thanksgiving and Christmas, when 
funds are provided for the purpose, a number 
of poor families in theirown homes who are 
well known to the society by thorough investi- 
gation and found to be worthy of such consid- 
eration. For Thanksgiving it received a reason- 
share of contributions which were 
disposed of in this manner, and it now asks its 
friends and the public to subscribe toward 
cheering the homes of a great many poor and 
worthy people in the coming holiday season. 
The beneficent purpose of the association should 
not be allowed to languish, and all who desire 
to assist a well-systematized and far-reaching 
charity can do no bettor than subscribe to its 
funds. 

The association is in its fiftieth year. It oper- 
ates six distinct branches of work, namely: Reg- 
istration, relief, sanitary, sewing, fresh air, and 
people’s baths departments, all of which are 
uuxiliaries to Church work throughout the city. 
In August, 1891, the “ people’s bathhouse”’ was 
opened at Centre Market Place, and from 
Aug. 17, 1891, to the 30th of September last, 
69,944 bathers were accommodated at this 
establishment. 

A large sum of money was advaneed by the 
association to pay for the bathhouse, ang after 
deducting the sum ef about $10,000, which was 
specially contributed by friends of the enter- 
prige, there is a balance of more than that sum 
required to make good the amount already ex- 
pended. Itis now the desire of the association, 
should funds be contributed for the purpose, to 
construct another bathhouse of larger dimen- 
sions than the original one, but modeled after 
the seme plan and placed under similar man- 
agement, adjacent to some large tenement- 
house population below Fourteenth Street, for 
the managers feel assured that iferected it 
would become of immense benetit to the work- 
ing community. 

A second advance to meet the exigencies of 
charity is the opening of a night office at the 
headquarters of the association, 79 Fourth 
Avenue, which gives an opportunity to aid 
honest distress when an appeal is made at 
night, or at any inoonvenient hour, to every 
one who will become a member of the associa 
tion. This only involves the payment of #10 
or more. This office was kept open all last 
Winter and served a good purpose. 

The payment of $10 annually constitutes an 
annual member of the association; $25 per 
annum a patron,and life membership is set 
down at $250 paid at any one time. To all mem- 
bers and patrons a little book of tickets is given, 
which enables them to refer cases to the society 
forrelief atany time and under all circum- 
stances. 

Another particular foature of the work is the 
sowing department of the association, at 79 
Fourth Avenue, which gives work during about 
nine months of the year to the female members 
of distressed families when work ceases for the 
men, and to widows with small children, who 
are uvable, at times, to make ends meet, even 
by the practice of the strictest economy. The 
garments made up by these sewing women are 
sold to the tenement-house fever at about the 
cost of the material. The cost of this depart- 
ment was about $2,000 last year. 

Athird beneficent enterprise of the associa- 
tion is its fresh-nir work. The popular ‘ocean 
parties” of the association were started three 
years ago. Parties of from 500 to 1,000, in- 
cluding whole families, were carefully selected 
from the overcrowded tenement houses and 
during the Summer months taken down the 
harbor by the iron steamboats to the home. 
The scope of the fresh-air work of the society is 
now about to be enlarged by the additien of a 
Children’s Summer Home for the reception 
and care of ailing, crippled, and convalescent 
children whose parents are unable to pay for 
their proper treatment and for orphans who 
are found to be worthy of this excellent form of 
charity. 

This beautiful little home hag been built and 
fully equipped by the Reed Alumna League, 
@ society composed of prominent New-York 
ladies and leased to the association for a term 
of years. Under the direct management of the 
society it will be ere next ss It issitu- 
ated at Chapel Hill, Atlantic Highlands, on a 
beautiful elevation overlooking New-York Bay, 
surrounded by trees, and affording one of the 
most lovely retreats for weary childhood in the 
vicinity of New-York. 

A summary of the work of the association for 
the last year shows that the number of persons 
aided in various ways foots up the grand total 
of 38,227. There wore 6,767 garments cut and 
made upinthe sewing department, 5,399 sold 
to the poor, and 16,146 yards of material used. 
Temporary ¢mployment was obtained for 1,006 
and permanent work for 149, and 818 triendless 
ps peng oe were relieved, 22,031 visits made to 
and on behalf of the poor, and 3,365 consulta- 
tion cases disposed of at the offices of the asso- 
ciation. 

To companss all the ends of the Association 
for Improving the Condition of the Poor, large 
additions to ites funds are required, and contri- 
butions for any phase of its work or for the 
qomeree purposes of the society will be grate- 

ully received and thankfully acknowledged by 
the Treasurer, Warner Van Norden, 25 Nassau 
Street, or the General Agent, Francis 8.

A New Stock Exchange Rule, 

Every now and then the Stock Exchange au- 
thorities take a ‘“‘shy” at the rival establish- 
ment on the other side of New Street known as 
the Consolidated Stock and Petroleum Ex- 
change. For years a policy of non-intercourse 
between the two Exchanges has been insisted 
upon by the officers of the older ene, and vari- 
ous rules, with appalling penalties for viola- 
tions thereof, have been premulgated by the 
Governing Committee. The latest was posted 
yesterday for the editication and instruction of 
Stock Exchange members and all other per- 
sons interested. 

This rule forbids anybody, except members or 
clerks of members of the Stock kxchange, to 
use the New Street entrances to the floor. Sub- 
scribers and others must go to the other doors. 
One of the nominal reasons for the new regula- 
tion is that outeidera have fallen into the babit 
of rushing through the New Street entrances 
with such speed and recklessness that members 
of the Exchange have been seriously incen- 
venienced. The popular idea is, however, that 
the nearness of these doors to the Consolidated 
Exchange's portals has led to the order.

M’PHILLIPS’S SUCCESSOR, 
—_—@—_— 
POLITICAL EFFECT OF ABBETT’3 NAMING 
THE SHERIFF OF HUDSON COUNTY. 


County Clerk McLaughlin of Hudson County, 
N. J., yesterday sent formal notice to Gov. Ab- 
bett of the death of Sheriff McPhillips, and it 
is thought that within the next few days the 
Governor will name his ad interim successor. 
Ex-Sheriff Ferdinand Heintze, Mayor Stanton of 
Hoboken, Frank Kimmerly, and City Collector 
Patrick H. O'Neill are among those talked of. 

The probability is that Mayor Stanton will be 
selected. Itissaid that when MoPhillips was 
nominated two years ago it was arranged that 
the nomination next Fall should go to Stanton. 

If Gov. Abbett should appoint Stanton, ho 
would hold the office only till the expiration of 


MoPhillips’s term. Then he would have to stand 
the chance of securing the party nomination 
for the full term. 

A question has been raised, however, as to his 
eligibility to re-election. The State Constitu- 
tion ferbids the renomination of Sheriits, but 
in Stanton’s behalf itis olaimed that the inhi- 
bition runs only against Sheriffs who have 
served full terms. 

To accept the Shrievalty Stanton would be 
obliged to surrender the Mayoralty of Hoboken, 
and Capt. Erlenkoeker, the Chairman of the 
City Council, would act in his place till the ap- 
proaching Spring elections. 

The death of McPhillips may become a factor 
in the United States Senatorial campaign. 
“Bob” Davis has held his power in Hudson 
County politics by his control of the Grand 
Juries. McPhiliips was only his agent as Sherilf. 

It is openly deolared, indeed, that McPhillips 
was only a figurehead under a salary of $7,000 
@ year, and that Davis himself took.the fees and 
administered the functions of the office through 
McPhillips’s subordinates. One of the problems 
in the Senatorial fightis whether Davis would 
permit the Hudson County delegation in the 
Assembly to vote for Mr. Abbett. Mr. Abbett 
takes the sceptre out of his hands and becomes 
boss of the situation by naming a man of his 
own to administer the Sheritf’s office. 

McPhillips’s funeral will take place Saturday. 
Coroner Paislow is the acting Sheriff. 





REWARDING THE HEROES. 


—_—— 
MEDALS TO OFFICERS AND CREW OF 
THE NOORDLAND. 


The Captain, first officer, and eight of the crew 
of the Red Star Liner Noordland were presented 
yesterday with the medals of the New-York 
Life-Saving Bexevolent Association on account 
of their recent gallant rescue of the crew of the 
Norwegian bark Kiénig Oscar II. The presenta- 
tien took place just before noon on board the 
Noordland, which lay at her pierin Jersey City. 

The men of the crew who took part in the 
rescue were drawn upin the main cabin. The 
society was represented by President William 


H. H. Moore, Crossman Lyons, and Vice Presi- 
dent Walter R. Jones. 

President Moore made the presentation 
speech, and said that while three nationalities 
were represented in the rescued, the rescuers, 
and those who had gathered there to pay hom- 
age to the daring of the Noorland’s men, they 
were one in a common humanity, and that he 
was happy that America had been allowed to 
come inon the applause. He then presented 
Capt. Harlick kLrick Nickels with the gold 
medal of the association. The Captain replied 
for allin appropriate terms, and first Ofticor 
Hans Didrick Doxrand, who commanded the 
rescuing boat's crew, and the eight men that 
accompanied him simply bowed their acknowl- 
edgments. 

In addition tothe gold medal of the associa- 
tion, the first officer received $50in coin. Tho 
boat’s crew—First Boatswain Hans Alexander- 
sen, Reinhold Schwartz, Peter Skudrr, Erick 
Schwrteau, Second Boatswain Hans Nelsen, 
Franzots Pots, Hans Jorgensen, and Otto Went 
—each received a silver medal and $25 in coin. 

The rescue of the fourteen men of the Nor- 
wegian bark was made onthe night of Oct. 23 
in midocean. As the night was unusually dark 
and a heavy sca was running at the time, the 
feat of saving the crew of the foundering ves- 
sel wasa most difficult and dangerous one, 
First Officer Doxrand holds a medal from the 
British Government for a eimilar exploit in 
1889, when he commanded a boat that rescued 
eight men under aimoat identical circumstances.

The Controller's office was crowded with op- 
ponents and advocates of the scheme. 

Andrew H. Green said that he appeared as 
one of the Commissioners named in the legis- 
lative act to lecate the bridge, with its sp- 
proaches, and to approve tho plans. He said 
that he had no interestin the bridge Company 
or in the bridge, exceptas such Commissioner. 
He believed that the bridge would benefit the 
city, and he was confident that the Commission- 
era had acted wisely in selecting the location of 
the bridge at Seventieth Street. 

Ex-Judge George W. Greene of Orange 
County, who, with *“* Charlie” Swan, has been 
managing the scheme, averred that the only 
object of the bridge company was to furnish 
unbroken wheel traffic for all the railroads cen- 
tring in New-York, in and out of the city. Then 
he made the time-worn argument that it was 
not the purpose of the company to take any 
atreet, park, or dock property, nor to interfere 
in any way with local rapid transit. 

The statements made by Charles B. Brush, 
engineer of the company, showed how this com- 

any proposed to gridiron the city, provided it 
baa any notion of ever building the bridge or 
its approaches. Mr. Brush produced maps to 
show the proposed approaches. 

One of these approaches, according to the 
maps, would extend down to Forty-third Street 
and thence west to Broadway and Seventh 
Avenue, where there would be a grand central 
station. The other approach, on paper, extends 
along the bank of the Hudson to One Hundred 
and Fifty-third Street aad then via a tunnel to 
the Harlem River and then by an elevated road 
to Port Morris, where it connects with the New- 
Haven Railroad.

Messrs. Crain and Myere told Mr. Greene that 
he should be more careful about hie statements. 

Mr. Stokes accused the Greene people of hint- 
ing that certain big politicians were in the 
bridge scheme. He said that the claim had 
been made by the bridge people that Mayor- 
elect Gilroy was in favor of the bridge. ‘‘ But,” 
said Mr. Stokes, “Ihave authority for saying 
that he has never considered the projectin any 
way, shape, or nmanner.”’ 

Later Mr. Gilroy said to a reporter that no 
one had ever spoken to him about the bridge 
except Mr. Stokes, who asked him to oppose it.

THE BATTLE SHIP MONTEREY 





WILL BE PLACED IN COMMISSION WHEN 
HER STEAM TRIALS ARE ENDED. 


The Navy Department has decided to place 
the new coast-defense battle ship Monterey in 
commission as soon as her steam trials are 
ended. To enable this to be done, the turrets 
will be given a temporary jacketing of one-half- 
inch steel plates. This recourse will make the 
turret space impervious to water, and the vessel, 
in consequence, seaworthy. The turret armor, 
Mr. Irving M. Scott, the President of the Union 
Iron Works, states, will not be ready for assem- 


bling aboard the ship for at least three months. 
This armor is being made by Carnegie « 
Co., and information received at the Navy De- 
partment during the last few days indicates 
that not more than one-half of the turret armor 
has been fabricated. The portion of armor 
turned vut remains yet to be snaped to the posi- 
tion it will assume when on the turrets. 

The trial of the Monterey will take place on 
the 18th inst. A run will be made outside the 
San Francisco heads. The crew for the Mon- 
terey is now being recruited at the Mare Island 
Navy Yard. Tne ship will require about 150 
men. A portion of the crew will be sent over- 
land to join the vessel from the receiving ship 
Vermont. This latter part of the crew will con- 
sist mainly of the leading men and petty of- 
ficers who will fill important positions. The 
two ten-inch and twotwelve-inch guns of the 
Monterey are now in place aboard that vessel. 
When in commission and pending the placing 
of the turret armor, the Monterey will be 
brought down to her mean-load water line by 
means of kentiledge.

THE NIAGARA RESERVATION. 
ee 


DL MPROVEMENTS PROPOSED FOR THE 


/ WORLD’S FAIR YEAR, 


. In their eighth annual report, which the Oom- 
missioners of the State Reservation at Niagara 
will soon make to the Legislature of New-York 
through the President of the board, Andrew H. 
. Green, a special appropriation of $25,000 will 
be requested for the purpose of completing cer- 
tain improvements already under way. 

The appropriation of last year—$15,000—was 
used in the construction of a carriage and foot 
way around the margin of Goat Island in such 
substantial form that visitors to the Falls will 
no longer be discomforted by having to drive or 
walk through asea of mud to geta view of the 
scenery. 

This improvement was regarded as the more 
important because Goat Island comprises the 


greater part of the 107 acres of the reservation, 
and, together with the Sister Islands, is the 
principal place visited by tourists. 

A part of the last appropriation was devoted 
to other matters, such as repairing tne road 
and walk of the reservation on the mainland, 
leading from the grove opposite the American 
Falls up the bank of the river to Port Day. 
Additional shade trees have been planted along 
this part of the reservation, while grading, and 
the removal of unsightly fences, stone heaps, 
stumps, and other obstructions have been ac- 
complished in and about the grove. 

But much yet remains to be done in the direo- 
tion of grading and leveling, and, in the opinion 
of the Commissioners, the room for general im- 
provement is great. hey feel justified in as- 
suming that there will be no diminution of- 
popular interest in Niagara. On the contrary, 
they anticipate that the attendance next year 
will be considerably greater. 

Indeed, there is every reason to believe that 
the number of visitors will be exceptionally 
large during the continuance of the Columbian 
Exposition at Chicago. The Worid’s Fair is ex- 
pected to give an impetus to travel both among 
residents of this country and foreigners. And 
few of the thousands who will come and go to 
the Chicago Exposition will failto * stop off” 
at Niagara. 

The Commissioners deem it important, there- 
fore, thatthe Legislature shall provide means 
for putting the reservation in a condition ored- 
itable to the State and calculated to produce a 
favorable impression upon tourists, and they 
think that the sum of $25,000 is none too large 
for the purpose. 

Among the improvements which the Commis- 
sioners and the State Engineer have in view will 
be a new stone bridge to take the place of the 
present shabby-looking wooden structure be- 
tween Goat Island and the firat of the Sister 
Islands. Itis proposed to throw a single arch 
across. Several rustic lookouts built of stone, 
the placing of rustic seats around the marginal 
ways of the islands and along the river road of 
the mainland, the planting of additional forest 
trees, the building of a new canal or conduit for 
the water power of the inclined railway, and 
further grading of the mainland section of the 
reservation are among the other improvements 
in contemplation. :

SPANISH-AMERICAN SOCIETY. 


One of the newest and worthiest charitable 
organizations formed by citizens of foreign 
birth for the bettering of the condition of their 
countrymen is the Spanish-American Benevo- 
lent Society, rounded last February and incor- 
porated under New-York laws. Its President 
is Dr. Ramon L. Miranda, the Vice President is 
Dr. Buenaventura Portuondo, the Secretary is 
Gonzalo de Quesada of 307 West Twenty-eighth 
Street, and the Treasurer is Manuel F. Barranco. 
Its Trustees are Antonio C. Gonzalez and 
Modesto A. Tirado. 

The society’s objects are the relieving of the 
needy poor and the providing of medical at- 
tendance and of medicines for the destitute sick 
of the Spanish-American republics and of Cuba 
and Puerto Rico who reside in this city. It is 
estimated that nearly 15,000 persons eligible as 


beneficiaries of this society live in New-York 
and Brodklyn, and the society finds aburdant 
work ready for its hand. The society now has 
about 200 members. 

In order to establish a sanitarium and dis- 
pensary similar to those now established by 
french residents of this city, the Spanish- 
American Benevolent Society proposes to give 
a charity ballon the evening of Thursday, Jan. 
12, 1893, atthe Lenox Lyceum. ‘The arrange- 
ments for the ball have been put in the hands 
of a committee, consisting of Emilio Agra- 
monte, Dr. Ramon L. Miranda, A. 8. Arias, An- 
tonio C. Gonzalez, Benjamin J. Guerra, Dr. B. 
H. Portuondo, Benjamin Giberga, Rafael R. 
Govin, Gonzalo de Quesada, and Gustavo 
Govin. These gentlemen will be giad to fur- 
nish allinformation about the ball, for which 
Bernstein’s Orchestra has been engaged. Spe- 
cial preparations are making for the decoration 
of the Lyceum with tropical plants, with the 
idea of producing the effect of a bail given in 
the midst of tropical scenery.

SHE’S DEAD NOW AND THERR’S A SMALL 
SUM OF MONEY FOR RELATIVES. 


Mrs. Ann Day, an Irishwoman about eighty 
years ojd, who for several years had lived alone 
ina small roomin the tenement house 417 
East Twenty-fifth Street, was found sick in her 
room on the Sth inst., and was taken to Bellevue 
Hospital, where she died two days after. Dur- 
ing herstayin the East Twenty-fifth Street 
house the woman gained the reputation of be- 
ing a miser owing to her penurious babits. She 
was reticent about her family and eonnections, 
andallthat the neighbors learned about her 
was that she was the widow of a soldier in the 
civil war and had been for yeara in receipt of a 
pension from the Government. 

Bhe was always complaining about her pover-

In the dirty mattress on the bed were found 
bank books showing deposits amounting to 
$2,500. These bave been tuken possession of 
by the Public Administrator, who gave orders 
yesterday that the body should have decent 
burial in Calvary Cemetery. Another effort 
will be made to find relatives of the dead 
woman. 

It was learned yesterday that the woman had 
an elder brother who lived in Brooklyn. He 
was last heard from tive years ago and was then 
in feeble health.

‘ALL THE EVIDENCE IN, ARGUMENTS 

WILL BE MADE TO-DAY. 


The suit of Frank 8. Gray against Col. Elliott

He said that 
there was due him from Shepard on his broken 
contract, up to the time of the trial, $17,623.90 
with interest inoreasing it to $19,197, from 
which was to be subtracted $4,533 which he 
had earned since his discharge, leaving still due 
him $14,664.78. Gray testified that he had told 
Shepard he would not use the Bar Harbor 
Memorandum unless Shepard personally at- 
tacked him and accused him of dishonesty. 

Col. Ingersoll brought out from Gray a state- 
ment that after Shepard had taken two drinks 
of whisky at the Everett House the night of the 


Emancipation Proclamation celebration at the 
Cooper Union, he became so full that he talked 
incoherently in the cab and climbed out at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel. When they reached Shep- 
ard’s house Shepard had to be helped out and 
carried up the steps. Gray rang the bell, he 
said, and placed Shepard on a lounge. 

Mr. Parsons recalled Col. Shepard to the stand. 
The Colonel characterized Gray’s statement as 
a “contemptible falsehood.” ‘I am not a total 
abstainer,” be said, * but | was never drunk in 
my life. Oncoein a while 1 take a little for my 
stomach’s sake, and for the last seven or eight 
years I have been drinking aoomey by advice 
ot my physician to stimulate my digestion. [ 
took only one drink of whisky at the Everett 
we and it was really only about half a 

rink. 

“I drink very little whisky, as I don’t like the 
article. It does not anawer my purpose. I was 
not drunk on the night referred to by Gray. I 
did not stop atthe Fifth Avenue Hotel, and I 
gotout of the cab at my house unassisted, 
opened the outer and inner doors myself with 
ny night key, put out the gas, and went up 
stairs and went to bed. I never said to Gray, 
in reference to the Bar Harbor memorandum, 
‘I had this thing happen to me before.’ I 
never had such a thing happen to me before.”’ 

Co}. Shepard wished to go over his voluminous 
notes and deny a lot more things, but firat Mr. 
Parsons and then Judge Parker shut him off. 
Col. Ingersoll wanted the Colonel to be allowed 
to ** go on reading bis brief.” 

Police Commissioner John McClave testified 
that he had no recollection of ever having seen 
Gray previous to the trial. He was not ap- 
proached by any person in the Summer of 1883 
in relation to the Mail and Express claim on the 
election advertising. ‘I recollect particular- 
ly,”’ be said, “because that was the first year 
= there was any opposition to the Zribune’s 
claim. 

McClave said he had no recollection of meet- 
ing Gray at Saratoga in August, 1888. 

Charles A. Grant, a clerk in the office of Com- 
missioner McClave at Police Headquarters, 
recollected having met Gray several times, but 
where he was not sure. He identified a com- 
munication from him to Gray. This closed the 
evidence. 

Ex-Judge Davis, for Col. Shepard, made an 
elaborate argument, asking Judge Parker to dis- 
miss the case on several pvints of law, but his 
request was refused. The case will go to the 
jury to-day. This morning John E. Parsons 
will sum up the defense to the jury, and Col. In- 
gersoll will eum up for the plaintiff.

THE BROWN WIRE GUN, 
_@———. 
LIEUT. WHISTLER MAKES A FAVORABLE 
REPORT AS TO THE TEST. 


Lieut. G. N. Whistler, United States Army, in 
his report on the first firing of the Brown seg- 
mental tube wire five-inch gun at Birdsborough, 
Penn., on Saturday, the 3d inst., states that the 
firmg was made with the tube only rough bored, 
the object being chiefly to test the working of 
the breech meobanism rather than to experi- 
ment with high pressure in the gun. Con- 
sequently the first charge was only ten pounds 
of Dupont’s sphero-hexagonal powder behind 
an eighty-four-pound shot. No attempt was 
made to take the pressure with this oharge. 
The breech action worked easily, and the second 
charge was fifteen pounds of powder and an 
eighty-four-pound shot. Again the breech 
action worked satisfactorily, and the pressure 
gauges registered 28,265 pounds. 

On loadinga third time eighteen pounds of 
powder and an eighty-four-pound shot were 
used. The projectiles were cast-iron solid shot, 


weighing twenty-four pounds more than the 
service shell for the navy five-inch gun, and it 
is probable that the third one was a closer fit in 
the bore than would Nave been accepted in 
actual service. Also, the fact that the tube was 
only rough bored may have added to the fric- 
tion of the shot against the bore. 

It appears that when the third shot was fired 
the recoil was excessive and beyond what 
it should have been. The breech piug opened 
easily, and there was no indication whatever of 
change inthe bore, but the pressure gauges 
showed a pressure of more than 60,000 pounds 
to the square inch. 

With a perfect bore and perfect shot no such 
pressure should have resulted from an eighteen- 
pound charge, and therefore the acouracy of 
the pressure gauge was questioned. The cop- 
per pellet used, furnished by the Government, 
had been compressed before firing only by 
18,000 pounds to the square inch, and it was 
thought, therefore, that it might have been 
slightly too compressible to register high press- 
ure accurately. Experiments were then made 
in the segmental cylinder with one pellet com- 
pressed by 18,000 pounds pressure and another 
compressed by 40,000 pounds pressure to the 
square inch. On firing several shots with in- 
creasing pressures up to 60,000 pounds it was 
found that the 18,000-pound pellet registered 
high pressures as correctly as did the 40,000- 
pound pellet, showing that the pressure of over 
60,000 pounds to the square inch obtained at 
the third shotin the five-inch gun was abso- 
lutely accurate. 

This first firing of the Brown segmental wire 
gun has demonstrated, Lieut Whistler says, 
that 1t will withstand, absolutely, without a 
lining tube and without the slightest injury, a 
pressure that would burstany other kind of gun. 





Seized Goods Sold at Auction,

catalogued as part of the lot seized from Mra.

Italians had their eyes set upon the seventy-six 
pounds of Italian cheese that was to be put u 
atauction. The cheese was damaged and h 
a sickening smell, but that made no difference 
to the purchaser, one Gorgi of South Fifth Ave- 
arte whom the lot was knocked down for 

2.25. 

The Chinamen were after the fifty half-pound 
eans of opium, but after some spirited bidding 
they gave up the contest, the lot going to a 
white man for $125. 

A case of silk and cotton embroidery brought 
$170, and a pair of socks brought 5 cents. The 
total amount of the sale was $4,421.75. 





Miarried Eicr Late Husband’s Brother. 

Political circles in Brooklyn were surprised 
yesterday by the announcement that Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Ff. Kretzschmar, widow of Supervisor at 
Large Paul H. Kretzschmar, had been married 
on Monday to her dead husband’s brother, Dr. 
William N. Kretzschmar. The Geremony was 
performed by the Rev. Edward H. Cleveland a3 
Mrs. Kretzschimar’s home, 402 Washington Av- 
epue. The bride is about forty-five years of 
age, very stout, and of a lively disposition. 

When quite young she married Frank Moran, 
a wealthy contractor, but he died many years 
ago.

HE MAKES NO RETRACTIONS IN 
HIS ARGUMENT. 


THE TECHNICAL PART OF HIS DEFENSE 
PUT IN WITHOUT READING—THE 
REASON A FOUNTAIN OF DIVINE 
AUTHORITY—THOSE WHO ACCUSE 
HIM THE TRUE HERETICS. 


When Prof. Charles Augustus Briggs of Union 
Theological Seminary, defendant in the great 
heresy trial before the New-York Presbytery in 
the old Scotch Church, Fourteenth Street, near 
Sixth Avenue, went to the reading desk yester- 
day afternoon he found there a superb bunch of 
assorted roses. Whothe donor was he had po 
idea, but the tribute was none the less a bright 
spot in the ordeal through which he was pass- 
ing. When, after three hours of the reading of 
his defense, Presbytery took a recess until this 
afternoon, the acoused wrapped the roses up 
very carefully and gave them to Miss Briggs, 
who has attended every session of the trial, to 
be taken home. 

The only occurrence of the session, except the 
reading of the defendant's argument, was a 
discussion before adjournment. Prof. Briggs 
announced that to read his arguments on the 
charges which accuse him of teaching that 
Moses was not the author of the Pentateuch 
and that lsalah was not the author of half the 
book which bears his name would take more 
than a week. These arguments, he said, were 
purely technical in character and he did nos 
care to read them before the body. 

Prof. Briggs requested, therefore, that he be 
allowed to put printed copies of the arguments 
in the hands of the members, and that the argu- 
ments might then form a part of the steno- 
graphic record, to be used in case the trial goes 
to a higher court. If this was done he thought 


he could finish his argument on the charges he 
wished to answer orally in one more session. 
After a short discussion, Presbytery granted 
him the right to do this. The Prosecuting Com- 
mittee took exception to the proceeding. 

The Rey. Dr. Paxton made a motion to ad- 
journ the trial over the Christmas holidays. 

Dr. Briggs objected to this. He argued that 
an adjournment would count gréatly against 
him. If Presbytery adjourned just after he had 
finished bis argument, to assemble again in 
two weeks or more to hear the argument of 
the prosecution in rebuttal, and then go into 
executive session for a verdict, whatever force 
his argument might have had in convincing 
wninde which might have been opposed to him 
would be greatly lessened. He preferred that 
the oase should continue now until finished. 
Dr. Paxton withdrew his motion. 

Prof. Briggs’s argument continued on the 
question of the reason and the Chureh being 

fountains of Divine authority. He said in part: 

‘*The question is whether the Scriptures are 
most necessary in the sense that no one can find 
God and salvation without them. This the 
Coufession does not teach. The Confession re- 
fers toa Divine revelation of salvation to the 
Church before the Divine revelation of salvation 
was committed to writing in Holy Scripture. 

Holy Scripture was not most necessary to 
salvation before it was given and written, but 
on after it was written. It is mest neces- 
sary to salvation to those who enjoy the 
unspeakable privilege of possessing it. But 
what shall we say of those who do not possess 
the Holy Scriptures? Are they deprived of the 
opportunity of salvation on the lower stage be- 
cause others more highly favored enjoy the privi- 
lege of salvation on the higher stage of Holy 
Scripture? You cannot say so unless you would 
exclude from salvation all who know not Holy 
Scripture, including thy heathen, imbeciles, and 
babes. You must ake these exceptions to the 
statement that Holy Scripture is most neces- 
sary. 

“But are we shut up to these exceptions? 
Are there none in Christian lands towhom Holy 
Scripture is practically an unknown book? 
Some are kept from Holy Seripture by priest- 
craft, others by the use that Las been made of 
it in the interests of the privileged classes, oth- 
ere still by the dogmatic barriers to which 
attention was called in the inaugural. Doubt- 
less there is guilt on the part of these, but in 
my opinion there is much greater guilt on the 
part of the modern Pharisees who have ob- 
structed the access of these multitudes to the 
Word of God. 

‘“* What now shall we say with reference to all 
these who for one reason or another have no 
saving knowledge of Holy Scripture? Is Holy 
Scripture so necessary in the case of all of 
them thatthere can be no salvation without 
their knowledge of it and faithinit? Ido not 
believeit. Youdo not believeit. You preach 
to them Jesus Christ and salvation through 
Him. You do not go to them with the Bible and 
demand of them that they shall accept the 
Scriptures in order to salvation. If they 
accept Jesus Christ as their Saviour they will 
be saved even if they have never seen a 
copy of the Bible, or have never read or heard a 
chapter from its pages. The Scripture is most 
necessary as theruile of faith and life to guide the 
Church and the people in the paths of redemp- 
tion until they attain its full salvation; but it is 
not most necessary in the sense that no individ- 
ual man may be saved without a personal 
knewledge of it and « personal faith in it. 
Christianity isa personal faith in Christ, the 
living and reigning Kedeemer. 

“Those who are charging me with error are 
themselves guilty at this point, for they rest 
the authority of thé canon upon the probavle 
evidence of the early Ohurch. I said inthe 
passages quoted from the Inaugural, and I say 
again: ‘Divine authority isthe only anthority 
te which man can yield implicit obedience, on 
which he can rest in loving certainty and build 
with joyous confidence. ~ ~*~ * There are 
historically three great fountains of divine au- 
thority—the Bible, the Church, and the Reason.’ 

“ Those who deny thia statement are the true 
heretics. For they would deprive us of loving 
certainty and joyous confidence in our religion. 
As the ancient Pharisees were rebuked by our 
Lord because they shut the kingdom of heaven 

against men, refusing to enter themselves or to 
permit others to enter, so these modern Phari- 
sees should be rebuked by the Presbyterian 
Church for obstructing all the divinely-ap- 
pointed means of access to Divine authority, 
all the avenues by which the Divine Bpirit gives 
certainty to men in religion. They would de- 
prive us of that assurance of grace and salva- 
tion which is such an unspeakable comfort in 
our boly religion. 

“T have not said that the Holy Spirit speaks 
the final,word in the Keason to which the Church 
andthe Bible must yield. I have not exalted 
the Reason abovethe Bible. I am no rational- 
ist. It is the teaching of the Confession to 
whieh I subscribe that the Holy Spirit when 
He speaks the infallible word in Holy Scripture 
always speaks through the Scripture to the 
Reason, and by Hia inward work in the heart, 
inthe Reason, gives certainty, assurance, and 
infallible eonyiction of the truth and grace of 
God. Thereisno conflict between Reason and 
Scripture in such a case. There can be none. 
The Holy Spirit unites them in an infallible 
bond of vertainty. 

“The aim of the ‘ Inaugural Address’ was not 
to vindicate the Bible as a rule of faith; certainly 
not to say anything which could direotly or in- 
directly militate against that essential doctrine. 
I olaim that the Reason is a great fountain of 
Divine authority and yet not a rule of faith and 
practice. I shaliexplain this furtheron. But 
{ am not obliged to explain it. It is the duty of 
the prosecution to prove that there is irrecon- 
cilable conflict here. They do not proposo this 
in their charge. They have not proffered any 
evidenoe of it. They have simply assumed it, 
and they have asked you to take this leap over 
a chasm of difference in order to give an illog- 
ical verdict. 

“ Christian philosophy has made rapid strides 
forward since the Westminster Confession was 
framed. The Cambridge Platonists, many of 
whom were pupils of the Westminster divines, 
led the way in this great Movement. The result 
has been that the human reason has gained a 

lace in Christian theology that it could not 
cose had before. How can we as Christian 
scholars go back to the psychology and meta- 
physics of the Westminster divines? Who will 
venture to ignore the history of modern 

hilosophy, or the achievements that have 
Seon made in the fleld of theology in the long 
conflict with deism, rationalism, and agnosti- 
cism? The conscience has assumed a vastly 
higher place in Christian ethics. The meta- 
physical categories have been more correctly 
detined and explained. The religious teeling 
has emerged as av original endowment of man, 
which lies at the roots of his religious nature. 
The witness of the Christian consciousness is of 
immense consequence to Christian theology. 

“The Reason is acknowledged to be the great- 
est endowment God has given toman. It is the 
holy of holies ef human nature, the presence 
chamber of God within the soul, into which the 
Divine Spirit entere when He would influence 
the man, and in which our Saviour dwells when 
He would make the man altogether His own. 
We shall admit that the Westminster Confession 
is altogether inadequate in its doctrine of the 
Reason. AsI said some years ago: ‘ ‘The Rea- 
son, the couscience, and the religious feeling, 
allof which have arisen, during these discus- 
sions of the last century, into alight and vigor 
unknown and unanticipated at the “keforma- 
tion, should not be autagonized the one with 
the other, or with the Spirit of God.’ 

“In their original charges the Prosecution 
Committee state that I ‘strike at the vitals of 
religion’ tin teaching that the Reason is a great 
fountain of Divine authority. I do indeed ‘strike 
at the vitais of religion,’ but in a sense quite 
different from that in their minds, for this doc- 
trine so strikes at the vitals of religion that 
there can be no vital religion withoutit. It does 
indeed enter into the very life of the religion of 
Jesus Christ. It strikes at the barriers of dead 
orthodoxy and barren ecclesiasticiam, and 
strikes through them to the fountainhead of 
Christian life. 

“There can be no sanctification unless ths 
Rely Spirit dwell in the Reason and so by 
Divine authority govern the life and conduct. 
This was distinctly taught by the old Puritans 
in their pursuit of personal holiness. It was 


Wesley and' made by him one of the cardinal 
principles cé Methodism. He committed the 
8 mistake of inclosing it in inadequate and 
erroneous statements of the doctrines of sin 
and of grace, and yet it has proved a lite-giving 
force to that great organization. This princi- 
ple.has been again here asserted with power by 
the Balvation Army. 

“Ido notapprove of all the statements of 
Gen. Booth and his officers with regard to sanc- 
tifloation, but they state the iblical ideal and 
the Puritan ideal of our Westminster Confes- 
sion. Christian lifein the Presbyterian Churoh 
has too often not been in aceordance with this 
idea. Our dogmatio divines have neglected the 
doctrine of sanctification. Our ministry, trained 
forthe most part in speculative dogma rather 
than in a Biblival faith, to a scholastic theology 
ratherthan to a Westminster theology, have 
failed to honor sufficiently the indwelling Spirit 
of God. It would seem that God has raised u 
the Salvation Army to stimulate us all to see 
a full salvation and to live Christian lives which 
are directed by the Holy Spirit dwelling in the 
Reason and sending forth streams of Divine 
authority through all the activities of our 
nature in order to make our souls like a well- 
watered garden, a fruitful paradise of God. 

*“*T call the greatrevival movements of our 
century to witness that Divine authority comes 
to men through the three great fountains, the 
Bible, the Church, and the Reason. Every revival 
movement of the past witnesses a similar con- 
fession. Wherever there has been vital religion, 
wherever there have been holy men and wo- 
men seeking after tho living God, God 
has given them the assurance of His 
presence and authority, sometimes through 
the Church, sometimes through -the Bible, 
and sometimes through the Reason. We cannot 
deny this without shutting our eyes to history 
or refusing to recognize in these revival move- 
ments anything but illusions and delusions of 
pious enthusiasts. I decline to recognize one 
form as genuine and refuse the others as delu- 
sions. I recognize them all, each in its place 
combining to accomplish the full work of grace 
in the world. 

“Convict me of heresy under Charge 1 and 
you challenge the Christian centuries. All the 
ages will be against you, andin a multitude of 
voices like the roar of many waters will de 
nounce you as knowing neither the truth nor 
the power of God. 

“IT declared in the inaugural that ‘The 
Church is a great fountain of Divine authority.’ 
I make the same declaration in your presence 
at this time. There is no needof a heresy 
trial on this question. If this Presbytery is 
ready to declare that the Presbyterian Church 
has no Divine authority, I will at once renounce 
your jurisdiction. I would refuse to fellowship 
as an ordained minister with a body of minis- 
ters claiming to be ordained and yet denying 
that they had any Divine authority to exercise 
their ministry. I would seek the fellowship of 
a Church that is conscious of a Divine authority 
in its ministry, in its sacraments, and in its 
ordinances,”’

it lurther stated that Bennett, who was thirty-tive 
years old and married, had gone away with Miss 
Cooper after drawiug ali his own and his wite’s 
money from the bank. The dispatch printed in the 
Sun, itis claimed in the complaint, was false, and 
published maliciously and without legal excuse. By 
reason of its publication Miss Cooper, it is alleged, 
has been exposed to ostracism, and $25,000 is asked 
ee the ward for the damage to her repu- 

ation. 


i ong Dugro, in the Superior Court, yesterday 
awarded the estate of Christopher Meyer an extra 
allowance of $450 in a suit brought by Henry A. 
Taylor, as administrator of the estate, against Dr. 
William H. Munu to recover $7,137.05 for money 
advanced and services rendered in buying and 
carrying stocks. Dr. Munn denied the claim, and 
put in a counter claim for $13,562.50 as damages tor 
careless conduct ip the stuck transactions and $650 
for services asa physician.

HAVE THEIR SAY. 








THE PLAINTIFE’S MOTHER AND SISTER 
CORROBORATE HER STORY—HER 
AGE AND HER VOICE—THE DEFEND- 
ANT BEGINS HIS TESTIMONY IN THE 
CASE, 


Counsel for Henry B. Sire, defendant in the 
suit brought by Miss Esther Jacobs to recover 
$50,000 damages for breach of promise of mar- 
riage, opened fire on the plainttif yesterday in 
the Superior Court, Part L The attack was 
directed against her claims to being a fine 
singer, entitled to especial damages because of 
alleged abandonment of a promising musical 
career at Sire’s request. 

Counsel for Mr. Sire did not fire their first shot 
nntil the afternoon, the morning being devoted 
to the completion of Miss Jacobs’s testimony 
and the examination of her mother and eister 
Ciara. 

Miss Jacobs was on the stand only a few min- 
utes. The court waited ten minutes for the 
arrival of Lawyer Brooke, and then Lawyer 
Lindley of counsel for plaintiff! questioned 
plainti, Miss Esther said she had sung in 
public after ber engagement with *‘ Henry,” 
but not before communicating her intentions to 
him. 

Lawyer Truax asked a leng and complicated 
question. Judge Sedgwick at this point re- 
marked somewhat impatiently: “‘ This lady has 
been on the stand two days. The skill of coun- 
e0l should have brought out all the facts to be 
had from her. Don’t protract the case. Be as 
concise in your questions as possible.” 

Miss Ksther smiled gratefully at the Judge 

and she was permitted to step aside. 
t. Mrs. Clara Harris, the married sister of the 
plaintiff, was called as a witness. Her testi- 
aiony was Mainly in corroboration of Miss 
i-sther's statements. 

* IT have seen Mr. Sire kiss my sister once in a 
quiet part of the park at Saratoga,’”’ said wit- 


ness. “He was accustemed to oall her ‘my 
dear,’ ‘my dear little girl,’ and ‘ dearest.’”’ 
Juripg Mrs. Harris’s direct examination, 


Fire, his brother, and counsel indulged in fre- 
yuent smiles, but they did not disturb her 
equanimity. 

Lawyer Truax, who cross-examined, asked 
several questions with a view to learning if 
Miss Esther had prepared ber wedding trous- 
seau. Witness said yes, but could not specify 
@ny special preparations made for the expected 
‘wedding. 

Mrs. Harris was asked to repeat what Sire 
@#aid to her mother and to her on the day he pro- 
;posed in the Jacobs’ parlors. The witness re- 
peated almost literally what she had said on di- 
rect examination, and Mr. Truax asked if she had 
\zaemorized this portion of her testimony, and 
she responded testily: “1 don’t generally com- 
mit to memory what is true.’’ 

** Have you given the exact words spoken?” 

“ Those are not the exact words, but facts he 
said,” replied the witness with some asperity. 

Mrs. Aunie Jacobs, mother of the plaintiff, 
Was the next witness. She corroborated Miss 
Esther’s teatimony in regard to what Sire is 
alleged to have saidon the day he proposed 
to the plaintiff, with the exception that she 
said Henry did not tell her the name of the 
‘woman with whom he had an intrigue. 

Witness said she did not like the way Sire put 
off the marriage, and on }wo or three occasions 
asked him for explanations of his oonduct. 
Finally, in February, 1890, she said to Sire: 
“Henry, aro you now ready to be married!’’ 
He said: ** You must havejoonfidence in me and 
trust me. February is not over, and you will 
see that I will keep my word.” 

Mrs. Jacobs said she was disgusted with Sire 
after that, and did not speak to him further 
about the proposed marriage. 

After recess Mr. Brooke gave the defense a 
surprise by saying, “‘ We rest.”’ 

Mr. Truax then opened for the defendant. He 
spoke of the plaintiffas one who last May was 
twenty-seven years old and now had blossomed 
Anto thirty-four. He would show that Sire took 
Mies Esther riding many times in 1887, that she 
had received money from him, and was ready 
\to receive his attentions, although she knew of 
his intrigue with a woman. 

*“* He continued; his calls,” said Mr. Truax, 
“until he reached the conclusion, based on two 
discoveries, that their relations should termi- 
mate. First, the defendant was twenty-eight 
years old, (thirty-four in July last.) They talked 
about ages, and she said she was twenty-one 
years old. [Miss Jacobs smiled at this state- 
ment.) He learned that this was untrue. 

** Another reason for terminating the rela- 
tions was the demands made of a pecuniary 
character, so large and so frequent and persist- 
ent that they became, instead of tolerable, in- 
tolerable.” 

The Rev. William Sparger, cantor of Tem- 
le Emanu-El, was the first witness for de- 
endant. He said he had charge of the choir, 

and had heard Miss Esthersing. ‘She is a con- 
tralto,” said the witness. “She wasa chorus 
winger in the choir. She was no singer of im- 
‘portance, no good singer. Her voice might be 
adapted for concert singing, and yet she might 
be a poor singer.” 

Mr. Brooke wanted to knowif witness could 
mame ten prominent contraltos, and Mr. Spar- 
ger replied in the affirmative. Asked to name 
them, he could not name more than two. 

Albert Aronson of the Casino next teok the 
stand. He had heard Miss Esther sing once, 
and she came to him for an engagement twice. 
_ Aronson did net think much of plaintiff's 
voice. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Brooke, witness said 
he was not a musical expert. ‘‘ Age, appear- 
ance, and figure are features of success,” said 
witness, and Mr. Brooke nodded approvingly as 
he glanced at his pretty olient. 

To Judge Sedgwick Mr. Aronson said Miss 
Esther had an ordinary voice, lacking in artist- 
io qualities. 

Marcus R. Mayer told of his business rela- 
tions with several great singers. He had heard 
Miss Jacobs sing, and said: “ She had a nice 
little voice, nothing marvelous to speak of, not 
adapted to opera singing. Hada church voice, 
e@ parlor voice. She had a pretty’ voice and was 
@ very pretty girl.” 

“Did she have a voice superior to average 
chorus girls’ voices?” 

“Yes. Miss Converse was a chorus girl in 
London. Now sheisa prima donna,” said Mr. 
Mayer, sagely. 

Witness said Miss Jacoba’s voice lacked train- 
ing and education. He thought her voice was 
eapable of improvement. 

“The years between twenty-eight and thirty- 
four are saroesont years in an artiste’s life, are 
they not?” asked Mr. Brooke. 

“Tf they don't do anything before twenty- 
eight they might as well stop,” said Mr. Mayer, 
oracularly. 

**So twenty-eight is the crucial age, and i? one 
has not progressed at that age, there is no 
progress beyond ?”’ 

“The only refuge is the ehorus or choir,” said 
the witness, dogmatically. 

Henry B. Sire, defendant, took the stand, and 
slowly told how hehad become acquainted with 
Miss Jacobs, and of his earriage rides and 
mouey presents. He said he had given her $200 
on three occasions, $100 wften, and $50. Wit- 
ness said further: 

“I first spoke of the woman Lavelle to 
plaintiff in the latter part of November, 1887. 
Ble said my mother had called and informed 
her of the intrigue. She was sorry to hear of it 
She hoped it was nothing of a serious nature, 
that I was not legally married to her. I told 
her no. She said my mother had called and told 
her she had better not receive my attentions. 
Bhe said she would like to have me call again. 
She sald my mother had found my invitation to 
her sister’s wedding, and thougnt it her duty to 
inform plaintiff of my position before receiving 
attentionsfrom me. She said she would like to 
keep up the acquaintance, and she did.” 

“Was thatall that was said on the oecasion 
you refer to?” Judge Sedgwick asked.

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THE ARGENTINE REPUBLIC’S DEBT 





OPPOSITION OF THE ROTHSCHILDS TO 
FUNDING THE INTEREST. 


LonDon, Deo. 14.—The Rothschild committee 
—whioh arranged with the Argentine Govern- 
ment the suspension of interest payments in 
ersh—has been using its great influence in op- 
prsing the recommendations of Dr. Romero, 
the Finance Minister, who now wants the inter- 
est to be funded. Dr. Romero’s recommendation 
amounts practicaily to a breach of agreement 
between Argentine and the bondholders, and 
would be an effectual hindrance to any further 
assistance being given to the Argentine Govern- 
ment by European financiers. 

The Rothschild committee confided the ar- 
rangement to Messrs. Morgan & Co., who, since 
the collapse of the Barings, have been the lead- 
ing medium between the Argentine Government 
and the bondholders. The large interest which 
this great Anglo-American banking firm has in 
the honest administration of Argentine finance 
entitles it to use its power in keeping the Gov- 
ernment on a straight course. 

During the Baring orisis the question was dis- 
cussed in European finanelal circles in London, 
in Paris, and Berlin of a combined intervention 
of the powers to compel the Argentine Repub- 
lio to submit to European financial control. The 


Romero project has caused a renewal of the 
question whether the three powers—Germany, 
France, and Great Britain—should not them- 
selves Collect the customs revenue, applying 
the proceeds to the services of the debt. 

When the idea of intervention was first moot- 
ed France and Germany entertained it favora- 
bly, but Lord Salisbury ebjected. Argentine 
has @ more assured period of prosperity before 
her now, 80 the motion of intervention less ap- 
peals to the bondholders. 





DEBATE BETWEEN THE COLLEGES.

YALE AND PRINCETON ARRANGING FOR 
THE BATTLE OF WORDS. 


NEW-HAVEN, Conn., Deo. 14.—Measrs. W. R. 
Begg and E. R. Lamson, President and Secre- 
tary of the Yale Union, the debating society of 
Yale, met representatives of the Whig and 
Chiosophic Society and the Société Philosophie 
of Princeton at the Fifth Avenue Hotel last 
night to make arrangements for the time, place, 
&o., of the debate which is to be held between 
the two universities. 

The Princeton representatives wished to have 
the debate held in New-York, but the Yale rep- 
resentatives preferred to have it held in Prince- 
ton. As aresult of this difference, the place of 
the debate was not definitely decided upon. 

Three speakers will be chosen from each uni- 
versity, and there will be rebuttals, each 
speaker to be allowed ten minutes for the open- 
ing and six minutes at the close of the debate. 

These speakers wili be chosen by competitive 
debates at the two universities. 

Princeton will choose the subject to be de- 
bated upon and Yale will have choice of the 
side. The date fixed upon for the debate is 
March 15, and only one debate will be held this 
year, but in all probability another one will 
take place next year. 

There will be no judges, and the presiding ofti- 
cer will be appointed later on.

IRISH VILLAGE FOR THE FAIR. 
Saga 
CONCESSION OF $30,000 MaDE BY THE 
MANAGERS OF THE EXPOSITION. 


WILMINGTON, Del, Deo. 14.—Through the ex- 
ertions of Mrs. Ernest Hart of London, Eng- 
land, a concession of $30,000 has been made by 
the World’s Fair managers for the construction 
of an Irish village on the fair grounds at Chi- 
cago, and the contract for constructing the 
same has been awarded to Hubert Cassidy of 
this city. 

Mrs. Hart has been instrumentalin relieving 
the congested districts in the northwestern 
part of Ireland, especially in Donegal. The ex- 
hibit will take the name of the Donegal Indus- 
trial Village Association. The plans will repre- 
sent cottages from the Counties of Dublin, 
Wicklow, Donegal, and Cork. These will be ar- 
ranged in a hollow square. 

In the different cottages the various indus- 
tries of lace making, embroidering, stained 
glass, and marble polishing will be shown. A 
Celtio cross will ve in the centre of the square, 
and aleo a reproduction of oneof the ancient 
round towers, 120 feet high. The two latter ob- 
jects will illustrate the archawological features 
of the country. Correspondence is now in 
progress with Mrs. Hart in regard to the de- 
tails. 





Theodore E. L’Hommedicu Missing. 

Jamaica, L. L, Deo. 14.—A petition filed with 
Surrogate Weller here to-day states that Theo- 
dore E. L’Hommedieu, one of the wealthiest 
young menin Queens County, is missing, and 
that his relatives cannot discover his where- 
abouts despite diligent search. 

The petition was submitted in connection 
with the will of the late James H. L’Homme- 
dieu, which was filed for probate. It farther 
shows that the missing man has been absent 


from home for many months on a trip to Cali- 
fornia; that he was last heard from in Los 
Angeles, when he wrote to his sister, Miss Oaro- 
line L’Hommedienu, five weeks ago. All at- 
tempts to reach him since have been fruitless. 
Young L’ Hommedieu hada peculiar fancy for 
searching through forests for strange shrubs 
and rare woods. The supposition is that he has 
gone somewhere upon some such errand now.

Anna Hall Roosevelt, wife of Elliott Roosevelt, 
was filed in Surrogate Weller’scourt in Jamaica 
to-day. 

Roosevelt died in her New-York City 
residence on Dec. 7, but the probating of the 
willin Queens County was necessary because 
Westbary, L. L, was the permanent home of the 
family.

Evarts, Beaman, and Choate are the 
attorneys. 

A number of personal effects of jewelry and 
plate are bequeathed to Miss Anna Roosevelt, 
her sister-in-law, to her sons, Elliott and Hall, 
and daughter, Eleanor. The rest of the estate is 
left to their issue. The will is dated Aug. 26, 
1891,
